N my election and induction into the office of Secretary of State. 



I found that the record?* and archtvci, which have hcen arcinnu- 



lating for one hundred years — from the formation of the Territory in 
1790 to the present time — comprised such a great mass of matter that 
it was impossible to dud any special record without an almost inter- 
minable search. Hence, I conceived the idea of getting up the com- 
pilation which is given to the public under the title of "The Official 
AND Political Manual of Tennessee." 

Now, in almost all of the States of the Union, tiie Sec retary of 
State is required, at the beginning of each State government, to pre- 
pare such a work at public expense. These manuals are distributed 
and furnished public officials just as the statutes and State reports. 
This work is prepared, however, voluntarily, and at individual ex- 
pense. 

It is not claimed for it thnt it cmbra( cs |)crhaps all that it should, 
but it is a patient and honest effort to contribute whatever of worth 
there may be in it to the preservation of the great history our fore- 
fathers have thus far made for Tennessee. 

The principal sources from whence this book is compiled are Hay* 
wood's, Ramsey's, Putnam's, and Phelan's Histories of Tennessee, 
acts and journals of the State, Morris' Tennessee Gazette, Hume's 
Loyal Mountaineers. .-Xmeriran. World, and Cumberland Almanacs, 
and the records and official documents in the Executive oihces of the 
State. 

The work, however, being a compilation, all authors, sources, and 
correspondents consulted are not credited.

THE CAPITOL. 



X V 'lat \v;is known a«: '*r.nn;)l)eirs Hill" in tlii; c.irly history of Nnshville, 



a lof'y eminence in the northern central ]art of tlic city, the State Capitol 



is situated. Up to October 7, 1843, when by act of the Legislature Nash- 
ville was selected as the permanent seat of government of the State— which was 
done on reconsideration of the vote fixing Kingston, in Roane County, as the 
seat of government — ^Tennessee had moved her capital from place to place. The 
Legislature met at Knoxville from 1796 to 1807, when the Seventh Genera! As- 
scmWy met nt Kingston, l>ul a'l'fournei'. to Knoxville the first day, w^here it con- 
tiiiued to assemble until 1813, when it first met at Nashville, and held itssessions 
there until 1817, which session was held at Knoxville. From 1819 to 1825 Mvr> 
ireesboro was the State Capital. The Legislature of 1827 met at Nashville, and 
that city has been the place of meeting since thai time. 

'^Campbell's Hill" was bought for $30,000 by the city of Nashville of Hon. 
\V. K. C.Tn)]>N-ll, and don.itc'l to the State for a capitol site. By act of Janunry 

30, 1844, $10,000 was ap]irui>natcd, and Gov. Win. Carroll, \Vm. Nichol, John 
M. Bass, Sam I). Morgan, James Erwin, and Morgan W. Brown, all of David* 
son County, were appointed Commissioners of Construction. John M. Bass was 
chairman. Wm, Strickland, of Philadelphia, was chosen architect. In May, 
1844, James Woods T. Allison, and Allen A. TI.ill. <>f Davidson* were added to 
the Buil'Hnjj Commission. John M. Bass licM the chaii m.inship until ^f.nrch 

31, 1848, when Sam D. Morgan was made president, serving until the capitol 
was completed. 

The ground of the site wm begun to be cleared January i, 1845, and the cor- 
ner-stone was laid in the south-east comer of the building, with imposing eere> 

monies, July 4, 1845. 

On April 7, 1854, Wm. Strickland died, and his remains were deposited in a 
recess in the wa!! on the east side of the north entrance portico. His son, F. 
W. Strickland, took charge of the work on the death of his father, and super- 
intended the .same until its completion. 

April 30, 1854, Governor Andrew Johnson appointed John Campbell, John S. 
Young, and Jacob McGavock, of Davidson County, Commissioners. By an act 
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of February 3$, 1854, K. J. Meigs «nd James F. Clark were made Commission- 
ers, and John D. Winston was appointed by the Governor. 

The following Governors served .m roramissioners fxoficio: Jas. K. Polk, Jas. 
C. Jones, Aaron V. Hrown, Neil S. Brown, Wm. Trousdale, Wm. B. Campbell, 
Andrew Jolmson, and I. G. Harris. 

The stone on the tower was laid Jnly 21, 1855, and the last stone on the 
terrace March 19, 1859. The building was 6rst occupied by the L^islature 
October 3, 1853. 

The Stfite-housc is a parn!!elogratn 112 by 239 feet. It?; height from the 
ground to the lop of ihe tower is 206 feet 7 inches. The main idea of the ele- 
vation or plan of the building is a Greek Ionic temple erected on a rustic base* 
ment, which in turn rests (in appearance) on terraced pavements. The end por* 
ticoes, north and south, have each eight magnificent Ionic colamns. The east 
and west porticoes have six columns. These twenty-eight columns arc 4 feet in 
diameter and 33 feet high, and rest on and are capped by entablatures. The build- 
ing is divided into three stories — the crypt or cellar, the basicment or first lloor, 
and the main floor. The crypt is u<>ed for the State Arsenal and for furnaces and 
coal bins. The basement has a hall through the center of 204 feet in length by 
24 feet wide* crossed transversely by a mmn hall 100 feet by 30 feet 3 inches; 
the height of this floor is 16 feet 4 inches. This floor is occupied by the Su* 
preme Court, Agricultural Department, State Superintendent of Schools, and 
State Board of Health in the northern end, and in the southern end by the 
Governor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, Comptroller, and Ke{;isler of Lands. 
The main Boor is reached by a handsome flight of stairs of variegated East Ten- 
nessee marble. The longitudinal hall of this floor is 128 feet 2 inches long by 
24 feet a inches wide ; height, 39 feet. The transverse hall is of the same di- 
mensions as the lower. The rooms arc: The Representatives* Hall, 6 1 by 97 
feet ; Senate Chamber, 34 feet 8 inches by 70 feet 8 inches; Library rooms, 16 
by 34 and 34 1)y 34 feet respectively; and committee-rooms, each 16 feel 8 
inches by 16 feet 8 inches. 

The Representatives* Hall is very handsome and tastefuL The main floor is 
61 by 97 feet, and is flanked on both sides by eight committee-rooms* Above 
these rooms, on each side, are the public galleries, overlooking the floor of the 
chamber. The front of each of these galleries is graced by eight coupled col- 
umns, 2 feet 10 inches in diameter and 21 feet li inches high, of the composite 
order and fluted. The shaft of each column is of one block, and capped by 
beautiful capitals. The windows are curtained. The Speaker's stand aud 
screen wall is composed of red, white, and black Tennessee marble. An elab- 
orate, adorned, and massive bronze chandelier, which cost $it5ao» swung pend- 
ent in the center of the Hall until removed in 1889 because considered unsafe. 

The Senate Chamber is 34 by 70 feet, surrounded on the north, west, and 
south by a public {gallery 10 feet 9 inches wide, supported by 12 smooth Ionic 
columns of red i'cnuessee marble, each 10 feel 3 iuche!> high, with black marble 
bases and architrave of red and white marbles. This room has a chanddier of 
similar design to that of the Representatives* Hall, though smaller. 

The tower rises above the center of the building through the roof, supported 
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by four massive piers, lo \»y 12 feet each, rising from the ground. The model 
of this is patterned after "Demosthenes' Lantern," of Athens. It is composed 
of A rnttic base 36 feet sqnare and 4a feet high, with a window in each front. 
Above this the lantern or round part rises 36 feet 8 inches in diameter by 37 
feet high. It consists of a circular cell with eight fluted Corinthian columns 
attached around its enter circumference, with f.lAiik windows between each two 
column*. This iscovcrcii liy nn iron tininl ornamental roof. The stone work of 
the tower above the roof uf the building is 79 feet 2 inchc.-.; irun ornament, 
together with roof, is 34 feet. The roof is covered with copper, is constructed 
of rafters composed of Cumberland River wrought iron ties and braces. 

On each step buttress on each front of the building are ornamentalUmp-posts, 
eight in all. r,io>i]te.l arrnind each of these are three youthful figures, nearly 
life-«^i7e, two female ti<;.ire> lialt drajied representing morning and night and a 
youth holding a torch representing noon. 

The material of the building is a stratified limestone full of fossils, some of it 
very hard. It was quarried within a half mile west of the building. The 
grounds are handsomely terraced, with nice stone steps and walks. A fountain 
graces the south front. On the east front is an equestrian statue of Andrew 
Jackson, after W.nrd, balanced on the hind feet niid in:ule of hronze. 

The total cost of the building and grounds has exceeded one million and a 
half of dollars. 

On June to^ tSSo, the body of Hon. Sam D. Moi^nn, president of the Build- 
ing CommistioB, was deposited in a recess on the east side of the basement por- 
tico of the south entnujcc, directly opposite the point where repose the remains 
of Wm. Strickland, the architect. 
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TENNESSEE. 



At the time of the fust exploration of Tennessee it w lumccnpicd except by 
the Cherokees, who inhabited that part bordering on the i ennessce River. It 
was used as the common hunting-ground for all the neighboring Indian tribes. 
The Cherokees, who lived on what they called "Tenasee" or ** Spoon" River, 
laid claim to all of what i» now Ea$t Tennesaee. The Choctaws claimed and 
used Middle Tennessee and the upper Cumberland River country, the Shawnees 
the lower Cumberland, which river they called "Old Shauvanon," or river of the 
Shawnees. The Chickasaws used and claimed the territory between the Tcn- 
ue^ec and Mis&i&sippi Rivers, now West Tennessee, l iie Uchees once occupied 
the country near the month of Hiwasaee River» but were exterminated by (he 
Cherokees. 

The first organized government in Tennessee was the "Watauga Association," 
formed by the peop'e fif Cai tci's Valley (now Ror^*"r = \ Hie), Brown's or Nnli- 
chucky, an<l the Watauga scti loments. In the year 1772 the j^eople in conven- 
tion a-^sembled selected five persons as a general court or committee. They 
were John Carter, Charles and James Robertson, Zach. Isbell, and John Sevier, 
all afterwards illustrious in the history of the State. Wm. Tatham, Felix 
Walker, Thos. Gonrley, and John Sevier served at different times as clerks of 
the association. In 1776 these settlements were annexed to North Carolina, and 
called the Dintricl of Wnshingfoii " being named after General Washington. 
This became Washington County, North Carolina, in 1777, and embraced the 
whole Stale of Tennessee, having the Mississippi River for one of its bounda* 
ries and taken off of Burke and Wilkes Counties, North Carolina. 

In 1780 eight stations or forts and settlements in Middle Tennessee, along the 
Cumberland River, formed the "Cumberland Compact of Government," com- 
posed of ft court or committee of "Twelve Notables" or "General Arbitrators," 
electing three from N.nshborou^^li f Nashville), one frtnn l^lcdsoe (Castalian ), one 
from Freelands, two from Gasper's (Mansker's Lick), one from Fort Union 
(Ilaysborough), one from Asher's (Station Camp Creek, Sumner County), and 
two from Eaton's (east side of the river, at Brooklyn). General James Robert- 
son was Chairman. This compact lasted until 1785, when Davidson County was 
estaMi'ihed by the Legislature of North Carolina. 

In August, 1784, a convention nf dclei;.ites elected from Wasliinc;lon, SuUi- 
van, and Greene Counties (Davidson does not seem to have gone into the move- 
ment) assembled at Jonesboro, and formed the State of Frankland or Franklin, 
Its first General Assembly elected John Sevier Governor early in the year 178$ i 
Landon Carter, Secretary of State; Wm. Cage, Treasurer; David Campbell, 
Judge of the Superior Court ; wiil\ Jo'shita Gist anJ John Anderson, As'^istant 
Judges. (Ireencville was the cajsital of the Stale of Franklin. On account of 
the resistance of North Carolina, and the failure of the people in the territory 
comprising the State to support same, the State of Franklin ceased to exist 
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in 1788, and North CMoltmi governed until in December, 1789, she ceded to 
the United State» the territory now included in Tennessee, which cession was 

acceple<l Apiil 2, 1790. By act of Congress May 26, 1790, the "Territory 
South of the <)!iiii" wa*" estnbli -lu-d. This iiiclutlecl Tennes«iee. Win. Hhivint, 
of Noiiii Caroiiiia. ua'^ ai'iminted tiovernor, and took charge Octi>l)cr 10, 1790, 
holding hii» tirst court, with David Campbell and Joseph Anderson judges, at 
the house of Wm. Cobb, in the fork of Holslon and Watauga Rivers near 
'*WaUttga Old Fields," now Elisabethton. Daniel Smith was Secretary, and 
Andrew Jackson District Attorney of the Territory. Knoxvillc was laid oft 
and establi>^Jic<I a< the crtjiital of the Territory in 1792. On \i>vcinl)t.r 28, 1795, 
the Territory voted 6,504 yeas, 2,562 nays to form a Stnte. The census then 
showed a population of 77,262, includmg 10,613 ^'J»ves. On December 18 and 
19* i79Si delegates were elected to a Constitutional Convention, which net at 
Knoxville, January it, 1796, and formed the first Constitution of the State. 
General Andrew Jackson, then a delegate from Davidson County, suggested the 
name '•Tennessee " for the State. The Territory had eleven ( 1 1 ) counties, to wit : 
Washins^ton, Sullivan, (irccne, Davidson, Sumtui, Ilavvkin-i. Tennessee, Jef- 
ferson, Knox, Blount, and Sevier. On June I, 1796, Icnnessee was admiileU 
into the Union as the sixteenth State. 

The State is bounded on the east and south-east by North Carolina, on the 
west by the Mississippi River, on the north by the State of Kentucky, and on the 
south by Georgia, Alabama, and Missi.>sippi, as follows: " Beginning at the 
south-we5t ant^'le nf the Stale of Kentucky, on the left bank of the Mississip]>i 
River, and ruuiuitg east along the south boundary of Kentucky, 64 ntiles; 
thence up the Tennessee Kiver 12 milc&; thence caml along the boundary line 
between Tennessee and Kentucky, to the extreme south-west angle of Viiglnia, 
2$o miles; thence along the southern boundary of Virginia to the extreme 
north-east angle of the Slate, 105 miles; thence south»west along the north-west 
boundary Nutth Cnrnlina to the north boundary nf Cicnrgia, 174 miles; 
thence due we-t alon^' latitude ^5 degrees, the north iioundary of Cieoij^ia, to 
the north-east angle of Alabama, 100 miles; thence along the north boundary 
of Alabama to the Tennessee River, and the north*east angle of the State of 
Mississippi, 140 miles; thence to the north-west angle of Mississippi, on the 
Mississippi River, 116 miles; thence up the Mississippi River 155 miles to the 
beginning;" total, 1, 1 16 miles. Area of the Slate is about 42,000 square miles. 
Length, frnin ca<t to we>;t. about 430 miles; media! breadth, 104 miles: between 
35 degrees and 36 degrees 36 ntinutes north latitude, and 4 degieo 30 uunute> 
13 degrees 30 minutes west longitude from Wa.shington City. The extreme 
north, on the Tennessee River, is about 36 degrees 40 minutes. 

In 1889 assessed value of property of the State was $334,930,310, divided 
as follow-.: East Tennessee, $88,753,092; Middle Tennessee, $144,414,005; West 
Tenne'>see. $91,763,113. In nddition to this, the inilmad j>rojn i ty wa«! asi-ess^d 
at $34,9}>9,707.74. 'I'he taxal>lu wealth of the State hn^ iiu ica-ed frum $J2(»,- 
844,184 in 1884 to $359,919,917.71 in 1889; over one hundtcd miiliun uf dollars 

in five years. The revenue receipts in 1889 amounted to $1,865,204.62; dis- 
bursements, $1,845,137.51, The railroad mileage in 1889 was a,6o6 miles; State 

I* 
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Ux for 1890, forty-five cents on the hundred dollars, fifteen cent* of which is for 
school purposes. 

From ihe beginning the State has fostered education and learning. Among 
the first acts passed by the Legislature of the State of Franklin was the incor* 
poration of Martin Academy, with the Rev. Samuel Doak as president. He was 
n Presbyterian minister, who had come to Washington County in 1779, built a 
church ("Salem Congregation"), and established a school, "the first literary 
establishment in the Mississippi Valley." This academy afterward became 
Washington College, Salem, Tenn. In 1785 Davidson Acadony was incorpt 
rated by act of the North Carolina Legi->lature, and Rev. Thomas B. Craij^'licail, 
a Presbyterian preacher, wah elected its ])icsiiieiit. This l)ecanie CumherlanJ 
College and afterwards Nashville University. In 1794 Blount College, with 
Rev. Samuel Carrick as president, was established. It is now the University of 
Tennessee, at Knoxville. Greene CoUi^, with Rev. Hezekiab Balch as presi- 
dent, was established in the same year at Greeneville. In 1806 Congress set aside 
one hundred thou^aml acres in one tract for the u«e of academies in Tennessee, 
one ill each cminty, and twenty-seven aeaJetnies were established under this act. 
This act al.so appropriated one hundred thousand acres, the proceeds to be ap- 
plied to two colleges, one in East and one in West Tennessee, which then com- 
prised Middle Tennessee as well as what is now West Tennessee. This was the 
beginning of our common school system. By an act of the General Assembly 
of 1S29, cnunty courts were required tn aj)]i(»int commissioners to meet and 
divide the regiments of the Slate militia into sciiotd-districts, make a register of 
heads of families, these to elect live trustees, and they to choose commissioners 
for each county. Our present system is now controlled by a State Superintend- 
ent; besides, each county has a superintendent and each civil district three di- 
rectors. The sum of $150,000 is appropriated out of the Stale treasury each 
year; besides, fifteen cents State tax is levied on property, and all the luill-taxes 
go to the ^school-fund. In adtlition, most of the counties have a special school- 
tax. It is cl.Tiined by the Superinieiident of Schools for the Stale liiat Tennes- 
see raises more school-money in proportion to the taxable wealth than any State 
in the Union. 

The resources of Tennessee are as varied as those of any country on the face 

of the globe. Minerals abound in inexhaustible beds of coal, iron, zinc, cop* 
per, and lead. Over two hundred varieiies of marble are found in tlie State. 
Coal-oil and natural ga^ indications occur in Middle Tennessee. Her forest? of 
hard and soft woods have scarcely been touched aj» yet, and offer a most inviting 
field to timber investors. In East Tennessee the mountains are full of minerals 
and valleys rich and fertile. In Middle Tennessee grains and grasses are culti- 
vated to a high state of perfection, and the stock breeding interest is fostered 
and encouraged to an extent eqnal to any State in the Union. In West Tennes- 
see cotton and corn are raised extensively, and the a^jricultural interests gener- 
ally are nurtured. In addition to the above are its forests of poplar, oak, gum, 
hickory, and other timbers, thus making it a country unsurpassed in natural ad- 
vantages. The climate of the State, from the high mountain section of the east 
to the level, fertile sections of the west, is healthy and delighKul. The winters 
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are warm and summers cool, while droughts are la>i» freiiueni and cyclones and 
stonns of leas leverity than in the other parts of the Union. 

Divisiosal lines of the sections of Tennessee have come down to us as an 
inheritance from the early settlement of the State; for at the same time that the 
settlements in the east entered into the Watauga Association, the settlements in 
the west formed the Cumberland Compact of Government. As a Territory, the 
State wa> divided into the districts of Washington, comjiosed of the counties of' 
Washington, Sullivan, Greene, and Hawkins; Hamilton, composed of Knox, 
Jeflerson, Sevier, Cocke, and Blonnt Counties; and the Mero District, after* 
wards called the district of Mero, Robertson, and Winchester, composed of the 
counties of Davidson, Sumner, and Tennessee, In 1813 the Washington and 
Hamilton Di^triet^ were changed to East Tennessee and the district of Mcru to 
West Tennessee. West Tennessee was called the Western District until the 
Constitution of 1834, when the State was redivided into East, Mi<i<lle, and West 
Tennessee. East Tennessee has thirty-four counties, including James (which 
was abolished by act of the extra session of the legislature of 1890), Middle 
Tennessee has forty-one, and West Tennessee twenty«one countiest making a 
total for the State of ninc{y-<;ix counties. 

The principal rivers r\i c the M Tenne^^^t•, C umberland, !!<>l>stf>n, 

Watauga, Nollichucky, French IJroad, Clinch, Tellict), Emory, New, Iliw«r>>cc, 
Obed*s, Caney Fork, Powell's, Sequatchie, Elk, Duck, Stone's, Harpcth, Red, 
Obion, Forked Deer, Hatchie, and Wolf, which furnish to the State as abundant 
a water supply as the most favored land on earth. 

The people of Tennessee are generous, hos|)ital>l<-, Iiw-ahiding, and enter- 
prising. Her laws are zealously enforced; education, morality, and ihe ]>r(imf>- 
tion of religion are fostered. Her population has increased thiriy per cent, 
since 1880. Her cities are growing and markets increasing for her agricultural 
sections to supply. Peace* good order, and happiness abound in all her bor* 
ders, and patriotism and the resolve to as quickly and bravely defend the right 
exist to the same extent to-day as it did when she won at an earlier period of 
her history the proud name of the " Volunteer State."

In April Governor Martin, of North Carolina, i'^«iued a proclamation against 
the State of Franklin asserting the authority of the Stale of North Carolina 
over its territory. 

On November 14, in the convention at Greenevilie, the Constitution of the 
State of Franklin was finally adopted, and Greenevilie became the capital of 
the State.

In May North (.'.iri tlina 
courts held at Grecneville, and Aadrew Jackson, John McNairy, David Allison, 
Archilkald Roane, and Joseph Hamilton were licensed by the judges to prac> 
tice law. John Sevier besieges the house of John Tipton. Tennessee County 
was erected, embracing that part of Davidson County extending down the Cum- 
berland, including what is now Montgomery, Robertson, and Stewart Counties. 
North rarolina passed a law, "to encourage the building of iron-work<;," by 
exempting them from taxation for ten years, and granting them a bounty of 
three thousand acres of vacant latid.

President of the United States, appointed John Sevicr Brigadier'general 
of Washington District, and James Robertson Brigadier-general of Mero Dis- 
trict. 

Governor Blount was appointed, in addition to his duties of Governor of the 
Territory, United States Superintendent of Indian Affairs, with Hugh L. White, 
Willie Blount, and Richard Mitchell as private secretaries.

authorize the Governor to appoint Commissioners to ascertain the boundary line 
between Tennessee and Virginia; " "to prevent dueling ; " "to appoint one Attor- 
ney-general for the State;" "to prevent the disturbance of public worship;'* 
** providing for the election of members of Ou^press cm Ae last Thursday and 
Friday of October."

General Carroll re-elected Governor without opposition. First session of the 
Sixteenth General Assembly held at Murfreesboro from September 19 to Decem- 
ber 7. Grovemor Carroll recommended the building of a praitenliary. The 

State makes internal improvements, and erects a District Court of Chancety. 

On October 2 a resolution passed both Hou>;es of the Legislature, recommend- 
ins,' (ieneral Andrew Jackson for IVe^ident, Mr. Renean, a member of the House, 
dissenting, on the ground that it was not the province of the Legislature. On 
October 14 both Houses received General Jackson with ceremonious fotm, and 
four days thereafter he resigned his seat in tbe Senate. John Hajrwood and 
Robert L. Cobb, Esqs., uxre appointed to revise the statutes of the State. 
Hugh L. White elected United States Senator in -ilace of GenL-ral Andrew Jack- 
son.

General Lafayette visits Nashville, and is received 
with great honors, both military and civil.

Newton Cannon, Whig, re-elected Governor by a majority of 17,494 over Rob- 
ert Armstrong, his Democratic opponent. The first session of the Twenty-sec- 
ond General Assembly, known as the Legislature of 1837, met at Nashville in 
October, 1837, and adjourned January 27, 1838. Three additional judicial cir- 
cuit^ were established, to wit: Twelfth Circuit — Grainger, Cocke, Sevier.

Among the acts passed were: ** Repealing law 
granting license to sell liquor in less quantities than a quart;" "defining the 
line run between Tennessee and Mississippi by A. B. Ludlow, D. W. Connelly, 
W. Petrie, commissioners on the part of Mis»sissippi, and T"bn D. Graham, Aus- 
tin Miller, and Potts (he not acting) on the part of Tennessee ;" "erecting 

Cumberland County;" "establishing Register's ofHce at Cleveland for the Ococe 
Land District;" ''suppressing the sale of bowie>knives;'* incorporating the 
towns of Woodbury, Lewisburg, Waverly, Kingston, Camden, and Ripley;" 
** establishing a uniform system of public schools in the Slate;" "establishing 
the county of Powell." Act of Januar>' 19, 1838, ehai teied the Bank of Ten- 
nessee; capital stock, $5,000,000, raised from school funds, and Governor di- 
rected to issue $2,500,000 bonds of the State; Wm, Nichol, President, Henry 
Ewing, Cashier; $1,000,000 of these bonds sold at par in New York. "Post 
notes," redeemable in specie either before or after maturity, authorized. The 
banks resumed specie payment in January, 1839. The principal bank was al

Athens, Shelhyville, Columbia, Trenton, and Sonierville (Clarksville). A; a 
later late I'r.mches were c-tabltshed at Sparta, Kno.wil'.o, ai-d Munrrln-.

Session 1841-2 of the Twenty-fourth General Assembly held at Nashville from 
October 4, 1841, to February 7, 1842. The Whigs had a majority in the lower 

House. In the Senate, with the vote of the Speaker, Hon. Samuel Turney, the 
vote stiKid thirteen Democrats to twelve Whigs. Foster and White, Whigs, 
having rcsi<;ned from the United States Senate, because they could not conscien- 
tiously obey and vote instructions of the Legislature in regard to the United 
States Bankf etc., and Nicholson's and Anderson's appointments expiring with 
the Legislature, the Democrats in the Senate of the General Assembly refused 
to go into an election for United States Senators, and thus defeated choice of 
Sen.ntors, so that Tennessee — Governor Jone^ not making any appointments— was 
iinrei'rc-ented in the United States Senate from 1841 to 1843. T^^c thirteen 
Senators who refused to go into election for United States Senator were called in 
newspaper parlance of dte day '*the immortal thirteen," and were Jno. P. 
Hardwicke, Jno. A. Gardner, Andrew Johnson, Samuel H. Laughlin, Saekfietd 
Mncktin, Barclay Martin, Thos. J, Matthews, John Miller, Robt. W. Powell, 
Wm. T. Ross, Richard Waterhouse, Richard Warner, and Speaker Samuel Tur- 
ney. Among the laws passed were the following, to-wit: "To suppress illegal 
voting;" "erecting Macon County off of Smith and Sumner;" "establishing a 
Criminal Court in Davidson County;" " to encourage domestic manufacturing." 
Resolutions in favor of the annexation of Texas and the repeal of the national 
bankrupt law were passed. John Bell appointed Secretary of War by President 
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Harrison. Jno. D. Keiiy appointed Superintciuleiii oi Insane Asylum, Mcrus 
muiticatiiis, or aUk>wonn culture, excitement raged. 

W. D. Williams commissioned Brigadier-general of Twenty-fourth Brigade 

State Militia. P. Linclsley, W. G. Dickson, J. Waters, R. C. K. Martin, J. W.

James C. Jones reflected Governor, beating James K. Polk by 3,837 majority.

The ses.^ion of 1857-8 of the Thirty-second General Assembly held at 
Na.shville from October 5, 1857, to March 22, 1858. Governor Johnson, in his 
message, recnmmenilc.i .in amendment of the Cnn^^titutinn of the State, inhibit- 
ing any future Lcgi^laiuie to create a debt without submission to the people. 
He showed the State debt to be $4, 190,856.66 ; liability for bond!> indori>ed for and 
loaned to railroads and turnpike companies, $8,676,000; Agricultural Bureau 
bonds, $30^000 ; total, $12,866,856.66. He also stated in his message that there 
had been spent on the capitol up to date, $1,204,072, 12.

Amr>ng acts passed were: "To increase 
compensation at Judges to $j,ooOi *'to punish guerrillas., etc.;" "to punish 
horse stealing by hanging;" "to establish the eighth chancery district, com- 
posed of the counties of Sevier, Blount, Monroe, Roane, Knox, Anderson* and 
McMinn;" "to suspend the stntute of limitation from May6, 1 861, to January t, 
1867;" "to limit the electoral franchise to unconditional Union men and fol- 
dicrs of the Union army;" "t<» establish a claim af^ency in Washington City for 
Tennessee;" "to apportion the representation in the United States Congress, to 
wit: First District — Composed of the counties of Johnson, Carter, Sullivan, 
Washington, Hawkins, Hancock, Cocke, Greene, Jeflerson, Grainger, and Sevier. 
Second District — Claiborne, Union, Knox, Campbell, Scott, Morgan, Anderson, 
Blonnt.

The Gr.vernAr anp"iiite'l jnr\y'M> ami al'lcnnpn for ♦ievcral of the cities during this 
ycAi. Ashton VV. Hawivins was appuinted Commi?.,iuuer of Railroads, and A. 
M. Hughes was commissioned Claim Agent at Washington July 27. The second 
session of the Thirty-fourth General Assembly met at Nashville October 2, 1865, 
and held until May 28, 1866. Governor Browntow, in his message, extolled the 
virtues of the ♦'Franchise Act;" congratulated the people upon the suppression 
of the rebellion; recommended "no mercy" to the lenders; urged that Con- 
gress had no right to hx the qualihcations of a voter within a State, claiming 
that it was exclusively the province of a State; that the time had not come for 
nq|;ro suffrage in Tennessee, and recommended the colonizing of the negroes in 
Texas or Mexico. H. G. Scovel, Samuel E. Harr, and A. B. Shankland were 
appointed Inspectors of the Penitentiary June 7. Among the laws passed at the 
second session were: ''To establish the seventeenth judicial circuit, composed 
of Camphell, Anderson, Morgan, Scott, Fentress, and Cumberland Counties; 
" granting aid to railroads;" '•establishing the ninth chancery division, com- 
posed of the counties of Weakley, Henry, Obion, Dyer, Gibson, Carroll, and 
Benton;" **to wind up and settle the business of the Bank of Tennessee;'*

•Free Banking' Act ; "to c^tnhlish Recorder's Courts in Shclhvville, Fnyctte- 
ville. Franklin, Murfreohnro, TuUalionia, Manchester, and W irchestcr ; ••to 
incorporate Milan, Madisonville, and New Middlcton;'' " prohibiiiiig the sale 
of liquor within two miles of Holston College, etc.;" incorporating the Pull* 
man, KimbalURamsey, Sleeping-car Company; the Tennessee and Pacific 
Railroad; Tennessee Normal Institute, and a large number <>f mining, manu- 
facturing, and other companies. A joint resolution declaring,' thnt death should 
be inflicted on Teffcrson I^avi^, James M. Mason. R. M. T. Hunter, Robert 
Toombs, Howell Cobb, Judah F. iienjaroin, John Slidell, Robert E. Lee, and 
John C. Breckinridge was |»assed.

On June 19 Governor Brownlow issued a proclamation calling extra '■es^ion of 
the Legislature, which met July 4, f<^r the purpose of ratifying the Fciuricenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States.

by Wm. Heydt, beigeant-at-Arras of the House. Out of this grew the famous 
•♦Frazier impeachment trial." The Fourteenth Amendment ratified July 19 by 
joint resolution, and the lenion adjourned July 25. J. U. Saflbrd, State Geol- 
ogist.

perintendent of Common Schools, to l>e elected for two year"? at the same time 
and manner as the Governor, and giving him the power to appoint County Su- 
perintendents of Public Schools." The militia law was pas&ed known as the 
■*Brownlow Militia Law." Cholera prevailed. Cave Johnson died at Churks> 
viUe November 23. Ku-klux Klan originated in May at Pulaski with a coterie 
of young men, who intended it for amusement; disbanded in March, 1869. 

Judge Thomas N. Frazier impeached and removed from office. Act of Feb- 
ruary 25 gave to negroes the right of suiTragc, and to the Qpvernor the right to 
appoint Election OHnroissioners for each county, who had the power of appoint- 
ing judges and derks of dection. At a convention held at Nashville April t6 
Hon. Emerson Etheridge was nominated by the "Conservatives" in opposition 
to Governor Brownlnw, who had been nominated by the RepxiM'cr-ns in Feb- 
ruary. On July I (iovernor Brownlow issued a proclamation warning County 
Courts not to interfere in the appointment of judges and clerks of election, and 
ordering the militia, under the name of State Guards, to be stationed in "rebel- 
lious localities to enforce the franchise law.*' Thb action caused the opposi- 
tion candidates to withdraw, and Governor Brownlow was elected by 50,000 
jority.

Act of Ces'tov o¥ Cf.rtain Terrhoky or North Carolina West of THE 

MOUNI AIN^ TO THE UNITED STATES, COMPRISING THE TERRITORY 

NOW Included in Tennessee. Approved April a, 

S79OW FkRST CONGRISS» SkOND SESSION. 

A deed of cession having hecn executed, and in the Senate offered for accept' 
ance to the United Suics, of the claims of the State of North Carolina to a dis- 
trict of territory therein iie!«;ribed, which deed is. in the words following, viz.: 

To a!l 'd'ho shall see these presents: We, the underwritterf, Samuel Johnston and 
Benjamin Hawkins, Senators in the Congress of the United Slates of America, 
duly and constituiiunally chosen by the Legi!»laiure of the Stale of North Caro- 
lina, send greeting: 

Whereas, The General Assembly lof tlie Suie of North CtfoUu, on the — 
day of December, in the year of ottr Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-nine, passed an act entitled "An act for the purpose of ceding to the 
United States of America certain western lands," therein described in the words 
following, IQ wit: Whereas the United States, in Congress assembled, have repeat- 
edly and eanestly recoounended to the respective States in the Union claiming or 
owning vacant western territory, to make cessions of part of the same as a 
further mean«» as well as of hastening the extinguishment of the debts as of es- 
tablishing the harmony of the Uiuted States; and the inhabitants of the. said 
western territory being also desirous that such cessions should be made, in order 
to obtain a more ample protection than they have heretofore received : Now, this 
State, being ever desirous of doing ample justice to the public creditors, as well 
as the establishing the harmony of the United StatM, and complying with the 
reasonable desires of her citizens. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of North CarolinOy and it is 
hereby enacted hy the authority of the same. That the Senators of this State in the 
Congress of the United States, or one of the Senators and any two of the Rep- 
resentatives uf this State in the Congress of the United States, are hereby au- 
thorised* empowered, and required to execute a deed, or deeds, on the part and 
behalf of this State, conveying to the United States all right, title, and claim 
which this State has to the sovereignty and territory of the lands situated in the 
chartered limits of this State, west of a line beginning at the extreme height of 
the Stone Mountain, at the place where the Virginia line inteisccls it; running 
thence along the extreme height of the said mountain to the place where Wa* 
tauga River breaks through it ; thence a direct course to the top of the Yellow 
Mountain, where Bright's road crosses the same ; thence along the ridge of said 
mountain, between the waters of Doe River and the waters of Rock Creek, to 
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the place where the road crosses the Iron Mountain ; from thence along the ex< 
trenie height of said niountnin to where Nolichucky River runs tliruugh the 
same; thence to the top of the Bald Mountains; thence along the extreme 
licij^hi of the said mountain to the Painted Roclv on French Broad River ; ilicnce 
along the highest ridge of said mountain to the place where it is called the 
Great Iron or Smoky Moontain ; thence along the extreme height of the said 
mountain to the place where it is called Unicoi or Unaka Mountain, between thc 
Tndinti towns of Cowcp and Old Chota ; thence along the main ridge of said 
uiouniain In the >->iU(hern boundary of this State, upon the following express 
conditions, and subject thereto i that is to &ay : 

First. That neither the lands nor inhabitants westward of the said moantMss 
shall be estimated, after the cession made by virtne of this act shall be accepted, 
in the ascertaining the proportion of this State with the United Sutes in the com< 
mon expense occnsinned by the late war. 

SFCONni Y. That the lands laid off or directed to be laid off by any act or acts 
of the General Assembly of this Slate for the ofticers and soldiers thereof, their 
heirs and a&stgns respectively, shall be and inure to the use and benefit of the 
said officers, their heirs and assigns respectively ; and if the bounds of the said 
lands already prescribed for the officers and soldiers of the Continental line of 
this State, shall not contain a sufficient quantity of lands fit for cultivation, to 
make good the usual provisions intended by law; that such officer or soldier, or 
his assignee, who shall fall short of his allolmeui or proportion, after all the 
land^ fit for cultivation within said bounds are appropriated, be permitted to 
take his quota, or snch part thereof as may be deficient, in any other part of the 
said territory intended to be ceded by virtue of this act, not already appropriated. 
And where entries have been made agreeable to law, and titles under them not 
perfected by grant or otherwise, then in that case the Governor for the time be- 
ing shall, and he is hereby, required to perfect, from time to time, such titles in 
such manner as if this act had never been passed. And tliat all entries made or 
grants made to all and every person or persons whatsoever agreeable to law, and 
within the limits hereby intended to be ceded to the United States, shall have 
the same force and effect as if such cession had not been made, ni ' 1 t all, 
every right of occupancy and pre-emption, and every oilier rii^ht reserved by any 
act or aci> to ]>ersons settled on and occupying lands w ithin the liniil> of the 
lands hereby intended to be ceded as aforesaid, shall continue to be in full force, 
in the same manner as if the cession had not been made, and as conditions npon 
which the said lands are ceded to the United States. And, further, it shall be 
understood that if any person or persons shall have, by virtue of the act entitled 
"An act fnr openint,' the land-office fur the rcden\pti(>n of specie and other cer- 
tificates, ami discharj^inj; the arrears due to the army," passed in the year one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-three, made his or their entry in the office 
usually called J<An Armstrong's Office," located the same to any spot or piece 
of ground on which any other person or persons shall have previously located 
any entry or entries, that then, and in that case, the person or persons having 
made such entry or entries, or their assignee or assignees, shall have leave and 
be at full liberty to remove the location of such entry or entries to any lands on 
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which no entry has been speciaiiy located, or on any vacant land!» included 
within the limits of the lands heteby intended to be ceded; PrwuM^ That 
nothing herein contained shall extend or be construed to extend to the making 
good any entry or entries or any grant or grants heretofore declared void by any 

act or acts of the General A'i^cniMy of this State. 

ThirkI.Y. That all uf the lands intended to be ceded by virtue of this act to 
the United States of America, and not appropriated as before mentioned, shall 
be oonsideml a* a common Innd for the use and benefit of the United States of 
America, North Carolina indnaive, according to their respective and nsnal pro* 
portion, in the general charge and expenditQre» and shall be faithfully disposed 
of for that purpose, nnd for no other use or purpose whatever. 

ForRTHLY. That, the territory so ceded shall be laid ont and formed into a 
State or States containing a suitable extent of territory, the inhabitants of which 
shall enjoy all the privileges, benefits, and advantage:) set forth in the ordinances 
of the late Congress for the government of the western territory of the United 
States; that is to say, whenever the Congress of the United States shall cause to 
be officially transmitted to the executive authority of this State an authenticated 
copy of the act to be passed by the Congress of the United States, accepting 
the cession of territory made by virtue of this act under the express conditions 
hereby specified, the said Congress shall at the same time assume the govern* 
ment of the said ceded territory, which they shall execute in a similar manner 
to that which they support in the territory west of the Ohio; shall protect the 
inhabitants agtdnst enemies, and shall never debar or deprive them of any privi- 
lefjes which the people in the territory west of Ohio enjoy; Pr<rvuied ahvays, 
Thnt no regulations made or to be made by Congress shall tend to emancipate 
slaves. 

FimiLY. That the inhabitants of said eeded territory shall be liable to pay 
such sums of money as may, from the taking their census, be their just propor-> 
tion of the debt of the United States and the arrears of the requisitions of 

Congress on this State. 

Sixthly. 'I'hat all ]^crsons indebted to this State residing in the territory in- 
tended to be ceded by virtue of this act, shall be held and deemed liable to pay 
such debt or debts in the same manner and under the same penalty or penalties 
as if this act had never been passed. 

Seventhly. That if the Congress of the United States do not accept the ces- 
sion hereby intended to be made, in due form, and give official notice thereof to 
the Executive of this State within eighteen months from the passage of this 
act, then this act shall be of no force or eticct whatsoever. 

Eighthly. That the laws in force and use in the State of North Carolina at 
the time of the passage of this act, shall be and continue in full force within the 
territory hereby ceded until the same shall be repealed or otherwise altered by 
the legislative authority of the said territory. 

Ninthly. That the lands of non-resident proprietors within Uie said ceded 
terntf»ry shall not l>e taxed higher than the lands of residents. 

Te.nthly. That this act shall not prevent the people now residing south of 
the French Broad, between the rivers Tennessee and Big Pigeon, from enterii^

der an act of the present General Assembly, 

And he it further enacted by the authority aforesaid^ That the sovereignty and 
jurisdiction of this State in and over the territory aforesaid, and all every the m> 
habitants thereof, shall be and remain the same, in all respects, until the Con- 
gress of the United States shall accept the cession to be made by virtue of this 
act, as if this act had never passed.

Now, therefore, know ye that we, Samuel Johnston and Benjamin Hawkins, 
Senators aforesaid, by virtue of the power and authority committed to us by the 
said act, and in the name and for and on behalf of said State, do by these pres- 
ents convey, assign, trart^fer, and set over unto the United States of Amenra 
for the benefit of said States, North Carol in?, inclusive, all right, title, and claim 
which the said State hath to the sovereignty and territory of the lands situated 
within the durtered limits of the said State, as bounded and described in the 
above recited act of the General Assonbly, to and for the uses and purposes, 
and on the conditions, mentioned in the said act.

An Act for the Admission of the State of Tennessee into the Union. 

Whereas, Bjr the acceptance of the deed of cession of the State of North Caro* 
Una Congress are bownd to lay out iato one or more States the territory 

thereby ceded to the United States : 

j6V (uacttii by the SenaU and House of Kfpt fscntatrt'cs cf tht United States of 
America in Congress assembled^ That the whole of the territory ceded to the 
United States by the State of North Carolina shall be one State, and the same is 
hereby declared to 1>e one of the United States of America, on an equal footing 
with the original States in all respects whatever, by the name and titk- of the 
State of Tennessee; that until the next general census the said State of Tennes- 
see "5hall be entitled to one Reiircsentati ve in the House of Representatives of the 
United States, and in all other respects, as far as they may be applicable, the 
laws of the United States shall extend to and have force in the State of Tennes- 
see in the same manner as if that State had originally been one of the United 
States. 

Approved Jane 1, 1796. 
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THE CONSTITUTION OF TENNESSEE-1796. 



This Constitation was framed by n convention assembled at KnoxviUe Janu* 
Mf II, t796» and which adjonrned February 6^ 1796. It was not submitted to 
the people for ratification : 

We the people of the territory of the United States south of the River Ohio, 
having the right of admission into the General Government as a member 
State thereof, consistent with the Consiiiuiion of the United States .ind the 
act of ce>>ion of the State of North Carolina recognizing the ordinance for 
the government of the territory of the United States north-west of the River 
Ohio, do ordain and establish the following Constitution or form of govern- 
ment, and do mutually agree with each other to form ourselves into a free 
and independent State by the name of the State of Tennessee. 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The legislative authority of this State shall be vested in a General 
Assembly, which shall consist of a Senate and House of Representatives, both 
dependent on the people. 

Sec. 2. Within three years after the first meeting of the General Assembly, 
and within every subsequent term of seven years, an enumeration of the taxable 
inhabitants shall be made in such manner as shall be directed by law* The num* 
her of Repre^eiitivtives shall at the several periods of making such enumeration 
be fixed by the 1 .e^i>lalure, and apportionefl among the .several countio accor<l- 
ing to the number uf taxable inhabitants in each, and shall never be less than 
twenty-two nor greater than twenty-six until the number of taxable inhabitants 
shall be forty thousand ; and, after that event, at such ratio that the whole num* 
ber of Representatives shall never exceed forty. 

Sec, 3. The number of Senators shall, at the several period> of making the 
enumeration before mentioned, he lixed by the Legislature, and apportioned 
among the di;i>tricUi formed as hereinafter directed according to the number of 
taxable inhabitants in each, and shall never be less than oncthird or more than 
one-half of the number of Representatives. 

Sec. 4. The Senators shall be chosen by districts to be formed by the Leglsla* 
turc, each district containing such n number of taxable inliabitants a> shall be 
entitled to elect not more than three Senators. When a district shall be com- 
posed of two or more counties they shall be adjoining, and no county shall be 
divided in forming a district. 

Sbc. 5. The first election for Senators and Representatives shall commence on 
the second Thursday in March next, and shall continue for that and the succeed* 
ing day; and the next election shall commence on the first Thursday tn August, 
one thousand seven hundred and ntnety-'^even, and shall continue on that and 
the succeeding day ; and forever after elections shall be held once in two years, 
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commenciiig oa the first Tbundvj in August and terminating the succeeding 

Sec. 6* The first session of the General Assembly shall commence on thelest 
Monday of March next, the second on the third Moinlay of Septeiul)er, one 
thousan i seven hundrcil and nincty->c\ en ; and forever after the General Assem- 
bly snail meet on the third Monday of September next ensuing the then election, 
ud mt no other period, unless as provided for by this Constitution. 

Sbc. 7. That no person shall be eligible to a seat in the General Assembly 
unless he shall have resided three years in the State and one year in the county 
immediately preceding the election, and shall [ni^ses> in his own right in the 
county w hich he represents not less than two hundred acres uf land, and shall 
have attained to the age of twenty-one years. 

Sic S. The Senate and House of Representatives, when assembled, shall each 
choose a Speaker and its other officers, be judges of the qualifications and election 
of its members, and sit upon its own adjournment from day to day. Two*thirds 
of each shall constitute a quorum to do business, but a smaller number may ad- 
journ from day to day, and may be authorized by law to compel the attendance 
of absent members. 

Sbc. 9. Each House may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish its 
members for disorderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of two*thirds, expel 
a member, but not a second time for the same offense, and have all other powers 

necessary for the Lej^islature of a free State. 

Sec. 10. Senators &nd Representative"^ shall, in all cases exccjit treason, felony, 
or breach of the peace, be priviUj;ed from arrest during the se>si')n of the Gen* 
eral Assembly, and in going to and returning from the same; and for any speech 
or debate in either House they shall not be questioned in any other place. 

Sbc. 1 1* Each House may punish, by imprisonment, during their session, any 
person, not a member, who shall be guilty of disrespect to the House by any 
disorderly or contemptuous behavior in their presence. 

Skc. 12. Wlicnever viicancic> happen in either House, the Governor for the 
time being shall ii^suc writ:^ of election to hll such vacancies. 

Sbc. 13. Neither House shall, during their session, adjourn without the con- 
sent of the other for more than three days; nor to any other place than that In 
which the two Houses shall be sitting. 

Sf( . 14. Bills may originate in either House, but may be amended, altered, or 
rejected by the other. 

Sec. 15. Every hill shall be read three times, on three difterent days, in each 
House, and be Mgued by the respective Speakers before it becomes a law. 

Sbc. 16. After a bill has been rejected, no bill containing the same substance 
shall be passed into a law during the same session. 

Sec. 17. The style of the laws of this State shall be, H maOed fy th4 Gm' 
eral Assnitbly 0/ the State of Tennessee." 

Skc. 18. Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings and publi>.U them, 
except such parts as the welfare of the State may require to be kept secret; and 
the yeas and nays of the members on any question shall, at the request of any 
two of them, be entered on the journals. 
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Sbc. 19. The doom of each Hovie, and comniittea erf* tht wkole, AmU be 
Icept open unless when the business is snch as ought to he kept secret. 
Sec. ax The Legislature of this State shall not allow the following officers of 

Government greater annual salaries than as follows, until the year one thousand 
eight hundred and four, to wit: The Governor not more than seven hundred and 
fifty dollars; the Judges of the Superior Courts not more than six hundred dollars 
each ; the Secretary not more than four hundred dollars ; the Treasurer or Treas- 
urers not more than four per cent, for receiving and paying out all moneys; the 
Attorn^ or Attorneys for the State shall receive a compensation fox their senr* 
ices not exceeding fifty dollars for each Superior Court which he shall attend. 
No member of the Legislature shall receive more than one dollar and «;evcnty- 
five cents per day, nor more for every twenty-five miles he shall travel in going 
to and reluming from the General Assembly. 

Sbc 81. No money shall be drawn from the treasuiy bat in consequence of 
appropriations made by law. 

Sec. 22. N'o ]ierson who heretofore hath been, or hereafter maybe, a collector 
or holder of pulilic moneys shall have a seat in either House of the General 
Assemlily until ^nrh person shall have accounted for and paid into the treasory 
all sums for winch he may be accountable or liable. 

Sbc. 23. No Judge of any court of law or equity, Secretary of State, Attorney- 
general, Raster, Clerk of any court of record, or person holding any office un* 
der authority of the United Stat^ shall have a seat in the General Assembly. 
Nor shall any person in this State hold more than one lucrative office at one and 
the same time; Prozdeled, That no appointment in the Militia or of the office of 
Justice of the Peace shall be considered a lucrative office. 

Sec. 24. No member of the General Assembly shall be eligible to any office 
or place of trust, except the office of Justice of the Peace or trustee of any lit- 
erary institution, when the power of appointment to such office or place of trust 
is vested in their own body. 

Sec. 25. Any member of either House of the General Asseiu])]y shall have 
liberty to dissent from and protest against any act or resolve which he may think 
injurious to the public or any individual, and have the reasons of his dissent 
entered on the journals. 

Sec. a6. All lands liable to taxation in this State held by deed, grant, or en> 
try, shall be taxed equal and uniform, in snch manner that no one hundred acres 
shall be taxed higjher than another, except town lots, which shall not be taxed 
higher than two hundred acres of land cacli. N'o freeman shall be taxed higher 
than one hundred acres, and no slave higher than twu hundred acres on each 
poll. 

Sec. 37. No article manufactured of the produce of this State shall be taxed 
otherwise than to pay inspection fees. 

ARTICLE II. 

Sfxtion 1. The supreme executive power of this State shall be vested in a 
Governor. 

Sec. 3. The Governor shall be chosen by the electors of the members of the 
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General Assembly, at the times and places they shall respectively vote for the 
members thereof. The retunu of every election for Governor shall be sealed np 
and transmitted to the seat of government the Tetnming officers, directed to 

the Speaker of the Senate, who shall open and publish them in the presence of a 
majority of the members of each House of the General Assembly. The person 
having the highot lunnbcr of votes shall be Governor; but if two or more shnll 
be equal and highest in votes, one of them shall be chosen Governor by joint 
ballot of both Houses of the General Assembly. Contested electbns for Gov- 
emor shall be determined by both Houses of the General Assembly in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sbc. 3. He shall at least be t a u v f .r y irs of sge ud possess a freehold 
estate of five hundred acres of land, ami have been a citizen or inhabitant of 
this State four years next before his election, unless lie shall have been absent 
cn the public business of the United States or of this State. 

Sec. 4. The first Governor shall hold his ofhce until the fourth Tuesday of 
September, one thousand seven humlred and ainety'seven, and until another 
Governor shall be elected and qualified to office; and forever after the Governor 
ihzXl hold his office for the term of two years, and until another Governor shall 
be elected and qualified; but shall not be eligible more than six years in any 
tern of eight. 

Skc. 5. He shall be commander-in-chief of the army and navy of this State, 
and of the militia, except when they shall be called into service of the United 
States. 

Sec. 6. He shall have power to grant reprieves and pardons after conviction, 
tticept in cases of impeachment. 

Sac. 7. He shall, at stated times, reoetve a compensation for his services, 
which diall not be increased or diminished during the period for which he shall 
have been elected. 

Sec. S. He may require information in writing from the officers in the execu- 
tive department upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective offices. 

Skc. 9 He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene the Genera! Assembly 
by pruclaaiatiun, and shall state to them, when assembled, the purpose for which 
they shall have been convened. 

Sbc. to. He shall take care that the laws shall be faithfully executed. 

Sec. It. He shall, from time to time, give to the General Assembly informa- 
tion of the state of the government, and recommend to their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge expedient. 

Sfc. 12. In case of his tleath, or removal from office, or resignation, the 
Speaker of the Senate .shall exercise the office of Governor until another Gov- 
ernor shall be duly qualified. 

Sbc. 13. No member of Congress or person holding any office under the United 
States or this State shall execute the office of Governor. 

Skc. T4. When any officer, the right of whose appointment is by this Consti- 
tution vested in the (leneral .Assembly, shall, durint,' the recess, die, or his office 
by other means become vacant, the Governor shall have power to fill up such 
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Tsouicy by granting a temporary commission, which shall expire at the , end of 

the next sessi<tn »>f the I.ej^islature. 

Sec. 15. There shall be a «5eal of this Strxte, which shnll he kept by the Gov- 
ernor, and used by him ofhcially, and shall be called " the Great Seal of the 
State of Tennessee." 

Sic. 16. All grants and commissions shall be in the name and by tl^ anthort^ 
of the Stale of Tennessee, be sealed with the State seal, and signed by the 
Governor. 

Sec. 17. A Secretary of this State shall be appointed and coniinissioiied dining 
the terra of four years. He shaii keep a fair register of all the ofticial acts and 
proceedings of the Governor; and shall, when required, lay the same and all 
papers, minutes, and vouchers relative thneto before the General Assembly, and 
shall perform such other duties as shall be enjoined upon him by law. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section i. Every freeman of the age of twenty-one years and upward p<s- 
sessing a freehold in the county wherein he may vote, and being an inhabitant 
of this Slate, and every freeman being an inhabitant of any one county in lie 
State six months immediately preceding the day of the election, shall be en* 
titled to vote for members of the General Assembly for the county in which he 
shall reside. 

Sec. 2. Electors shall, in all cases except treason, felony, or breach of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest during their attendance at elections, and is go« 
ing 10 and returning from them. 

Sic. 3. All elections shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE TV. 

Sr.cTioN I. The House of Representatives shall have the sole power of im- 
peachment. 

Sec. 2. All impeachments shall be tried by the Senate. When sittingfor that 
purpose the Senators shall be upon oath or affirmation. 
Sec. 3. No person shall be convicted without the concurrence of twolhirds of 

the members of the whole House. 

Skc. 4. The Governor and all civil ofhcers under this State shall be liable to 
impeachment for any misdemeanor in olVice ; but judgment, in sucli cise^, shall 
not extend further than to removal from othce, and disi|ualihcation tc hold any 
office of honor, trust, or profit nnder the Stale. The i<ariy shall nevertheless, in 
all cases, be liable to indictment, trial, judgment, and punbhment according to 
law. 

ARTICLE V. 

Section I. The judicial power of the State shall be vested in such superior 
and inferior courts of law and equity a» the Legislature shall from time to time 
direct and estal)Ii^h. 

Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall, by joint ballot of both Houses, appoint 
Judges of the several courts of law and equity ; also an Attorney or Attorneys 
for the State, who shall bold their respective offices during good behavior. 
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Sic. 3. The Judges of the sttperior couru sh«ll, at stated times, receive a com- 
pensation for their services, to be ascertained by law, but shall not be allowed 

any fees or perquisites of office, nor shall they hold any Other office of trust or 
profit under this State or the United State?;. 

Sec. 4. The Judj^es of the Mipenor courts, shall be justices of <jy*ran<l terminer 
and general jail delivery throughout the State. 

Sbc 5. The Judges of the superior and inferior courts shall charge juries wiUi 
respect to matters of fact, but may state the testimony and declare the law. 

Sbc. 6. The Judges of the superior courts shall have power in all civil cases 
♦ to i>;>iue writs of certiorari to Tcmove any caii'ic, or a transcript thereof, from 
any inferior jurisdiction into their court on sufficient cause, supported by oath 
or afhrmation. 

Sbc. 7. The Judges or justices of the inferior oinrts of law shall have power 
in all civil cases to issue writs of teriiara r i to remove any cause, or a transcript 
tiiereof, from any inferior jurisdiction into their court on sufficient cause, sup* 

ported by oath or affirmation. 

Sfc. 8. No Judf^e shall sit on the trial of any cause when the parties shall be 
connected with him by affinity or consanguinity, except by con.scnt of parties. 
In case all the Judges of the Superior Court shall be interested in the event of 
any cause or related to all or either of the parties, the Ck»vemor of the State 
shall in such case specially commission three men of law knowledge for the de* 
terminatioa thereof. 

Sec. 9. All writs nnd other process shall run in the name of the State nf Ten- 
nessee, and bear test and be signed by the respective Clerks. Indictments shall 
conclude, "against the peace and dignity of the State." 

Sbc. la Eadt court shall appoint ito own Clerk, who may hold his office dur- 
ing good behavior. 

Sec. II. No Bne shall be laid on any citizen of this State that shall exceed 
fifty dollars, unless it shall be asse?;sed by ^ inrv of hi> peers, who shall as<^ess 
the fine at the time they find the fact, if they think the tine ought to be more 
than fifty dollars. 

Sbc. IB. There shall he Justices of the Peace appointed for each county, not 
exceeding two for each captain's company, eacept for the company which in- 
cludes the county town, which shall not exceed three, who shall hold their offices 
during good behavior* 

ARTICLE VI. 

SlCTtOtt 1. There shall be appointed in each county, by the County Court, 
one Sheriff, one Coroner, one Trustee, and a sufficient number of Constables, who 
shall hold their offices for two years. They shall also have power to appoint one 
Register and Ranger for the county, who shall hold their offices during good be- 
havior. The Sheriff and Coroner shall be commissioned by the Governor. 

Sec. 2. There .shall be a Treasurer or Treasurers appointed for the State, who 
shall hold his or their offices for two years. 

Sbc. 3. The appointment of all officers not otherwise directed by this Consti- 
tution shall be vested in the Legislature. 
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ARTICLB m 

SicnoM I. Capteiiu* sabalterns, and noiKommitsioned odicen sball be elected 
by those dtizetu in their respective districts who ere subject to military duty. 
Sec* 3. All field officers of the militia shall be elected by those citizens In 

their respective counties who are subject to military duty. 

Src. 3. Brigadiers-general shall be elected by the &eld officers of their re- 
spective brigades. 

Sic. 4. Majors-general shall be dected by the Ibigadiers and field officers <rf 
the respective divisions. 

Sec. 5. The Governor shall . [ [1 int the Adjutant-general ; the Majors-general 
shall appoint their Aiiles; the Hriga<lier<;-gcneral shall appoint their Brigade 
Majors ; and the commanding officers of regiments their Adjutants and Quarter 
masters. 

Sic. 6. The captains and the subalterns of the cavalry shall be appointed by 
the troops enrolled in their respective companies, and the field officers of the 
districts shall be appointed by the said captains and subalterns; Provided, That 

whenever any new county is laid n(T the field officers of said cavalry shall ap- 
point the captain and other oihcers therein pro tempore, until the company 
is tilled up and completed, at which time the election of the captains and sub- 
altems shall take place as aforesaid. 

Sic. 7. The L^slature shall pass laws exempting citizens belonging to any 
sect or denomination of religion, the tenets of which are known to be opposed to 
bearing of arms, from attending private and general musters. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Section i. Whereas, the ministers of the gospel are, by their professions, 
dedicated to God and the care of souls, and ought not to be diverted from the 
great duties of their functioiis: therefore, no minister of Ae gospel or priest of 
any denomination whatever shall be digible to a seat in either House of the Leg* 

islature. 

Sec. 2. No person who denies the being of Clod (^r a future state of rewards 
and punishments, !>hall hold any ottice in the civil department of this btaic. 

ARTICLE IX. 

SicnoN I. That every person who shall be chosen or appointed to any office 
of trust or profit shall, upon entering on the execution thereof, take an oath to 
support the Constitution of this State, and also an oath of office. 

Sec. 2. That each member of the Senate and House of Representatives shall, 
before they proceed to business, take an oath or affirmation to support the Con- 
stitution of the State, and also the following oath : 

** I, A B, do solemnly swear [or affirm) that, as a member of this General 
Assembly, I will, in all appointments, vote without favor, affection, partiality, 
or prcju'lice. and that I will not prepare or assent to any hill, vote, or resolution 
which shall appear to jiie iniurious to the people, <>r consent t(t any act or thing 
whatever that shall have a tendency to lessen or abridge their rights and privi- 
leges as dechued by the Constitution of this Sute." 
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Sec. 3. Any elector who shall receive any gift or reward for his vote, in meat, 
drink, money, or otherwise, shall suffer such punUbuent as the laws shall direct. 
And any person who shall, directly or indirectly, give, promise, or bestow any 
snch reward to he clccte<l, ^ha^ thereby be rendered incapable, for two years, to 
scrv c it) the office for which he was elected, and be subject to such further punish* 
ment as the Le{^i<»lature shall direct. 

Sec. 4. No new county shall be established by the General Assembly which 
than reduce the county or counties, or either of them from which It shall be 
taken, to a lest content than six hundred and twenty-five square miles; nor shall 
any new county be laid off of less content. All new counties, as to the right of 
suffrage and representation, shall be considered as a part of the county or 
counties from which it was taken until entitled by number?; to the r'tght of rep- 
resentation. No bill shall l>e passed into a law for the establishment of a new 
county except upon a petition to the General Assembly for that purpose, signed 
by two hundred of the free male inhabitants within the limits or bounds of sudi 
new conn^ prayed to be laid off. 

ARTICLE X. 

StcnoN u Knoxville shall be the seat of government nntU the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and two. 
Sic. 3. All laws and ordinances now tn force and use in this Territory, not in* 

consistent with this Constilutioii, shall continue to be in force and use in this 
State until they shall expire, be altered or repealed by the Le^jislature. 

SEC. 3. That whenever two-thirds of the General Aiuiembly shall think it nec* 
csMry to amend or change this Constitution, they shall recommend to the elect* 
ors at the next election for members of the General Assembly to vote for or 
against a convention. And if it shall appear that a majority of all the citi- 
zens of the State voting for Representatives have voted for a convention, the 
Gen' ri! Assembly shall, at their next session, call a convention, to consi^^t of as 
many members as there )>e in the General Assembly, to be chosen in the same 
manner, at the same place, and by the same electors that chose the General As- 
sembly, who shall meet within three months after the said election, for the pur- 
pose of revising, amending, or changing the Constitution. 

Sec. 4. The declaration of rights hereto annexed is declared to be a part of 
the Constitution of this State, anil sliall never l>e viiilated on any preten<;e what- 
ever. And to ^'uard ayainsi tra^sg^es^ion uf the high powers which we have 
delegated, we declare that every thing in the bill of rights contained, and every 
Other right not hereby i debated, is excepted out of the general powers of gov* 
emment, and shall forever remain inviolate. 

ARTK LE XT. 
Deci.akai io.N OF Rights. 
Section i. Thai all puwer is inherent in the people, and all free governments 
are founded on their authority, and instituted for their peace, safety, and bap* 
piness. For the advancement of those ends, they have at all times an inalien- 
able and indefeasible right to alter, reform, or abolish the government in such 
manner as they may think proper. 
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Sbc. 3. That government being instituted for the oommon benefit* the doctrine 
of non-re^«tAnce against arbittary power and oppression is absurd, slavish* and 

destructive of the good and happiness of mankind. 

Sec. 3. Thnt nil men have a natural* and indefea«;ible right to worship Al- 
mighty < ""<h1 atcordiii}; to the dictatcii of their own consciences; that no man can 
of right be compelled to attend, erect, or support any place of worship, or to 
maintain any ministry against his consent; that no human authority can, in any 
case whatever, control or interfere with the rights of conscience; and that no 
preference shall ever be given by law to any religious establishment or modes of 

worship. 

Si.c. 4. Thnt no religious te^^t shall ever be required a& a (qualification to any 
office or public trust under this Slate. 

Sbc. 5. That elections shall be free and equal. 

Sbc. 6. That the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate. 

Sbc. 7. That the people shall be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
possesions from unreasonable searches and seisures; and that general warrants, * 
whereby an officer may be commanded t'< srnrch suspected places, without evi- 
dence of the fact committed, or to seize any person or persons not named, whose 
ofi'eu!»c$ arc not parlicuiarly described and supported bj evidence, are dangerous 
to liberty, and ought not to be granted. 

Sbc. 8. That no man shall be taken or imprisoned, or disseised of his freehold, 
liberties, or privileges, or outlawed, or exiled, or in any manner destroyed or 
deprived of his life, liberty, or property, but by the judgment of his peers or 
the law of the land. 

Sec. 9. That in all criminal prosecutions the accused hath the right to be 
heard by himself and his counsel i to demand the nature and cause of the accn* 
sation against him, and to have a copy thereof; to meet the witnesses face to 
face ; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor ; and in 
prosecutions by indictment or presentment, a speedy public trial by an impartial 
jury of the county in which the crime shall have been committed, and sliall not 
be compelled to give evidence against himself. 

Sec. 10. That no person shall, tor the same oflfense, be twice put in jeopardy 
of life or limb. 

Sic. if. That laws made for the punishment of acts committed previous to 
the existence of such laws, and by them only declared criminal, are contraiy to 
the principles of a free government; wherefore no ex p«st facta law shall be 

made. 

Src. 12. That no conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture of 
eataic. The estate of such persons as shall destroy their own lives shall descend 
or vest as in case of natural death. If any person be killed by casualty, there 
shall be no forfeiture in consequence thereof. 

Sbc. 13. That no person arrested and confined in jail shall be treated with un- 
necessary rigor. 

Sec. 14. That no person shall l)e put to answer any criminal charge but by 
presentment, uulictment, or impeachment. 
Sbc. 15. That all prisoners shall be bailable by sufficient sureties, unless for 
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ctpltel offenses, when the proof is evident or the presumption gtttl ; and the 
privileges of the writ of kaitas eorpm sbftll not be suspended unless when, in 
case of rebellion or invasion, public safety may require it> 

Sec. i6. That excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposedt 
nor cruel and unusual punishment inflicted. 

Sec. 17. That all courts shall be open, and every man, for an injury done 
him in his lands, goods, person, or reputation, shall have remedy by due course 
of law, and right and justice administered without sale, denial, or delay. Suits 
may be brought against the State in such manner and in such courts as the Leg* 
islature may by law direct; J^widtd, The right of bringing suit be limited to 
the citi?ens oT ihU State. 

Sfc. iS. I hat the person of a debtor, where there is not a strong pre-^umptton 
of fraud, shall not be continued in prison after delivering up his estate fur the 
benefit of his creditor or creditors, in such manner as shall be prescribed by law. 

Ssc. 19W That the printing presses shall be free to every person who under- 
takes to examine the proceedings of the Legislature, or of any branch or officer 
of the Government; and no law shall ever be made to restrain the right thereof. 
The free communication of thoughts and opinions is one of the invaluable rights 
of man, and every citizen may freely speak, write, and print on any subject, be- 
ing responsible for the abuse of that liberty. But in prosecutions for the publi- 
cation of papers investigating the official conduct of officers or men in public 
capacity, the truth thereof maybe given in evidence; and in all Indictments for 
libel the jury shall have a right to determine the law and the facts, under the 
direction of the court, as in (»ther criminal case^. 

Sec. 20. That no reUoiipective law, or law impairing the obligations of con- 
tracts, shall be made. 

Sec. 31. That no man's particular services shall be demanded, or property 
taken or applied to public use, without the consent of his representatives, or 
without jtttt compensation being made therefor. 

Sec. 22. That the cititens have a right, in a peaceable manner, to assemble 
together for their common pood, to instruct their representatives, and to apply 
to those invested with the powers of government for redress of grievances, or 
other proper purposes, by address or remonstrance. 

Sbc. 33. That perpetuities and monopolies are contrary to the genius of a free 
State, and shall not be allowed by law. 

Sec. 24. That the sure and certain defense of a free people is a well-regulated 
militia ; and, as standing armies in time of peace are dangerous to freedom, they 
ought to be avoided a? far as the circumstances and safety of the community 
will admit; and that in all cases the military shall be in strict subordination to 
the civil authorities. 

Sec. 35. That no citizen in this State, except such as are employed in the army 
of the United States or militia in actual service, shall be subject to corporal pun* 
isbment under the martial law. 

Sfc. 26. That the freemen of this State have a right to lieep and to bear arms 
for their common defense. 

Skc. 37. That no soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house 
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without the content of the owner, nor in time of w«r but in a manner prescribed 

by law. 

Skc. 28. That no citi/en of this State shall be compelled to bear tnttSi pro- 
vided he will pay an equivalent to be ascertained by law. 

Sec. 29. 'i hat an equal participation in the free navigation of the MU»iMippt 

it one of the inherent right* of the eitiiens of thU States it cannot, thcrtfbre, 
be conceded to any prince, potentate, power, penon or penoni whatever. 
Sec. 30. That no hereditary emoluments, privUeget, or honor* «haU be granted 

or conferred in this State. 

Sec. 31. That the people residing south of French Broad and Ilobton, be- 
tween the rivers Tennessee and Big Pigeon, are entitled to the right of pre- 
emption and occupancy in that tract. 

Sec. 3s. That the limiu and boundaries of this State being ascertained, it is 
declared they are as hereafter mentioned^that is to say: Beginning on the ex- 
treme height of the Stone Mountain, at the place where the line of Virginia 
intersects it, in latitude thirty-six degrees and thirty minutes north; running 
thence along the extreme height of the said mountain to the place the Watauga 
River breaks through it ; thence a direct course to the top of the Yellow Mount- 
ain, where Brigbt's road crosses the same; thence along the ridge of said 
mountain, between the waters of Doe River and the waters of Rock Creek, to 
the place where the road crosses the Iron Mountain ; from thence, along the 
extreme height of said mountain, to the place where Nolichucky River runs 
throut-;!! the «ame ; thence to the tO]) of the I?ald Mountni'i; thence along the ex- 
treme height of said mountain to the P.iintefl Rock, 11 1 lench Broad River; 
thence along the highest ridge of said muuniaiu lu the place where it is caiicd 
the Great Iron or Smoky Mountain ; thence along the extreme height of said 
mountain to the place where it is ^led the Unicoi or Unaka Mountain, between 
the Indian towns of Cowce and Old Chota; thence along the main ridge of the 
said mountain to the southern boundary of this State, as described in the net 
of cession of North Carolina to the United States of America; and that all the 
territory, lands, and waters lying west of the said line, as before mentioned, 
and contained within the chartered limits of the State of North Carolina, are 
within the boundaries and limits of this Stale, over which the people have the 
right of exercinng sovereignty, and the right of soil, so far as is consistent with 
the Constitution of the United States, recognizing the Articles of Confedera* 
tion, the Bill of Rights, and Constitution of North Carolina, the cession act of 
the said State, and the ordinance of Congress for the government of the terri- 
tory north-west of the Ohio; Provided^ Nothing herein contained shall extend 
to aAect the daim or daims of individuala to any part of the soil wh^ is recog- 
nised to them by the aforesaid cession act. 

SCHEDULE. 

SiCnOlt I. That no inoottvenience may arii^e from a change of the temporary 

to a permanent State government, it is declared that all right.s, actions, prosecu- 
tions, claims, and contracts, as well of individuals as of bodies corporate, shall 
continue as if no change had taken place in the administration of government. 
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Sec, 2» All fines, penalties, and forfeitures due and owing to tlte territory of 

the T'nited States of America south of the River Ohio shall inure to the use of 
the .^tate. AH bonds for performance, executed to the Govcrnmenl of the >aid 
territory, shall be and pass over to the Governor of this State and his succes* 

«ors in office, for the use of the St*te» or by him or them reipcctivdy, to be As- 
signed over to the use of those oonoemed as the case may be. 

Sec. 3. The Governor, Secretary, Judges, and Brigadiers-general have a riC^^ 

by virtue of their appoititments under the authority of tlie United Slate?, to con- 
tinue in the exercise of the duties of their resj^ective ottkcs in their several de- 
partments until the said oihcers are superseded under the authority of this Con* 
stitntion. 

Sbc. 4. All officers, civil and military, who have been appointed by the Gov- 
ernor shall cootisme to exercise their respective offices until the second Monday 
in June, and until successors in office shall be appointed trader the authority of 

this Constitution and duly qualified. 

Sec. 5. The Governor shall make use of bis private seal until a State seal ^iball 
be provided. 

Sic. 6. Until the first enumeration shaU be made as directed in the second 
section of the first article of this Constitution, the several counties shall be re- 
q>ectively entitled to elect one Senator and two Repmentatives; ProoUed^ That 
no new county shall be entitled to separate representation previous to taking the 

enumeration. 

Sec. 7. That the next election for Repfeseniaiive^ and other ofticers to be 
held for the county of Tennessee shall be held at the house of William Miles. 

Sbc. 8. Until a land-office shall be opened so as to enable the citisens south of 
French Broad and Holston, between the rivers Tennessee and Big Pigeon, to ob- 
tain titles upon their claims of occupancy and pre-emption, those who hold 
land 1>y virtue of such claims shall l)e eligible tn serve in all capacities where a 
freehold is by thi?; Constitution made a requisite qualification. 

Done in convention at Knoxville, by unanimous consent, on the sixth day of 
February in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety-six, 
and of the independence of the United States of America the twentieth.

CONSTITUTION OF TENNESSEE-1834. 



Whereas, The people of the territory of the United States south of the River 
Ohio, having the right of aflniission into the Ceneral Government as a 
nit-mher Stale thereof, consistent with the Constitution of the United States 
and the act of cession of the State of North Carolina recognizing the ordi- 
nance for the government of the territory of the United States north*west of 
the River Ohio, by their delegates and representatives in convention assem- 
bled, did, on the sixth day of Febmary, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand seven hundred and ninety-sia, ordain and establish a Constitution or 
form of government, and mutually agreed with each other to form them- 
!>elves into a free and independent State, by the name of the State of Ten- 
nessee; and, 

Whkrea^ The General Assembly of the said State of Tennessee (pursuant to 
the third section of the tenth article of the Constitution), by an act passed 

on the twenty-seventh day of November, in the year of Our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, entitled "An act to provide for 
the calling of a convention," did authorize and provide for the election by 
the people of delegates and representatives, to meet at Nashville, in David- 
son County, on the third Monday in May, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-four,* for the purpose of revising and amend- 
ing (or changing) the Constitution; 
Wb, therefore, the delegates and representatives of the people of the State of 
Tennessee, elected and in convention assembled, in pursuance of the said 
act of Assembly, have ordained and cstal)iished the following amended 
Constitution and form of government fur this State, which we recommend 
to the people of T enn e wee for their ratification: 
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ARTICLE I. 

I)KC[„ARAIliJN <'I KliilllS. 

Section l. Th:U all [mwer is inherent in the ]>eoplc, and all free governments 
are founded on their authority, and instituted for their peace, safety, and happi- 
ness; for the advancement of those ends they have, at all times, an inalienable 
and indefectible right to elter, reform, or abolish the government in snch man- 
ner as they may think proper. 

Sec. a. That govemment bdng Instituted for the common benefit, the doctrine 
of non-resistance again<it arbitrary power and oppression is absurd, slavish, and 
destructive of the good and happiness of mankind. 

Sf.C. 3. That all men have a natural and indefeasible right to worslti|t Al- 
mighty God according tu the dictates of their own conscience; that no man can, 
of right, be compelled to attend, erect, or support any place of worship, or to 
maintain any minuter against his consent ; that no human authority can, in any 
case whatever, control or interfere with the rights of conscience; and that no 
preference shall ever be given by law to any religions establishment or mode of 
worship. 

Sec. 4. That no religious test shall ever be required as a qualitication to any 
o6fice or pnUic trust unAtt ihb State. 

Sbc. 5. That elections shall be free and equal. 

Sac 6. That the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate. 

Sic. 7. That the people shall be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
possessions from unreasonable searches and seizures; and that general warrants, 
whereby an officer may be commanded to <iearch suspected place?, without evi- 
dence of the fact committed, or to sei/e any person or persons not named, whose 

offenses are not particularly described and supported by evidence, are dangerous 
to liberty, and ought not to be granted. 

Sec. 8. That no free man shall be taken or imprisoned, or disseised of his 

freehold, liberties, or privileges, or outlawed, or exiled, or in any manner de- 
stroyed or deprived of his life, liberty, or property, but by the Judgment of 
his peers or the law of the land. 

Sic. 9. That in all criminal prosecutions the accused hath the right to be 
heard by himself and his counsel; to demand the nature and cause of the accu* 
sation agunst him, and to have a copy thereof; to meet the witnesses face to 
fkce; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor; and in 
prosecutions by indictment or presentment, a speedy public trial by an impartial 
jury of the county or district in which the crime shall have been committed, and 
shall not be compelled to give evidence against himself. 

Sbc. la That no person shall, fcnr the same offense, be twice put in jeopardy 
of life or limb. 

Sec. II. That laws made for the punishment of acts committed previous to 

the existence of such laws, and by them only declared criminal, are contrary to 
the principles of a free government ; wherefore no ex post fatto law shall be made. 

Sec. 12. That no conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture of 
estate. The estate of such persons as shall destroy their own lives shall descend 
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or vest u in case of natunt dtfttli. If 9My person be killed bj casualty, there 

shall be no forfeiture in consequence thereof. 
Sec. 13. That no person arrested and con lined in jail shall be treated with 

unnecessary rigor, 

Skc. 14. That no person shall be pat to answer any criminal charge but bj 
presentment, indictment, or impeachment. 
Sec. 15. That all })risoners shall be bailable by sufiicient snreties, nnlettfor 

capital offenses, when the proof is evident or the presumption great; and the 
privileges of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended unless when, in 
case of rebellion or invasion, the General Assembly shall declare the public 
safety requires it. 

Sic. t6k That excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposed, 
nor cruel and unusual pnnishment inflicted. 

Sec. 17. That all courts shall be open, and every man, for an injury done him 

in his lands, goods, person, or reputation, shall have remedy by due course of 
law, and right and jiiNfice administered without sale, denial, or delay. Suits 
may be brought against the State in such manner and in such courts as the L^- 
islatnre may by law direct. 

Skc. 18. That the person of a debtor, where there is not strong presumption 
of fraud, shall not be detained in prison after ddivering up his estate for the 
benefit of his creditor or creditors, in such manner as shall be prescribed by 
law. 

Sec. 19. That the printing presses shall be free to every person to examine 
the proceedings of the Legislature, or of any branch or officer of the Govern- 
ment ; and no law shall ever be made to restrain the right thereof. The free 
communication of thoughts and opinions is one of the invaluable rights (tf man, 
and every citizen may freely speak, write and print on any subject, being re- 
-j^onsible for the abuse of thai liberty. But in prosecutions for the |ni1)lit ntion 
of papers investigating the oft'icial conduct of ofTicer.s or men m public capacity, 
the truth thereof may be given in evidence; and in all indictments for libel the 
jury shall have a right to determine the law and the facts, under the direction of 
the court, as in other criminal cases. 

Sbc. 20. That no retrospective law, or law impairing die obligations of con- 
tracts, shall be made. 

Sft. 21. That no man's particular services shall be demanded, or property 
taken or applied to public use, without the consent of bis representatives, or 
without just compensation being made tlierefor. 

Ssc. aa. That perpetuities and monopolies are contrary to the genius of a free 
State, and shall not be allowed* 

Sk. 23. That the dtiaens have a right, in a peaceable manner, to assemble 
together for their common good, to instruct their representative^^, and apply to 
those invested with the powers of government for redress of grievances, or other 
proper purposes, by address or remonstrance. 

Sbc. 24. That the sure and certain defense of a free people is a well*regitlated 
militia; and, as standing armies in time of peace are dangerous to freedom, 
they onght to be avoided as far as the circumstances and safety of the com* 
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sranity will admit; and that in all cases the milttarjr shall he kept in strict sub* 
ordination to the citU authority. 

Sec. 2$. That no citizen of this State, except .such as are employed in the 
army of the United States or militia in actual service, shall he subjected to pun* 
ishment tinder the martial or military law. 

Sec. 26. That the free white men of this State have a right to keep and to 
hear arms for their common defense. 

Sbc. 27. That no soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house 
without the consent of the owner, nor in time of war but in a manner prescribed 
by law. 

Sec. 28. That no citi/cn of this State shall be curnjielled to bear arms, pro- 
vided he will pay an equivalent, to be ascertained by law. 

Sic. 99, That an equal participation in the free navigation of the Mississippi 
is one of the inherent rights of the citisens of this State; it cannot, therefore, 
be conceded to any prince, potentate, power, person or persons whatever. 

Sic. 30. That no hereditary emoluments, privileges, or honors shall be granted 
or conferred in this State, 

Sec. 31. That the limits and boundaries of this State being ascertained, it is 
declared they are as hereafter mentioned— that is to say : Beginning on the ex- 
treme height of the Stone Mountain, at the place where the line of Virginia in. 
tersects it, in latitude thirty*six d^rees and thirty minutes north ; running thence 
along the extreme height of the said mountain to the pl.icc wliere the Watauga 
Rive"- l>rcak> through it ; tliencc a direct course to the to[i of tlic Yellow Mount- 
ain, where Hrij^'lu's road crosses the same ; thence along the ridj^e t;f said nunint- 
ain, between the waters of Doe River and the waters of Rock Creek, to the 
place where the road crosses the Iron Mountain ; from thence along the extreme 
height of said mountain to the place where Nolichucky River runs through the 
same ; thence to the lop of the Bald Mountain ; thence along the extreme height 
of said mountain 10 the raiiitcd Rock, on Ficnch Rroad River; thence along 
the hit,dHsi ridge of said mountain to the place where it is called the flreat Iron 
or Smoky Mountain; thence along the extreme height of said mountain to the 
place where it is called the Unicoi or Unaka Mountain, between the Indian 
towns of Cowee and Old Chota ; thence along the main ridge of the said mount* 
ain to the southern boundary of* this State, as described in the act of cession of 
North Carolina to the United States of America; and that all the territory, 
lands, and waters lyinjj west of t!ic ^aid tine, as before mentioned, and contained 
within the chartered limits of the Slate of North Carolina, aic witliin the l>ound- 
aries and limits of this State, over wliich the people iiavc the nglii oi exercising 
sovereignly, and the right of soil, so far as is consistent with the Constitution of 
the United States, recognising the Articles of Confederation, the Bill of Rights, 
and Constitution of North Carolina, the cession act of the saiil State, and the 
ordinance of Congress for the government of the territory north-west of the 
Ohio ; Provided, Nothing herein contained shall extend to affect the claim or 
claims of individuals to any part of the soil which is recognized to them by the 
aforesaid cession act; And provided also^ That the limits and jurisdiction of this 
State shall extend to any other land and territory now acquired, or that ma; 
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hereafter be acquired, by compact or agreemeDt with otlwr States or otherwise, 
although such land and territoiy are not included within the boundaries herein- 
before <!esignated. • 

Sec. 32. The people residing south of the French Broad and Holston, be- 
tween the rivers Tennessee and }iig Pigeon, are entitled to the right of pre- 
emption and occupancy in that tract. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section i. The powers of the Government shall be divided into three dis* 
linct departments : The le};i*;lativc, executive, and judicial. 

Sec. 2. No person or peiHons belonging to one of these departments shall ex- 
ercise any of the powers properly belonging to either of the others, except in 
the cases herein directed or permitted. 

Sec. 3. The l^slative authority of this State shall be vested in a General 
Assembly, which sludl consist of a Senate and House of Representatives, both 
dependent on the people. 

Skc. 4. An enumeration of the qualified voters and an apportionment of the 
Representativeii in the General Assembly shall be made in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and forty*one, and within every subsequent term of ten years. 

Sac. 5. The number of Representatives shdl, at the several periods of making; 
the enumeration, be apportioned among the several counties or districts, accord* 
ing to the number of fjualified voters in each, and shall not exceed scventy-fivc 
until the population of the Slate shall be one million and a half, and shall never 
exceed ninety-nine; Proznded^ That any county having two*thirds of the ratio 
shall be entitled to one member. 

Sec. 6. The number of Senators shall, at the several periods of making the 
enumeration, be apportioned among the several counties or districts, according 
to the number of qualified electors in each, and shall not exceed one-third the 
number of Representatives. In apportioning the Senators among the ditTerent 
counties the fraction that may be lost by any county or counties in the appor- 
tionment of members to the House of Representatives shall be made up to such 
county or counties in the Senate as near as may be practicable. When a district 
is composed of two or more counties they shaU* be adjoining, and no counties 

shall be divided in forming a district. 

Sf.c. 7. The first election for Senators and Representatives shall }>e held on 
the first Thursday in August, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five; and 
forever thereafter elections for members of the General Assembly shall be held 
once in two years, on the first Thursday in August, whidi said eleetions shall 
terminate the same day. 

Skc. 8. The first session of the General Assembly shall commence on the first 
Monday in October, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five; and forever 
thereafter the General Assembly shall meet on the first Monday in Octolwr next 
ensuing the election. 

Sec. 9. No person shall be a Representative unless he shall be a citizen of the 
United States, of the age of twenty-one years, and shall have hem a citiscn of 
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this State for three years and a resident in the county he represents one year im- 
mediately preceding tlie election. 

Sbc. io. No person shall be a Senator anleas be shall be a ctlixen of the United 
States, of the age of thirtjr yean, and shall have resided three years in this 

State, and one year in the county or district immediately preceding the election. 
No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for which he was elected, 
be eligible lo any ofiice or place of trust, the appointment to which is vested in 
the Executive or General Assembly, except to the office of trustee of a literary 
institution. 

Sec. II. The Senate and House of Repretentatives, when assembled, shall each 

choose a Speaker and its other officers; be judges of the fiiialificaiions and elec- 
tion of its members, nnd sit upon its own afljnurnments frotn day to day. Not 
less than two-thirds of all the members to \vhich each House shall be entitled shall 
constitute a quorum to do business; but a smaller number may adjourn from d-ay 
to day, and may be authortied by law lo compel the attendance of absent mem- 
bers. 

Sfx. 12. Each House may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish its 

members for disorderly behavior, and, with the concurvence of two-thirds, expel 
a member, but not a <?ecnnd time for the same oflfen'^c ; and shall have all Other 
powers necessary for a branch of the Legislature of a free State. 

Sec. 13. Senators and Representatives shall, in all cases except treason, felony, 
or breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest during the session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and in going to and returning from the same; and for any speech 
"or debate in cither House thqr shall not be questioned in any other place. 

Skc. 14. Each House mny punish by imprisonment, diirint; its session, nny 
person not a nieml)er, who shall he jjviilty of disrespect to the House, by any 
disorderly or contemptuous behavior in its presence. 

Sic. is* When vacancies happen in either House, the Governor for the time 
being shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

Sec. 16. Neither House shall, during its session, adjourn without the consent 
of the other for more than three days, nor to any Other place than that in which 
the two Houses shall be sittin^j. 

Sec, 17. Hills may originate in cither House, but may be amended, altered, 
or rejected by the other. 

Sbc. 18. Every bill shall be read once on three different days, and be passed 
each time in the House where it originated before transmission to the other. 
No bill shall become a law until it shall have been read and passed on three dif- 
ferent ilays in each Hou-jc, and be signed by the respective Speakers, 

Skc. 19. After a hill has hccn rejected, no bill containing the same substance 
shall be passed into a law during the same session. 

Sec. 20. The style of the laws of the State shall be: '*Bg ii enacted by (he 
Gmemi Attembfy the Sfatt of Tammtsu," 

S£C. 31. Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and publish it, 
except such parts as the welfare of the State may require to be kept secret ; the 
ayes and noes shall be tal^en in each Hn-ise upon the final pass.ige of every bill 
of a general character, and bills making appropriations of public moneys ; and 
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the aye^ and noes of th« members on any question sball, mt tbe request of any 
two of themt be entered on the jounial. 

Sbc. as. The doors of each House and of committees of the whole shall be 
kept open, unless when the business shall be snch as ought to be kept secret. 

Sec. 23. The sum of four dollars per day, and four dollars for every twenty- 
five miles traveling to and from the seat of government, sliall l)c allowed to the 
members of the first General AssttnMy as a comy)ensation for their scrvice>, the 
com(>en!>ation uf the members of the succeeding Legislatures shali be ascertained 
by law ; but no law increasing the compensation of the members shall take e^t 
ttttitl the commencement of the next regular session after such law shall have 
been enacted. 

SBC.I24. No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in consequence of 

appropriations made by law ; and an accurate statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the public money shall be attaclied to and published with the 
laws at the ri>e of each stated session of the General Assembly. 

Sec. 25. No person who heretofore hath been, or may hereafter be, a collector 
or holder of public moneys shall have a seat in either House of the General 
Assembly, or hold any other oflke under the State government, until such per- 
son shall have accounted for and paid into the treasury all sums for which he 
may be accountaUe or liable. 

Sbc. 26. No Jud^^e of any court of law or equity. Secretary of State, Attorney- 
general, Register, Clerk of any court of record, or person Iiolding any office 
under the authority of the United States shall have a seat in the General A^sem- 
bly, nor shall any person in this Slate hold more than one lucrative othce at the 
same time ; Prmridtd^ That no appointment in the militia or to the office of 
Justice of the Peace shall be considered a lucrative office, or operate as a disqual- 
ification to a seat in either House of the General Assembly. 

Sbc. ay. Any member of either House of the General Assembly shall have 
liberty to dissent from and protest against any act or resolve which he may think 
in jurious to the ]>uh1ic or to any individual, and to have the reason for his dis- 
sent entered on the journals. 

Sk'. 28. All lands liable to taxation, held by deed, grant, or entry, town lots, 
bank stock, slaves between the ages uf twelve and tifty years, and such other 
property as the Legislature may from time to time deem expedient, shall be tax- 
able. AH property shall be taxed according to its value, that value to be ascer- 
tained in such manner as the Legislature shall direct, so that the same shall be 
equal and uniform throughout the State. No one species of property from 
which a tax may be collected shall be taxed higher than any other species of 
property of equal value ; but the Legislature shall Itave power to tax merchants, 
peddlers, and privileges in such manner as they may from time to time direct. 
A tax on white polls shall be laid in such manner and of such an amount as 
may be prescribed by law. ^ 

Sbc. 29. The General Assembly shall have power to authorize the several 

counties and incorporated towns in this State to impose taxes for county and cor- 
poration purposes respectively, in such manner as shall be prescribed by law ; 
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and all property shall be taxed according to its value, upon the principles estab- 
lislied in r^ard to State taxation. 

Sec. 30. No article mannfactured of tbe prodnce of this State shall be taxed 
otherwise than to pay inspection fees. 

Sec. 31. The General Assembly shall have no power to pass laws for the 
emancipalioa of slaves, without the consent of their owner or owners. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section i. The supreme executive power of this State shall be vested in a 
Governor. 

Sbc. 2. The Governor shall be chosen by the electors of the members of the 
General Assembly, at ihc time and places where they shall respectively vote for 
the members thereof. The returns of every election for Governor shall be sealed 
up anH transmitted to the seat of government l)y the returning officers, directed 
to the Speaker of the Senate, who shall open and publish them in the presence 
of a majority of the members of each House of the General Assembly. The 
person having the highest number of votes shall be Governor; but if two or 
more shall be equal and highest in votes, one of them shall be chosen Governor 
by joint vote of both Houses of the General Assembly. Contest^ elections for 
Governor shall be determined by both Houses of the General Assembly, in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 3. He shall be at least thirty years of age, shall be a citizen of the United 
States, and shall have been a citizen of this State seven years next before his 
election. 

SkC. 4. The Governor shall hold his office for two years, and until his suc^ 
cesser shall he elected and qualified. He shall not be eligible more than six 
years in any term of eight. 

Sec. 5. He shall be commander-in-chief of the army and navy of the StatCi 
md of the militia, except when they shall be called into the service of the 
United Sutes. 

Sk. & He shall have power to grant reprieves and pardons, after conviction, 

except in cases of impeachment. 

Sec. 7. He <;hall, at stnt<vi times, receive a compensation for his services, 
which shnll not l>e increased or diminished during tbe period for which he shall 
have been elected. 

Sec. 8. He may rec^uire information, in writing, from the officers in the ex- 
ecative department npon any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices. 

Sec. 9. He may, on extraordinary occa'jions, convene the General Assembly 
by proclamation, aiul >hall stale to them, when assembled, the purposes for which 
they shall have been convened; but they shall enter on no legislative business 
except that for which they were specihcally called together. 

Sec. 10. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 

Sec. II. He shall, from time to time, give to the General Assembly informa* 
tion of the state of the government, and recommend for their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge expedient* 
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Sec. ta. In case of the removal of the Governor from oflice* or of hit death 
or resignation, the powers and duties of the office shall devolve on the Speaker 

of the Senate; and in case of the death, removal from office, or resignation of 
the Speaker of the Senate, the powers atx! duties of the office shall devolve on 
the Speaker of the Hmise of Rci)rcsentatives. 

Sec. 13. No member of Cougres.<« or pei»un huliiing any oflfice under the United 
States, or this State, shall execute the office of Governor. 

Sbc. 14. When any officer, the right of whose appointment is \>j this Conati* 
tution vested in the General Assembly, shall, during the recess, die, or the office 
by the expiration of the term, or by otlier mcins, become vacant, the Governor 
shall liave the power to fill sucli vac.mcy by (granting a temporary commission, 
which iihall expire at the end of the next i>t:!>ston of the Legislature. / 

Skc 15. There shall be a seal of this Sute, which ^11 be kept by the Gov- 
ernor, and used by him officially, and shall be called the Great Seal of the* State 
of Tennessee. 

Sec. 16. All grants and commissions shall be in the name and by the authority 
of the State of Tennessee, be sealed with the State seal, and signed by the Gov> 

ernor. 

Sec. 17. A Secretary of State shall be appointed by joint vole of the General 
Assembly, and commissioned dur.ug ihe term of four years. He shall keep a 
fair roister of all the official acts and proceedings of the Governor, and shall, 
when required, lay the same, and all papers, minutes, and vouchers relative 
thereto, before the General Assembly ; and shall perform such other duties as 
shall be enjoined by law. 

ARTICLE IV. 

. Section I. Every free while man of the age of iwenly-onc years, being a 
citizen of the United States, and a citizen of the county wherein he may offer 
his vote six months next preceding the day of election, shall be entitled to vote 
for members of the Geaml Assembly and other civil officers for the oounty or 

district in which he resides; /^wwAie, That no person shall be disqualified from 

voting in any election on account of color, who is now, hy the laws of ih\- '>t;ite, 
a competent witness in a court of justice against a white )iian. All ircn n cn of 
color shall be exempt from military duty in time of peace, and also from paying 
a Iree poll-tax. 

Sbc. a. Laws may be passed excluding from the right of sulfrage persons who 

may be convicted of infamous crimes. 

Sbc. 3. Electors shall in all cases, except treason, felony, or breach of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest or summons during their attendance at elections, 
and in going to and returning from them. 

Sec. 4. In all elections to be made by the General Assembly the members 
thereof shall vote «w«, and their votes shall be entered on the journal* All 
other elections shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE V. 

Sfctiox t. The House of Representatives shall have the sole power of im- 

peachmenu 
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Sbc. 3. All impmcluneDto shall be tried by the Senitte. When sitting for that 
purpose the Senators shaU be upon oath or affirmation. No person shall be con* 
victed without the concunence of two-thirds of the Senators swoin to try the 
officer impeached. 

Sec. 3. The House of Representatives shall elect, from iheir own body, three 
member:*, whoi>e duty it i»hal] be to pro&ecute impeachmeutii. No impeachmeot 
shall be tried until the Legislature shall have adjourned dKr, when the Sen* 
ate shall proceed to try such impeachment. 

Sbc. 4. The Governor* Judges of the Supreme Court, Judges of the inferior 
courts, Chancellors, Attorneys for the Stale, and Secretary of State shall be 
liable to iinpcachinciu whenever they may, in the o[>inioii uf the H'msc ol Rep- 
resentatives, commit any crime in their ohiciai capacity which may rc4uire dis- 
qualification; but judgment shall only extend to removal from olBce and 
disqualification to fill any office thereafter. The party shall, nevertheless, be 
liable to indictment, trial, judgment, and punishment according to law. 

Sfx. 5. Justices of the Peace and other civil officers not hereinbefore men- 
tioned, for crimes or misdemeanor.s in oftice, shall be liable to indictment in 
such courts as the Legislature may direct; ami, upon conviction, shall here- 
moved from office by !»aid court aj» if found guilty on impeachment, and shall be 
subject to such other punishment as may be prescribed by law. 

ARTICLE VL 

SiGTtON I. The judicial power of this State shall be vested in one Supreme 

Court and in such other inferior courts as the Legislature shall from time to time 
ordain and establish in the Jud^^es thereof and in Justices of the Peace. The 
Legislature may also vest such jurisdiction in corporation courts as may be 
deemed necessary. 

Sbc. 3. The Supreme Court shall consist of three Judges, one of whom shall 
reside in each of the grand divisions of the State. The concurrence of two of 
the Judges shall, in eveiy case, be necessary to a decision. The jurisdiction of 
this court shall be appellate only, under such restrictions and regulations as may 
from time to time be prescribed by law ; but it may possess such other jurisdic- 
tion as is now conferred by law on the present Supreme Court, Said courts 
shall be held at one place, and at one place only, in each of three grand divis- 
ions of the State. 

Bsc. 3. The General Assembly shall, by joint vote of both Houses, appoint 

Judges of the several courts of law and equity, but courts may be established to 
be holden by Justice^ of the Peace. Judges of the Supreme Court shall be 
thirty-Hve years of age, and shall be elected for the term of twelve years. 

StX. 4. The Judges of such inferior courts as the Legislature may establish 
shall be thirty years of age, and shall be elected for the term of eight years. 

Sbc. S* The Legislature shall elect Attorneys for the State by a joint vote of 
both Houses of the General Assembly, who shall hold their offices for the term 
of six years. In all cases where an Attorney for any district fails or refuses to 
attend and prosecute according to law, the court shall have power to appoint an 
Attorney pro Umport. 
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Sec. 6. Judges and Attorneys for the State may be removed from office bjr a 
ooncarrent vote of both Housei of the General Assembly, each House voting 
separately ; bnt two>tbirds of the members to which each House may be entitled 
must concur in snch vote. The vote shall be determined by ayes and noes, and 

the names of the menibers voting for or against the Judge or Aftf>rncy for the 
State, together with the cause or causes of removal, shall he entered on the 
journal of each House respectively. The Judge or Attorney for the State 
against whom the Legislature may be about to proceed, shall receive notice 
thereof, accompanied with a copy of the causes alleged for his removal, at least 
ten days before the day on which either House of the General Assemblj shall 
act thereupon. 

Sf.'". 7. The Judge?? of the supreme or inferior courts shall, at stated times, 
receive a cumpeusalion fur their services, to be ascertained by law, which shall 
not be increased or diminished during the time for which they are elected. They 
shall not be allowed any fees or perquisites of office, nor hold any office of trust 
or profit under this State or the United States. 

Sec. 8. The jurisdiction of such inferior courts as the L^islature mayftom 
time to time establish, shall be regulated by law. 

Sec. 9. Judges shall not charge juries with respect to matters of fact, but 
may state the te.stimony and declare the law. 

Sec. to. Judges or Justices of the inferior courts of law as the Legislature 
may establish, may have power in all civil cases to imue writs of etr i imui to 
remove any cause, or the transcript of the record thereof, from any inferior juri9> 
diction into said court on sufficient cause, supported by oath or affirmation. 

Sec. II. No Judge of the supreme or inferior courts shall preside on the trial 
of any cause in the event of which he may be interested, or where either of the 
parties shall be connected with him by affinity or consangumuy, within such de- 
grees as may be prescribed by law, or in which he may have been of counsel. 
Of in which he may have presided in any inferior court, except by consent of all 
the parties. In case all or any of the Judges of the Supreme Court shall thus 
be di>(ivi'!!irir'! from presiding on the trial of any cause or cau';<'s, the court, or the 
Judges thereof, hall certify the >anie to the Governor of the ."^tate, and he shall 
forthwith specially conuuission the requisite number of men of law knowledge 
for the trial and determination thereof. In case of sickness of any of the Judges 
of the supreme or inferior courts so that they or any of them are unable to at- 
tend, the Legislature shall be authoriied to make provision by the general laws 
that special judges may be ajipointed to attend said courts. 

Skc. 12. All writs and (Uher process shall run in the name of the State of 
Tennessee, and bear test and be signed by the respective Clerks. Indictments 
shall conclude: "Af^ainst the petue and dignity of tfu State," 

Skc. 13. Judges of the Supreme Court shall appoint their Clerks, who shall 
hold thetr offices for the period of six years. Chancellors (if courts of chancery 
shall be established) shall appoint their Clerks and Masters, who shall hold their 
offices for the period of six years. Clerks of the inferior courts, holden in the 
resjjertive t uunties or districts, shall lie elected by the qualiticd voters thereof, 
for the icrni of four years. Any Clerk may be removed from office for uialfea- 
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sance, incompetency, or neglect of duty, in such manner as may be prescribed by 
law. 

Sic. 14. No fine shall be laid on unj cititen of this State that shall exceed 
fifty dollars, nnless it shall be assessed by a jury of his peers* who shall assess 
the fine at the time they find the fact, if they think the fine should be more than 
fifty dollars. 

Sec. 15. The different counties of thi^ State --hall l>e laid off, a?5 the General 
Asi>eiiti>ly may direct, into districts of convenient sue, so that the whole num- 
ber in each county shall not be more than twenty-five, or four for every one 
hundred square miles. There shall he two Justices of the Peace and one Con* 
atable elected in each district by the qualified voters therein, eicept districts in* 
eluding county towns, which shall elect three Justices and two Constables. The 
jurisdiction of said officers shall be co-extensive with the county. Justices of 
the Peace shall be elected for ihc tfrm of six and (Joiiitables for the term of two 
years. Upon the removal of either ui ^id o<ticer» from the district in which he 
was elected his office shall become vacant from the time of such removaL Jus- 
tices of the Peace shall be commissioned by the Governor. The Legislature 
shall have power to provide for the appointment of an additional number of 
Justices of the Peace in incorporated towns. 

ARTICLE VII. 

StcnoiN 1. There shall he dected ia each county, by the qualified voters 
therein, one Sheriff, on I rustee, one Register — the SherilT and Trustee for two 

years and the Rej^jister for four years; Pr.n'ideJ, No person shall be eligible to 
the otiice ot Sheritf more tliaii >i\ year> in any term of eight years. There shall 
be elected for each cuunly, by the Justices uf the Peace, one Coroner and one 
Ranger, who shall hold their offices for two years. Said officers shall be removed 
for malfeasance or neglect of duty, in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur subsequent to an election in the office of 
Sheriff, Trustee, or Register, it shall be filled by the Justices ; if in that of the 
Clerk to be elected by the people, it shall l^e filled 'liy the ccnirt ; and the person 
&u appointed shall continue ia ofiice uiuil hi» .successor shall be elected and qual- 
ified ; and such office shall be filled by the qualified voters at the first election 
for any of the county officers. 

Sic. 5. There shall be a Treasurer or Treasurers appointed for the State by 
the joint vote of both Houses of the General Assembly, who shall hold their 

offices for two years. 

Sec. 4. 'I'he election nf all ufiicers and the filliiif,' of all vacancies not oilicr- 
wise directed or provided by this Constitution, shall be made in such manner as 
the Legislature shall direct. 

Sic. 5. The L^islature shall provide that the election of the county and 
other officers by the people shall not take place at the same time that the gen* 
eral elections are held for members of Congress, members of the Legislature, 
and Governor. The elections shall commence and terminate on the same day. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Section i. All militia officers shall be elected by persons subject to military 
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dittj within the bounds of their several companies, battalions, regiments, brig- 
ades, and divisions, nnder such rales and regnlations as the Legislature majr, from 
time to time, direct and establish. 

Sec. 2. The Governor shall appoint the Adjutant-general and his other staff 
officer^;; the Majors-General, Brigadiers-freneral, and commanding officers of 
regtmenls, ihall re>iiccli vc!y a|)poiat their staff officers. 

Sec. 3. The Legislature ^hall pa&s laws exempting citi£ens belonging to any 
sect or denomination of religion the tenets of which are known to be opposed 
to the bearing of arms, from attending private and general musters. 

ARTICLE IX. 

SscriON I. Whereas, ministers of the gosjiel are, by their profession, dedi- 
cated to God and the care of souls, and ouglit not to be diverted from tlie great 
duties of their functions; therefore, no minister of the gospel or priest of any 
denomination whatever, shall be eligibie to a seat in either House of the Legis* 
lature. 

Skc. 2. No person who denies the being of God, or a future state of rewards 
and punishments, shall hold any office in the civil department of this State. 
Sec 3. Any person who shall, after the adoption of this Constitution, fight a 

duel, or knowingly be the bearer of a chnllenge to fight a duel, or send or ac- 
cept a challenge for that purpose, or \>c an aider or aliettor in fi^hiinij a duel, 
shall be deprived of the right to hold any oiftce of honor or profit in this State, 
and shall be punished otherwise in such manner as the L^islature may pre> 
scribe. 

ARTICLE X. 

Skction I. Every person who shall be chosen or appointed to any office of 
trust or iiroht under this Constitution or any law made in ])ursiiance thereof, 
shall, before entering upon the dunes thereof, take an oath to support the Con- 
stitution of this State and of the United States, and an oath of office. 

Sec. 2. Each member of the Senate and House of Representatives shall, be* 
fore they proceed to business, take an oath or affirmation to supp<Kt tlie Con- 
stitution of this State and of the United States, and also tlic following oath : 
•'I, , do solemnly swear [or affirm] that, as a member of this Gen- 
eral Assembly, I will, in all appoinimeni-s, vote without favor, affection, par- 
tiality, or prejudice; and that I will not propose or assent to any bill, vote, or 
resolution which shall appear to me injurious to the people, or consent to anjr 
act or thing whatever that shall have a tendency to lessen or abridge their rights 
and privileges as <!cclarcd by the Constitution of this State." 

Spr. 3. Any elector who shall receive any gift or reward for his vote, in meat, 
drink, money, or otherwise, shall sufter such punishment as the laws «;hall direct; 
and any person who shall, directly or indirectly, give, piomise, or bestow any 
such reward to be elected, shall thereby be rendered incapable, for six years, to 
serve in the office for which he was elected, and be sobject to such further pun* 
ishment at the Legislature shall direct. 

Sec. 4. New counties may be established by the L^'gislature, to cms! t of not 
less than three hundred and fifty square miles, and which shall contain a popn- 
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Ution of four hundred and fifty qualified voters. No line of such county shall 
approach the court*hottse of any old county from which it may be talcen nearer 
than twelve miles. No part of a county shall be taken to form a new county or 
a part thereof without the consent of a ma)ority of the qualified voters in such 
part taken off; him! in nil ca>es where an olti county may be reduced lor the 
purpose of forming a new one, the seat of justice in said old county shall not be 
removed without the concurrence of two*thirds of both branches of the Legis- 
lature, nor shall said old county be reduced to less than six hundred and twenty- 
five square miles; Providtd^ A<;w;«'<r, That the county of Bedford may be re- 
duced to four luindied and >cvciity-fivc square miles; and there shall not belaid 
oflf more than one neu county on the west anii one on the east adjoining,' the 
county of the dividing line, a majority of the qualihed voters of said county 
voting in favtwof said division; the counties of Carter, Rhea, and Humphreys 
shall not be divided into more than two counties each, nor shall more than one 
new county be taken out of the territory now composing the counties of Tipton, 
and Dyer ; nor diall the seats of justice in the counties of Rhea, Carter, Tipton, 
and Dyer be removed without the concurrence of both branches of the Legisla- 
ture. The county of Sullivan may be reduced below the contents of six hun- 
dred and Iwenty-hve square miles, but the line of any new county which may 

hereafter be laid off shall not approach the county seat of said county nearer 
than ten miles. The counties of Marion and Bledsoe shall not be reduced be- 
low one thousand qualified voters of each in forming a new county or counties. 

Sec. 5. The citizens who may be included in any new county shall vote with 
tlie county or counties from which they may have been stricken otV for members 
of Congress, for Governor, and for members of the General Assembly, until the 
next apportionment of members of the General Assembly after the establish- 
ment of such new county* 

ARTICLE XI. 
Miscellaneous Provisions. 

Section i. All law?; and ordinance?? now in force and ii>5e in tliis State, not in- 
consistent witli thi> Cuustituiiun, shall continue in force and use until ihey shall 
expire, ur be altered or repealed by the Legislature. 

Sec. a. Nothing contained in this Constitution shall impair the validity of any 
debts or contracts, or affect any rights of property, or any suits, actions, rights 
of action, or other proceedings in courts of justice. 

Sec. 3. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be proposed 
in the Senate or Mouse of Representatives; and if the same shall be a^^jrced to 
by a majority of all the members elected to each of the two Houses, such pro- 
posed amendment or amendments shall be entered on their journals, with the 
yeas and nays thereon, and referred to the General Assembly then next to be 
chosen, and shall be published six months previous to the time of making such 
choice; and if, in the General Assembly then next chosen as aforesaid, such pro- 
posed amendment or amendment* shall he agreed to by two-thirds of all the 
members electe<l to each ilouse, then it shall be the duly of the (leneral Assem- 
bly to submit such proposed amendment or amendments to the people in such 
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manner and at Mcb tinies m the General Assemblj shall pteccribe. And if the 

people shall approve and ratify such amendment or amendments a majority 
of all tlie citizens of the State voting for Representatives voting in iheir favor, 
such amendment or amendments shall become a part of this Constitution. When 
any amendment or amendments to the Constitution shall be pru{>osed in porsn* 
ance of the forqicring fMrovisions, the same shall, at each of the said sessions, he 
read three times on three sevenil days in each House. The Legislature shall not 
propose amendments to the Constitution oftener than once in six yeafs. 

Sec. 4. The Legislature shall have no power to grant elivorces, but may 
authorize the courts of justice to gram them for such causes as may be specified 
bylaw; Provided, That such lawh be general and uniform in their operation 
throughout the State. 

Sbc. S< The Legislature shall have no power to authorize lotteries for any pur- 
pose, and >ha!l pass laws to prohibit the sale of lottery tickets in this State. 

Skc. 6. The Legislature sliall fix. the rate of interest, and the rate SO estab> 
lished shall be equal and uniform throughout the State. 

Sec. 7. The Legislature shall have no power to suspend any general 
law for the benefit of any particular individn^s, nor to pass any law for the 
benefit of individuals inconsistent with the general laws of the land ; nor to pass 
any law granting to any individual or individuals rights, privileges, immunities, 
or exemptions other than such a? may l>e by the same law extended to any mem- 
ber of the community who may be able to bring himself within the provi-iionsi of 
such law ; Previdtd always, The Legislature shall have power to grant such char- 
ters of corporation they may deem expedient for the public good. 

Sic. 8» The Legislature shall have the right to vest such powers in the courts 
of justice, with regard to private and local affairs, as may be expedient* 

Sk( . 9. A well*regulated system of internal improvement is calculated to de- 
velop the resources of the State and promote the happiness and prosperity of 
her citizens; therefore it ought to be encouraged by the (leneral Assembly. 

Sec. 10. Knowledge, learning, and virtue being essential to the preservation 
of republican institutions, and the diffusion of the opportunities and advantages 
of education throughout the different portions of the State being highly con- 
ducive to the promotion of this end, it diall be the duty of the General Assem* 
bly, in all future periods of this Government, to cherish literature and science. 
And the fund called the "common school fund," and all the lands and proceeds 
thereof, dividends, st(jcks, and other property of every description whatever, 
heretofore by law appiopriated by the General Assembly of this State for the 
use of common schools, and all such as shall hereafter be appropriated, shall re- 
main a perpetual fund, the principal of which shall never be diminished by leg- 
islative appropriation; and the interest thereof shall be Inviolably appropriated 
to the support and encouragement of common schools throughout the State, and 
for the equal l)enetit of all the people thereof; and no law shall he made author- 
izing said fund, or any part thereof, to be diverted to any other use than the 
support and encouragement of common schools. And it shall be the duty of 
the General Assembly to appoint a Board of Commissioners, for such term of 
time as they may think proper, who shall have the general superintendence of 
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md fund, and who shall make a report of the condttioil of 9»me from time to 
time under such rules, regulations, ami restrictions as may be required by law; 
PruArided^ That if at any time hereafter a division of the j)ul)lic lands of the 
United States, or of the money arising from the sale^ of such landa, shall be 
made among the individiuU States, the part of such lands or money coming to 
this State shall be devoted to the purposes of edncation and internal improve- 
ment, and shall never be applied to any other purpose. 

Sic. tl« The above provisions shall not be construed tO prevent the Legislai* 
ture from carrying into effect any laws that have been passed in favor of the 
coIle},'es, universities, or academies, or from authorizing heirs or distributees to 
receive and enjoy escheated property uuder such rules and regulations a:» from 
time to time may be prescribed by law. 

Sic. 13. The declaration of rights, hereto prefixed, is declared to be a part of 
the Constitution of this State, and shell never be violated on any pretense what- 
ever. And to guard against transgression of the high powers we have delegated, 
we declare that every thing in the Bill of Rights contained is excepted oat of 
the general powers of the Government, atul ^ihall forever remain inviolate. 

SCHEDULE. 

Section i. That no inconvenience may arise from a change of the Constitution, 
it is declared that all officers, civil and military, shall continue to hold their of- 
fices; and all functions appertaining lo the 5>amc s»hall he exercised and performed 
according to the existing laws and Constitution until the end of the first session 
of the Genera] Assembly which shall sit under this Constitution, and until the 
Government can be re-organiied and put into operation under this Constitution, 
in such manner as the first General Assembly aforesaid shall prescribe, and no 
longer. 

Sec. 2. The General Assembly which shall sit after the first api)ortionnicnl of 
representation under the new Constitution, to wit, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and forty*three, shall, within the first week after the commence, 
ment of the session, designate and fix the seat of government; and when so 
fixed, it shall not be removed except by the consent of two-thirds of the mem* 
bers of both Houses of the General Assembly. The first and second sessions of 
the General Assembly under this Constitution shall l)e held at Nashville. 

Sec. 3, Until a Inad-ottice shall be opened so a» to enable the citizens >outh 
and west of the congressional reservation line to obtain titles upon their claims 
of occupancy, those who hold lands by virtue of such claims shall be eligible to 
serve in all capacities where a freehold is, by the laws of the State, made a 
requisite qualification. 

Done in convention, at Nashville, this the thirtieth (30th) day of August, one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-four, and of the independence of the 
United States of America the hfiy-ninth. WiLUAM B. CARTER, Presidtnt.

ORDINANCE. 

I. Ordered^ That it shall be the duty of the several officers of this State, au- 
thorized by law to hold elections for members of the General Assembly, to open 
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and hold an election al the places of holding the elections for niemben to the 

General Assembly in their respective counties, on the first Thursday and Friday 
in March next, for the purpose of recetvinp the votes of s;uh qunlified voters as 
may desire to vote for the aclo|ition of this amended Constitution ; Pnnid^d, 
Thai no person shall be deemed a qualified voter in said election, except such as 
are included within the provisions of the first section of the fourth article of 
this amended Constitution. 

II. Ordered^ That it shall be the duty of said retttming officers in each county 
in this State to prepare iioll-books, which shall be opened on said days of elec- 
tion, and in which shall be enrolled the name of each voter by the asfiistance of 
clerks, who shall be appointed and sworn as clerks in other elections. Said 
officers shall prepare a ballot*box in which shall be placed the ticket of each 
voter* Each ticket shall have written thereon the words : ** I ratify the amended 
Constitution,** or, if the voter is opposed to it, " I reject the amended Constitu- 
tion," or the words Ratification" or *• Rejection," or some such words as will 
distinctly convey the intention of the voter. The justices of the "several county 
courts in this State, at some time jirevious to the day of said election, shall ap- 
point three in:>pcclori> fur each precinct, and in case of the failure of the court 
to appoint inspectors, then said returning officers shall appoint them. It shall 
be duty of said returning officers, in the presence of the said inspectors, to count 
the votes given for the ratification and rejection of the Constitution, of which 
they shall keep a trne and correct estimate in said poll-book. Said returning 
officers shall deposit the original poll-boftks of said election with the Clerk of the 
County Court in their respective counties, and shall, within tive days after said 
election, make out duplicate statements of the number of votes in their respect- 
ive counties for ratifying and rejecting, and shall forward by mail one of said 
certificates to the Governor, one to the Secretary of State, and shall likewise de- 
posit one with the Clerk of the County Court. It shall be duty of said several 
clerks carefully to examine the said poU-books, and forthwith to certify to the 
Secretary of State a full, true, and perfect statement of the number of votes 
taken for and against the Constitution, as appears from the poll-books filed in 
their office. Should said returning officer, or any of them, fail to make return 
in due time as above directed, the Secretary of State shall then be authorized to 
dispatch a special messenger for the purpose of obtaining a certified copy of the 
result of said election. 

III. Ordered, That upon the receipt of said returns, it shall be duty of the 
Governor, Secretary of State, and any one of the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
or any two of the said named officers, to compare the votes given in said elec- 
tion for the ratification and rejection of the amended Constitution ; and if it 
shall appear from said returns that a majority of all the votes given in said elec- 
tion is for ratifying the amended Constitution, then it shall be the duty of the 
Governor forthwith to make proclamation of that fact, and thenceforth this 
amended Constitution shall be ordained and established as the Constitution of 
the State of Tennessee. It shall be, moreover, the duty of the Governor, in 
and by said proclamation, to command the Sherifis and other officers directed 
by law to hoM and superintend elections, to open the polls of elections at the 
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places of holding elections for members of the General Assembly in their re* 

spectivc counties on the first Thursday in August, one thousand ci^lit hundred 
and thirly-five, for the purpose of electiiifj a Governor and for tlie election of 
Senators and Representatives to the General A>.>cml>ly of \\us State fr. sm the 
several diMricts and counties, as mentioned and described an this ordinance, at 
which time and places elections shall be also held for members of Congress, and 
said officers shall make retam of said elections under the same rules and regu- 
lations as are now required by the existing laws ; and it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of State to record the returns made from each county or districti 
and the result of said election in a bound book to be preserved in his office. 

IV. t/ /urtker ordered. That if any Sheriff or other acting officer shall fail 

within the time jircscrihed by thi> ordinance to discharge any of the duties hereby 
required, such Sheriff or other returning dfTicer so failing as afore^aiii shall for- 
feit and pay the sum of hve thousand dollars, to be recovered by action of debt 
in any of the courts of record in Ibis State, to be sued for in the name of the 
GoTemor for the use and benefit of the common schools. 

v. £fit furOur ordered. That until the first enumeration and apportionment 
of representation an one thousand eight hundred and forty-one, as directed by 
the amended Constitution, the foltowang districts shall be formed, each of which 

shall elect one Senator, and the polls of election shall be compared at the sev- 
eral places herein mentioned on the first Monday succeeding the day of election, 

to wit : 

The counties of Carter, Sullivan, and Washington shall form one district, and 
the polls shall be compared in the town of jonesliorough. 

The counties of Greene and Hawkins shall compose one district, and the polls 
shall be compared in the town of Greeneville. 

The counties of Cocke, Sevier, Jefferson, and Hlount shall form one district, 
and the polls shall he compared in the town of Sevicrville. 

The counties of Grainger, Claihorne, Campbell, Anderson, and Morgan shall 
compose one district, and the polls shall be compared at the house of Robert 
Glenn, Esq., in Campbell County. 

The counties of Knox and Roane shall form one district, and the polls shall 
be compared at Campbell's Station. 

The counties of Monroe and McMinn shall compose One district, and the polls 
shall i'e comjiared In (he town of A(lien<;. 

'l"hc counties of Khca, Hledsoc, Marion, and Hamilton shall compose one dis- 
trict, and the polls shall be compared at the town of Dallas. 

The counties of Warren and Franklin diall compose <me district, and the polls 
shall be compared at Hillsborough. 

The counties of Overton, Jackson, Fentress, and White shall compose one 
district, and the polls shall be compared at Livingston. 

The counties of Lincoln and Giles shall compose one district, and the polls 
shall be compared at the house of John Kennedy. 

The counties of Smith and Sumner shall compose one district, and the polls 
ahall be compared at Hartstrille.

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The county of Bedford shall compose one district, aad the polls shall be com- 
pared at Shelhyvi!le.

The Constitution of 1834 was framed by a convention which met at Nashville 
May 19, 1834, and adjourned AugHst 30^ 1834; was ratified by the people on 
March 5 and 6, 183$, by vote of 43,666 for to 17,691 against. 



AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 

OF 1834. 



ARTICLE VL 

Sbction 3. The Judges of the Supreme Court shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of the State at large, and the Judges of siuh inferior courts as the 
Legislature may establish shall be elected by the qualified voters residing within 

the bounds of any district or circuit to which such inferior Judge or Judges, 
either of law or eqiiity, may be rts<;ij^ned, by ballot, in the same mantier that 
members of the General A>>ciul'ly are elected. Courts may he eslablishcd to 
be holden by Justices of the Peace. Judges of the Supreme Court shall be 
thirty-five years of age, and shall be elected for tlw term of eight years. 

Sec. 4. The Judges of such inferior courts as the Legtslature may establish 
shall be thirty years of age, and shall be elected for the term of eight years. 

Sec. 5. An Attorney-general for the State shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the State Inrcje, and the Attrinicy for ihe State for any circuit or 
di<>trict to which a JuUgc of an inferior court may be assigned shall be elected 
by the qualified voters within the bounds of such district or circuit in the same 
manner that members of the General Assembly are elected ; all said Attorneys, 
both for the State and circuit or district, shall bold their office for the term of 
six years. In all cases where the Attorney for m l i-trict fails or refuses to at- 
tend and prosecute nccording to law, the court shnll li:ive power to appoint an 
Attorney pro tempore. The Legislature shall ;i]>|)<iint a day for holding the elec- 
tion of Judges and Attorneys-general separate and apart from the day already 
prescribed or hereafter to be prescribed by the Legislature for holding the elec- 
tions for State and county officers. <Ratified 1853.) 

At a convention held at Nashville, assembled January 9, 1S6-, ? : 1 adjourned 
January 26, 1S65, the following amendments were made to the Constitution of 
1834, and were ratified by vote of the people February aa, 1865, of ai,l04 votes 
for and 40 votes against, to wit: 
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ARTICLE I. 

Section i. That slavery and involuntary servitude, except ns a punishment 
for crime whereof the party shall have l>ccn duly convicted, are hereby forever 
aboli&hed and prohibited throughout the State. 

Sec. 3. The Legislature shall make no law recognuing the right of property 
in man. 

SCHEDULE. 

Section i. Section thirty-one of the second article of the Constitution, which 
is a» follows: '*The General Assembly shall have no power to pass taws for the 
emancipation of slaves without the consent of their owner or owners," is hereby 
alMogated. 

Sec. 2. "The declaration of independence and ordinance diNsoIving the Fed- 
eral relations hetwccti thpStnte nf Tennessee and the Unitcil States of America," 
passed and promulgAled by the I>egislature of 'I\'in»cs->ce on ihc sixth day of .May, 
1861, by which the State was declared separated from the Fctlcral Union, and 
all laws and ordinances l)y which Tennessee became a member of the Federal 
Union annulled and abrc^ted, was in like manner an act of treason and ttsnrpa» 
tion, nnconstittttional, null, and void. 

Sec. 3. The convention, agreement, and military leagues entered into by the 
commissionci s of tlie sn-cn^led Confederate States nf America, made May 7, 
1861, and oil the same day ratitied and conhrmed by the Legislature, was an act 
of treason, usurpation, nnconstitutional, null, and void. 

Sec. 4. No statute of limitations shall be held to operate from and after the 
sixth day of May, 1861, until such time hereafter as the Legislature may pre- 
scribe, nor shall any writ of error be refused or abated in any cause, or suit de- 
cided since the sixth day of May, 1861, and prior \u this time, by reason of any 
lapse of time; and in all actions for torts lironj^'lit, "r which may hereafter be 
brought in, the courts of this State by aiiachnicni levied upon the property of 
the defendant, the court shall have power to proceed to judgment and collection 
of the same as upon contracts, without personal service of process upon the 
defendant, until the Legislature may see fit to change the law in such cases. 

Sec. 5. All laws and ordinances and resoluti<ms, as well as all acts done in 
pur'^uance tlieri of, uiuler the authority of the usurped State government after the 
declared independence of the State of Tennessee, on or after the sixth day of May, 
1861, were unconstitutional, null, and void from the beginning ; Pn&id^^ That 
this section shall not be construed as to aflfect any judicial decisions made by the 
State courts held at times differing from those provided by law prior to May 6, 
1861; said judicial decisions being made pursuant tO the laws of the State of 
Tennessee enacterl previous to said date, and between parties present in court 
and litigating their rights. 

Sec. 6. All laws, ordinances, and resolutions of the usurped State govern- 
ment, passed on or after the sixth day of May, 1861, providing for the issuance of 
State bonds, also all notes of the Bank of Tennessee, or any of its branches, 
issued on or after the sixth day of May, 1861, and all debts created or contracted 
in the name of the State by said authority, are unconstitutional, null, and void ; 
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and no Legislature shall hereafter have power to pass any act authorizing the 
payment of said bonds or debts, or providing for the redemption of said notes. 
Sec. 7. All civil and military officers which have been or may hereafter be ap* 

pointed by the acting Governor of the State are hereby ratified and affirmed, 
and they shnl! continue to hold and exercise the functions of their respective 
offices until tlieir Kviccessor>i shall he elected or appointed And qualtlied as by the 
laws and Constitution of the Slate and United States. 

Sic. 8. That the proposed amendments to the Constitntton and the Schednle 
thereto be submitted to the people at the baUot^box on the twenty-second day of 
February next, and that upon the adoption thereof by the people, an election 
shall be held on the fourth day of Match next for Governor and members of the 
Legislature, the latter to be voted for by general ticket, upon the basts pre- 
sw;ril)C<I in the act apportioning representation in the State, passed on tlic nine- 
teenth day of February, 1852, to assemble at the capitol on the hrst Monday in 
April next, said oihcers to continue in office until their successors shall be elected 
and quaU6ed under the regular biennial election of 1867; Prmfiiei^ That said 
apportionment be SO modified as to give to the counties of Johnson, Carter, 
Cani]ibell, Anderson, Union, Sevier, Macon, nnd Hancock each one member; 
and the district composed of the counties of Fentress, Morgan, Scott, and Cum^> 
berland one adiiitional member in the House of Representatives. 

Sec. 9. The qualifications of voters and the limitation of the elective franchise 
may be determined by the General Assembly which shall fint assemble under 
the amended Constitution. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Kesohed, That at tlie election in February those in favor of the foregoing 
amendments and Schedule shall deposit a ballot, on which shall be written 
"Ratification," and those who are opposed shall deposit a ballot on which shall 

be written ••Rejection." 

Resohtd^ That when the above amendments to the Constitution of the State 
of Tennessee shall be submitted to the people of the State for their ratification 
or rejection, and at the 5rst election held under said Constitution as amended, 
if ratified by the people, no person shall be permitted to vote unless he first take 
the following oath at the polls ; and the name of each voter shall be written upon 
the back of his ticket, and it shall be the duty of the judges and clerks of said 
election to preserve said tickets, and 6Ie them with the Clerks of the County 
Courts of their respective counties for future reference; Prn'ided, That this oath 
shall not be required of the citizen-, who are well known to the judpes to liavc 
been unconditional Uniun men; Pr&t-idtd also. Thai voters otherwise qualified 
may vote within any county of the State, and, if in the military service, where- 
ever they may be on the day of election ; and that the commanding officer of 
each regiment, battalion, detachment, battery, or hospital Is empowered to h(dd 
such election : 

Oatu. 

I solemnly swear that I will henceforth support the Constitution of the United 
States, and defend it against the assaults of all enemies ; that I am an active 
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friend of the (.lovernment of the United States, and the enemy of the so-called 
Confederate Slates; that 1 ardently desire the suppression of the present rebel- 
lion against the Govennnent of the United States; that I sincerely rejoice in the 
triamph of the armies and navies of the United States, and in the defeat and 
overthrow of the armies, navies, and of all aimed combinations in the so-called 
Confederate State>; tliat I will cordially oppose all armisticci nr ncf^ntiatioii'; for 
peace w ith rebels in arms until the Constitution of the United States, and all 
laws and proclamations made in pursuance thereof, shall be established over all 
the people of every State and Territory embraced within the National Union; 
and that I will heartily aid and assist the loyal people in whatever measures may 
be adopted for the attainment of those ends; and, f«rther» that I take this oath 
freely and voluntarily, and without mental reservation; so help me God ! 

Res0k(J, That the returns of the elrrtion shall be made to the Secretary of 
State, and the result Ije declared by the proclamation of llie actinjj ftovcrnor. 

Rtsohftd^ That the convention do nominate and oHer to the people a candidate 
for Governor, and that the delegates from the several senatorial and representa- 
tive districts be requested to nominate and present to the convention candidates 
for their respective districts to be placed upon the general legislative ticket; 
Pro7-ided, If the Union people of any district shall desire to make another select 
tion, that they have the opportunity to do so. 

Hesoh'td, That it shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to lili all va- 
cancics that may occur vta the list of candidates and officers for holding elections 
solicited by the convention* 

Rathed^ That the names of such as may be selected shall be forwarded to the 
chairman at Nashville on or before the tenth day of February next» when the 
chairman shall publish the complete list in the papers of the State. 



Note* — ^The convention that proposed the foregoing amendments to the Con* 
Stttttticm of 1834 was not composed of delegates elected by the people of the 

respective counties of the State, but was a mass-meeting of the ♦* Union men " 
of the State. Gnvernra Andrew Johnson, then actitii; as military fioveruor, 
took the position that this convention, under the power inherent in the people, 
had the right to submit any change in the organic law, and that such change be- 
ing submitted in this way, when ratified by a vote of the people, became a part 
of the organic law. That opinion prevailed in the convention, and the amend- 
ments then adopted became a part of the Constitution of 1834, and were, as 
such, acquiesced in until the Constitution of 1870 was adopted.

The following is Chapter i, Acts of second extra se>>ion of the Thirty-third 
General Assembly, "to submit to a vote of the people an urdinance dissolving 
Tennessee's relations irith the Union/' passed May 6, t86i : 

CHAPTER I. 

An Act to Submit to a Vote of thb Peopuc a Declaration of Ini»> 

PBNDBNCB, AND FOR OtHBR PvRPQSBS. 

Sbction I. BtHnuuUdfyOit Gtnmtl AtsmUy pf Ae SMe if Ttmrnessttt That 
immedintely after the passage of this act the Governor of this State shall, hj 

proclamation, direct the Sheriffs of the several covnties of this State to open 

and hold an election at the various voting precincts in their respective 
countie> on the eighth day of June, iS6i ; tlial said Sheriff's, or in the absence 
of the Sheriffs the Coroner of the county, shall immediately advertise the elec- 
tion contemplated by this act; that said Sheriffs appoint a deputy to hold said 
dection for each voting precinct, and that said deputy appoint three judges and 
two clerks for each precinct ; and if no oihcer shall, from any cause, attend any 
voting precinct to open and hold said election, then any Justice of the Peace, 
or in the absence of any Justice of the Peace, any respectable freeholtirr, may 
appoint an uUVcer, judges, and clerks to open and hold said election. Said 
officers, judges, and clerks shall be s%vorn as now required by law, and who, 
• after being so sworn, shall open and hold an election, open and close at the 
time of day and in the manner now required by law in elections for members of 
the General Assembly. 

Sec. 2. Be it further cuacted. That at said election the following declaration 
shall be sidunitted to a vote of the qualified voters of the State of Tennessee 
for their ratification or rejection : 

'♦DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCK AN!) ORDINANCE DISSOLVING THE FEDERAL 
RELATIONS BETWK£N TH£ STATE OF TEXN&SSEE AND THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA. 

••/•Vrj/.— We, the people of the State of Tennessee, waiving any expression of 
opinion as to the abstract dociiiue of secession, but asserting the right, as a free 
and independent people, to alter, reform, or abolish our form of government in 
such manner as we think proper, do ordain and declare that all the laws and 
ordinances by which the State of Tennessee became a member of the Federal 
Union of the United States of America are hereby abrogated and annulled, and 
that all oljli|;ations on our part be withdrawn therefrom; and we lio hereby re- 
sume ail the rights, functions, and powers which, by any of said laws and ordi- 
nances, were conveyed to the Government of the United States, and absolve 
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ourselves from all the obligations, rc^iraint>, nnd duties incurred thereto; and 
do hereby henceforth become a free, sovereign, and independent State. 

**SeetHd»^W9 furthermore dedare and ordain that Article X., Sections i and 2, 
of the Constitution of the State of Tennessee, which requires members of the 

General Assembly and all oflRcors, civil and military, to take an oath to support 
the Constitution of the United State?;, be, and the same are licreliy, abrogated 
and annulled; and all parts of the Constitution of the State of Tennessee mak- 
ing citizenship of the United States a quaiitication for othce, and recognizing the 
Constitution of the United States as the supreme law of this State are in like 
manner abrogated and annulled. 

" TAird. — We furthermore ordain and declare that all rights acquired and vested 
under the Constitution of the United States, or under any act of Congress passed 
in pursuance thereof, or under any laws of this State, and not incompatible with 
^hi^ ordinance, <lial! remain in force and have the same ctieci as if this ordi- 
nance had nut been passed." 

Sec. 3. Be it furHkerttmcUd, That said election dutU be by ballot; that those 
Toting for the declaration and ordinance shall have written or printed on their 
ballots <* Separation," and those voting against it sh.nll have written or printed 
on their ballots "No <sCparatTnn ; " tliat the clerks holding said election >hall 
keep roj^ular scrolls of the voters as iu>\v required by law in the cic lion of mem- 
bers to the General Assembly; that the clerks and judges shall certify the same, 
with the number of votes for "Separation," and the number of votes "No sepa- 
ration.*' The officer holding the election shall return the same to the Sheriff of 
the county, at the county seat, on the Monday next after the election. The 
Sheriff shall immediately make out, certify, and send to the Governor the num- 
ber of vote«: polled, and the number of votes for "Separation," and the nvimber 
" No sej)aration," and file one of ihe original scrolls with the Clerk of the 
County Court; that upon comparing the vote by the Governor, in the office of 
the Secretary of State— which shall be at least by the twentyfourth day of 
June, 1861, and may be sooner if the returns are all received by the Governor — 
if a majority of the votes polled shall be for "Separation," the Governor shall 
by hi> jiioclaniation make it known, and declare all connection by the State of 
Tcnne>>ec with the Federal Union di<;=;olved, and that Tennessee is a free, inde- 
pendent Government — free from all obligation to or connection with ll»e Federal 
Government. And that the Governor shall cause "the vote by counties'* to be 
published, the number for ** Separation," and the number **No separation," 
whether a majority vote for "Separation" or "No separation." 

Sbc. 4. Be it ftariktr enact fd. That in the election to be held under the provls* 
ions of this act, upon the declaration submitted to tlie i>eople, all volunteers and 
other perMuis connected with the service of thi> State, 'lualihed to vote for 
members of the Legislature in the counties where they reside, shall be entitled 
to vote in any county in the State where they may be in active service, or under 
orders, or on parole at the time of said election ; and all other voters shall vote in 
the county where they reside, as now required by law in voting for members to the 
General Assembly. 

Sec. 5. Bt it/urtker enacted^ That at the same time, and under the rules and 
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F^vlatiotu prescribed for the election hereinbefore ordered, the following ordi> 
nance shall be submitted to the popular vote, to wit:

Be it furUmmachd^ Thai those in £svor of the adoption of said Pro- 
visional Constitution, and thereby securing to Tennessee equal representation 
in the deliberations and councils of the Confederate Stales shall have wr-ltrn or 
printed on their ballots the word *' Representation ; " those opposed, the words 
**No Representation." 

Sec. 7. Be U furiker tntuted^ That in the event the people shall adopt the 
Constitution of the Provisional Government of the Confederate States at the 
election herein ordered, it shall be the duty of the Governor forthwith to issue 
writs of election for delegates to represent the State of Tennessee in said Provis- 
ional Government; that the State shall lie represented by as many delegates as it 
was entitled to members of Congress to recent Congress of the United States of 
America, who shall be elected from the several congressional districts as now 
established by law, in the mode and manner now prescribed for the election of 
members of the Congress of the United States.

CONVENTION WITH CONFEDERACY. 



By virtue of joint resolution of the General Assembly adopted May 1, 1861, 
Governor Isham G. Harris appointed Gustavus A. Henry, of Montgomery 
County, Archibald O. W. Totten, of Madison County, and Washington Barrow, 
of I^vidson County, commissioners of Tennessee to enter into a military league 
with the Confederate Slates, They met Hon. Henry W. Hilliard, the accred- 
ited representative of the Confederate States, at Nashville, May 7, l86l, and 
entered into the following agreement, to wit: 
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Convention Between the State of Tknnksseb and the Confederate 

Staies of America. 

The State of Tennessee, looking to a speedy admii»ion into the Confederacy 
Cf-tahli^he?! hy the Confederate States of America, in accordance with the Con- 
stitutinn fur the l'tovi.%ioiuil Government of said States, enters into the loilow- 
ing temporary convention, agreement, and military league with the Confederate 
States, for th« pttrpose of meeting pressing exigencies affecting the common 
rights, interests, and safety of said Sutes ^nd said Confederacy. 

Fvrst, — Until the said State shall become a member of said Confederacy ac- 
cording: to the Con^tituti'iii nf 1>oth powers, the wholt- military force, an-l mili- 
tary Dpcirttions, offensive and defensive, of said State, in the impending conflict 
with the United States, shall be under the chief control ;inU Uirccliun of the 
President of the Confederate States, upon the same basis, principles, and foot* 
ing as if said State were now, jmd during the interval, a member of said Con- 
federacy, said force, together with that of the Confederate States, to be em- 
ployed for the common deftuise* 

Second. ~~'X\\^ State of Tennessee will, upon becoming a member of said Con- 
federacy under the pcrmnnent C oii>titiil]on of saifl Confederate Slate-*, if the 
itanie shall occur, turn over to saitl Confederate States, all the public property 
ncqnired from the United States, on the same terms and in the same manner as 
the other Stales of said Confederacy have done in like cases. 

Jii/r^.— Whate% er expenditures of money, if any, the said State of Tenne>see 
shall make before she becomes a member of said Confederacy, shall be met and 
provided for hy the Confederate States. 

This convention, entered into and agreed in the city of Nashville, Tennessee, 
on the seventh day of May, A.D., 1861, by Henry \V. Hilliard, the duly author- 
ised commissioner to act in the matter of the Confederate States, and Gustavus 
A* Henry, Archibald O. W. Totlen, and Washington Barrow, commissioners 
duly authorised to act in like manner for the State of Tennessee — the whole sub- 
ject to the approval and ratification of the proper authorities of both Govern- 
ments, respectively. 

In testimony whereof, the parties aforesaid have herewith iict their hands and 
Jeal^ the day and year aforesaid, in duplicate originals.

THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE. 

IX CONGKMS, JVLV 4, 1776. 



Tk* Unanimnu I>«tlarati«n 0/ tfu Thirtetn. Umittd StaUt ^ AmtHea : 

When, in the coarse of human events, it becomes necessary for one people to 
dissolve the political bands which have connected them with another, and to as-^ 
snme among the powers of the earth the separate and eq^ual station to which 

thelawsof nature and of nature's God entitle them, a decent respect to the opin- 
ion;: of mankind requires that they should declare the causes which impel them 

to the sepnrntion. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident: That all men arc created equal; that 
they are endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable rights \ that among 
these are life, liberty, and the pursnit of happiness; that, to secure these rights, 
governments are instituted among men, deriving their jo«t powers from the con- 

sent of the governed ; that, whenever nny form of f^overnment becomes destruc- 
tive of these eii<is, it \^ the right of the people to niter ur abolish it, nnd to 
, institute a new government, laying its foundation on such principles, and organ- 
ising its powers in such form as to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that governments long 
established should not be changed for light and transient causes; and, accord- 
ingly, all expcrieiue hath shown that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while 
evils are sufferable, than to ripht them«;elves by nbi^lishinfj the forms to which 
they are accustomed. But when a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursu- 
ing invariably tlie same object, evinces a design to reduce them under absolute 
despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off such government and to 
provide new guards for their future security. 

Such has been the patient sufTemnce i>r these colonies, and such is now the 
necessity which constrains them to alter their former systems of government. 
The history of the present king of Great Britain is a history of repeated injuries 
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and u>urpation.N, all having in direct object the establishment of an absolute 
tjrraQny over the«e States. To prove this, let facts be submitted to a candid 
irorld: 

He has refused his assent to laws the most wholesome and necessary for the 

■public good. 

He has forbidden hi*; Governors to pas<: laws of innncdiate and prc^^iing im- 
portance, unles.s su.spendtfd in their operations till his assent should be obtained, 
and, when so suspended, he has utterly neglected to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other laws for the accommodation of large districts of 
people, unless those people would relinquish the right of representation in the 
Legislature, a right inestimable to them, and formidable to tyrants only. 

He has called together lep^islativc bodies at places tinusual, uncomfortable, and 
di>tant from the depoiitury uf their public records, for the sole purpose of fa- 
tiguing them into compliance with his measures. 

He has dissolved representative honsM repeatedly, for opposing with manly 
firmness his invasions on the rights of the people. 

He has refu^ed, for a long time after such dissolutions, to cause others to be 
elected, whercl)y ilic lt{,'i>!.itive powers, incapnble of annihilation, have returned 
to the people at large for their exerci'^e, the State remaining in the meantime 
exposed to all the dangers of invasion from without and convulsions within. 

He has endeavored to prevent the population of these States, for that pur- 
pose obstructing the laws for the naturalisation of foreigners, refusing to pass 
others to encourage their migration hither, and raising the conditions of new 
appropriations of lands. 

He has obstructed the a Itninistraiion of justice by refusing his assent to laws 
for cstablishiiif,' judiciary powers. 

He has made Judges dependent on his will alone fur the tenure of their ofhces, 
and the amount and payment of their salaries. 

He has erected a mnltitude of new offices, and sent thither swarms of officers 
to hnrrass our people and eat out their substance. 

He has kept among us, in times of peace, standing armies, without the con- 
sent of r.ijr I.pf^islature. 

He has affected to render the military independent of and superior to the civil 
power. 

He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdiction foreign to our 
Constitution and unacknowledged by our laws, giving his assent to their acts of 

pretended legislation. 

F"'r i-niartering large Itoilie'? of arrncd troop« among us. 

For protecting them, hy a mock trial. rr<uii punishment for any murders which 
they should commit on the inhabitants of these States. 

For cutting off our trade with all parts of the world. 

For imposing taxes on us without our consent. 

For depriving us, in many cases, of the benefits of trial by jury. 

For transporting us beyond seas to be tried for pretended offenses. 

For aholishinj^ the free sy-tem of English laws in a neighboring jsrovince, es- 
t^iblishing therein an arbitrary governuieut, and enlarging its boundaries so as 
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to render ii at once an example and fit instrument for introducing the same ab- 
solute rule into these colonies. 

For taking away our charters, abolbhing our most valuable laws* and alterU^ 

fundamentally the forms of our povemments. 

For suspending our own Legislatures, and declaring themselves invested with 
power to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever. 

He has abdicated government here, by declaring vs out of his protection and 
waging war against us. 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged our coasts, burnt onr towns, and destroyed 
the lives of our people. 

He i-; at this time trans|H>rting large armies of foreign mercenarie"; to complete 
the \vork> of death, doohiiion, and tyranny nlrcndy hepun with circuni-siances 
of cruelly and pertidy scarcely parallel in the nioi>t barbarous ages, and totally 
unworthy the bead of a civilised nation. 

He has constrained our fellow-citisens, taken captive on the high seas, to bear 
arms against tluir country, to become the executioners of their friends and 
brethren, or to fall themselves l>y their hands. 

He has excite<l domestic insurrections nmonj^ xi-, and has endeavored to bring 
ou the inhabitants of uur frontier the merctless Indian savage:^, whose known 
rule of warfare is an undistinguished desuuction of all ages, sexes, and condi- 
tions. 

In every stage of these oppressions we have petitioned for redress in the most 
humble terms. Our repeated petitions have been answered only by repeated 
injury. A prince whose character is thus marked by every act which may define 
a tyrant, is unfit to be the ruler of a free people. 

Nor have we been wanting in attentions to our British brethren. We have 

warned them, from time to time, of attempts by their Legislature to extend an 
unwarrantable jurisdiction over us, we have reminded them of the circum- 
stances of our emigration and settlement here, V,e have appealed to their 
native justice and magnanimity, and we have conjured them by the ties of our 
common kindred to disavow these usurpations, which would inevitably interrupt 
our connection and correspondence. They, too, have been deaf to the voice of 
justice and connnguinity. We must, therefore, acquiesce in the necessity which 
denounces our separation, and hold Ihem, as we hold the rest of mankind — 
enemies in war; in i><T,;e, friends. 

We, therefore. t!ic rcprestntali vcs uf the United Slatc*^ of America in L;onei il 
Congress asseniiilecl, ajjjaaiing to the Supreme Judge of the wurld fui ilic recti- 
tude of our intentions, do, in the name and by the authority of tlie good people of 
these colonies, solemnly publish and declare that these united colonies are, and 
of right ought to be, free and independent State> : that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the IJriiish Crown, and that all i>olitical connection between 
them nnrl the State of Circat Britain is, and oiipht to be, totally dissoHxil ; :ind 
that, as free and independent States, ihcy have iull power to levy war, conclude 
peace, contract alliances, establidh commerce, and to do all other acts and things 
which independent States may of right do. And for the support of this declara- 
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tioii» with a firm leliuioe on the proleetion of Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to eadi other our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honor.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES OF 

AMERICA. 



PREAMBLE. 

We, the people of the United Stales, in order to form a more perfect union, es- 
tablish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, provide for the common ilcfensc, 
promote the general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves 
and ovr posterity, do ordain and establish this Ccmstittttion for the United 
States of America. 

ARTICLE L 
Of thk Lki;isi ative Pr.wKR. 

Section i. All legislmive powers herein granted shall be vested in a Congress 
of the United States, which .shall consist of a Senate and House of Representa- 
tives* 

Sec. 3. The House of Representatives shall be composed of members chosen 
every second year by the people of the several States, and the electors in each 

State shall have the qualifications requisite for electors of the -most numerous 

branch of the State Lejjislature. 

Nu pei->ua shall be a Representative who shall not have attained to the age of 
twenty-tive years, and been seven years a citizen of the United States, and who 
shall not» when elected, be an inhabitant of the State in which he shall be 
chosen. Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned among the sev- 
eral States which may be included within thi-. Union, according to their respect* 
ive number, which ^hall be determined by adding to the w hole number of free 
persons, includinL; those bound to service for a term of years, and excludiog 
Indians not taxed, three-tifths of all other persons. 

The actual enumeration shall be made within three years after the first meet> 
ing of the Congress of the United States* and within every subsequent term of 
ten yean« in such manner as they shall by law direct. The number of Repre> 
sentatives shall not exceed one for every thirty thousand, but each Slate shall 
have at least one Representative; and until such enumeration shall be made the 
State of New Hampshire shall be entitled to choose three, Massachusetts eight, 
Rhode Island and Providence Plantation one, Connecticut five. New York six. 
New Jersey four, Pennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virginia ten. 
North Carolina five. South Carolina five, and Georgia three. 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any State, the executive 
authority thereof shall issue writs of election to fill «:uch vacancies. 

The H<)u>e of Representatives shall choose their Speaker and other ofi»cer», 
and shall have the sole power of impeachment. 

Sec. 3. The Senate of the United States shaU be composed of two Senators 
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from each State, cho^^n by the Legislature thereof for six years, and each Sena- 
tor shall have i)ne vote. 

ImroecUai.ciy after they shall be as«>einbled, in consequence of the first election, 
tbey shall be divided as equally as may be into three classes. The seats of the 
Senators of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year, 
of the second class at the expiration of the fourth year, and of the third class at 
the expiration of the sixth year, so that one-third may be chosen every second 
year; and if vacancie> happen, by resignaiiim or uilicrwise, during the rece<=; of 
the Legislature of any State the executive thereof may make temporary appoint- 
m^ts tintil the next meeting of the Legidatnre, whieh shaR then fill snch vacan- 
cies. No person shall be a Senator who shall not have attained to the age of 
thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of the United States, and who shall 
not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State for which he shall be chosen. 

The Vice-president of the United States shall be President of the Senate, but 
shall have no vote unless they be equally divided. 

The Senate shall choose their other officers, and also a President pro tempore^ 
in the absence of the Vice-president, or when he shall exercise the office of Pres- 
ident of the United States. 

The Senate shall have the power to try all impeach nunts. When sitting for 
that purpo'se, they shall he on oath or affirmation. When the I'residcnt of the 
Uniteil States is tried, the Chief Justice shall preside; and no person shall be 
convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present. 

Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further than to removal 
from office and disqualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, trust, or 
profit under the United States; bnt the party convicted shall, nevertheless, be 
liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment, and punishment according to 
law. 

Sec. 4. The times, places, and manner rif hohling eleclinns for Senators and 
Representatives shall be presciibed in each State by the Legislature thereof; but 
the Congress may at any time, by law, make or alter such regulationsi except as 
to places of choosing Senators. The Congress shall assemble at least once in 
every year, and such meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, unless 
they shall, l)y law, appoint a different day. 

Sk<:. 5. Kach Hou-e shall he judge of the elections, return^, and i|ualitications 
of its own members, and a majority of each shall constitute a quorum to do busi- 
ness ; but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may be author- 
ised to compel the attendance of absent members in such manner and under 
such penalties as each House may provide. 

Each House may determine the rule of its proceedings, and punish its mem- 
ber > for disorderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a 

member. 

Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from time to time 
publish the same, excepting such parts as may in their judgment require secrecy ; 
and the yeas and nays of the members of either House on any question shall, at 
the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the journal. 

Neither House, during the session of Congress, shall, without the consent of 

8 
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th« other, adjourn for more than three d&ys, nor to any other piece than that in 
which the two Houses shall be tittin^. 

Skc. 6. The Senator*; and Representntives shnll receive n compensation for 
their services, to be ascertained by law, and paid out of the treasury of the 
United States. They !>hall, in ali cases except treason, felony, and breach of 
the peace, be privileged from arrest during their attendance at the sessions of 
their respective Houses, and in going to and retnming from the same ; and for 
any speech or debate in either House they shall not be questimied in any other 
place. 

No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for which he was elected, 
be appointed to any civil office under the authority of the United States, which 
shall have been created or the emoluments whereof shall have Itecn increased 
during such time^ and no person holding any ofhce under the United States 
shall be a member of either House daring his continuance in office. 

Sec. 7. All bills for raising revenue shaU originate in the House of Repr^ 
sentatives ; but the Senate may propose or concur with amendmoits as on other 
bills. 

Every bill which shall have passed the House of Representatives and the Sen- 
ate shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the President of the United 
States. If he approves, he shall sign it, but if not, he shall return it, with his 
objections, to that liou^ie in which it shall have originated, who shall enter the 
objections at large on their journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after such 
reconsideration, two>thirds of that House shall agree to pass the bill, it shall he 
sent, together with the objections, to the other House, by which it shall like- 
wise be reconsidered ; and if approved by two-thirds of that House, it shall be- 
come a law. But in all such cases the votes of both Houses shall he determined 
by yeas and nays, and the names of the persons voting for and against the bill 
shall be entered on the journal of each House respectively. If any bill shall 
not be returned by the Pre»d«»t within ten days (Sunday s excepted) after it has 
been presented to him, the same diall be a law, in like manner as if he had 
signed it, unless the Congress, by their adjournment, prevent its return, in which 
case it shall not be a law. 

Every order, resolution, or vote to which the concurrence of the Senate and 
House of Representatives may be necessary (except on the question of adjourn- 
ment), shall be presented to the President of the United States, and before the 
same shall take effect shall be approved by him, or, being disapproved by him, 
diall be repassed by two-thirds of the S«iate and House of Representatives, 
according to the rules and limitations prescribed In the case of a bill. 

Sbc. S, The Congress shall have power — 

To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises ; to pay the debts and 

provide for the common defense and general welfare of the United States; hut 
all duties, imposts, and excises shall be uniform throughout the United States; 
To borrow money on the credit of the United States ; 

To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the several States, and 
among the Indian tribes ; 
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To establish a uttiform rule of natnralixatioB, and naiform laws on the sttb" 
ject of bankruptcies throughoot the United States; 

To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin, and to fix the 

standard of weights and measures; 

To provi<ie for the puni&bment of countexfeiting the securities and current 
coin of the United States; 

To establish post-oftces and post*Toads ; 

To promote the progress of science and useful arts by securing for limited 
times to authors and inventors the exclusive right to their respective writings 

and discoveries ; 

To constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme Onirt; 

To define nntl jnniish }>iracie> and felonies committed on the high seas, and 
offenses against ilie law of nations; 

^ To decUre war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make rules concern- 
ing captures on land and water; 
To raise and support armies; but no appropriation of money to that use shall 

be for a longer term than two years; 
To provide uid niaiutani a navy; 

To make rules for the government and regulation uf land and naval forces ; 

To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws of the Union, hup- 
press insurrections, and repel invasions ; 

To provide for organising, arming, and disciplining the militia, and for gov- 
erning such part of them as may be employed in the service of the United 
Stales, reserving to the States re*%pcctively the apjioint merit of the i fTnx'rs and 
the authority of training the militia according to the discipline prei>cribed by 
Congress ; 

To exercise exclusive legislation, in all cases whatsoever, over such district 
(not exceeding ten miles square), as may, by cession of particular States and the 
acceptance of Congress, become the seat of the Government of the United 

States, and to exercise like autlioiity nver all places purchased by the consent of 
the Legi-Iaiure of the State in which the same shall be, for the erection of forts, 
magazines, arsenals, dock-yards, and other needful buildings; and 

To make all laws which shall be necessary and proper for carrying into execu- 
tion the foregoing powers, and all other powers vested by this Constitution in 
the Government of the United States, or in any department or office thereof. 

Sic. 9* "^^c migration or importation of such persons as any of the States 
now existintj ^hall think proper to admit shall not be jirohihifed l»y the Conf^ress 
prior to the year one thou>and eight Inuulrcd ami eight ; but a tax or duly may 
be imposed on such imporlaiion not exceeding ten dollars for each person. 

The privilege of the writ of JMtat twptu shall not be suspended unless when, 
in cases of rebellion and invasion, the public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex poUfaeto law shall be passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax shall be lai<l unless in proportion to the 
census or enumeration hereinafter directed to be taken. 

No tax or duty <iihall be laid on articles exported from any State. No prefer- 
ence shall be given by any legulalion of commerce or revenue to the ports of 
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one State over those of another; nor shall vessels bound to or from one State be 
obliged to «nt«r, clear, or pay duties in ABoUter, 

No money shall be drawn from the treasnrj bat in consequence of appropria- 
tions made bylaw; and a r^ular statement and account of the receipts and 

expenfUtiires of all public moncy<^ shall be published fnnn time (o time. 

No title of nobility >-halI l)c granted by the United Stales, and no person 
holding any ofiite of protii or trust under them shall, without the consent of the 
Congress, accept any present, emolument, office* or title of anjr kind wbatever 
from any Icing, prince* or foreign state. 

Sec. la No State shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or confederation ; grant 
letters of marque and reprisal; coin money; emit bills of credit; make any 
thing but gold and silver coin a tender in payment of debts ; pa«»p any bill of 
attainder, fx fn^st facto law, or law impairing the obligation of contracts, or 
grant any title of nubility. 

No State shall, without the consent of the Congress, lay any imposts or duties 
on imports or exports, except what may be absolutdy necessary for executing 
its inspection laws; and the net produce of all dttties and imposts laid by any 

State on imports or exports shall be for the use of the treasury of the United 
States ; :ind all such laws shall be subject to the revision and control of tiie 
Congress. 

No State shall, without the consent of the Congress, lay any duty on tonnage, 
keep troops or ships of war in time of peaee^ enter into any agreement or con* 
tract with another State, or with a foreign power, or engage in war unless 
actually invaded, or in such imminent danger as will not admit of delay. 

ARTICLE II. 
Op THl EXBCVTIVB. 

Skction I. The executive power shall be vested in a President of the United 
States of America. He shall hold his office during the term of four years, and, 
tc^ether with the Vice-president chosen for the same time, be elected as follows: 

Each State nhal! ;\ppnint, in such manner as the Legislature thereof may 
direct, a number of Electoi» equal to the whole number of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives to which the State may be entitled in the Congress; but no Senator 
or Representative, or person holding an office of trust or profit under the United 
States, shall be appointed an Elector. 

The Congress may determine the time of choosing the Electon, and the day 
on which they shall give their votes, which day shall be the same throughout 
the United Stales. 

No person except a natural-born citizen, or a citizen of the United States at 
the time of the adoption of this Constitution, shall be eligible to the office of 
President ; neither shall any person be eligible to that office who shall not have 
attained to the age of thirty<five years, and been fourteen years a resident within 

the United States. 

In case of the removal of the President from office, or of his death, resigna- 
tion, or inability to discharge the powers and duties of the said office, the same 
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shall devolve on the Vice-president ; and the Congress, may, by law, provide 
for the cue of removal, death, resignation, or inability both of the President or 
Vioe-pre«dent, declaring what officer shall then act as Pinesident; and such officer 
shall act accordingly until the disability be removed, or a President shall be 

elected. The President shall, at •stated time<i, rcreivr for his services a cnmpen- 
sation, which shall neither be increa.sed nor dinunished durlnp the period for 
which he shall have been elected; and he shall not receive within that period 
any other cmohment from the United States, ur any of them* 

Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall take the following oath 
or affirmation : 

solemnly noear [or affirm\ thai I will faithfully exeaiU Ae oj^ce of President 
of thf Uniud States, and nn/l, to the best of my abUityt prtstrv*^ protect^ tutd defend 
the Constitution of the United States.** 

Sbc. 2, The President shall be commanderwin-chi^ of the army and navy <^ the 
United States, and of the militia of the several States when called into the act- 
ual service of the United States. He may require the opinion, in writing, of 

the principal officer in each of the executive departments upon any subject re- 
lating to the duties of their respective offices; and he shall have power to j^rant 
reprieves and pardon.s for utTen!>es against the United Stales, except in ca.teb of 
impeachment. He shall haVe power, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, to make treaties, provided two-thirds of the Senators present concur ; 
and he shall nominate, and, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
shall appoint ambassadors and other public ministers and consuls. Judges of the 
Supreme Court, and all other officers of the United States whose appointments 
are not herein otherwise provided for, and which shall he established by law; 
but the Congress may, by law, vest the appointment of such inferior ohicers as 
they think proper in the President alone, in the courts of Inw, or in the heads 
of departments. 

The President shall have power to fill np all vacancies that may happen dur- 
ing the recess of the Senate by granting oommisstons, which shall expire at the 
end of their next session. 

Ssc. 3. He shall from time to time give to the Congress information of the 
state of the Union, and recommend to their consideration such measures as he 
shall judge necessary and expedient. He may, on extraordinary (jcc;i>i<^ns, con- 
vene both House.s or either of them; and in case of disagreement between 
them with respect to the time of adjournment, he may adjourn them to such 
time as he shall think proper. He shall receive ambassadors and other pttblic 
ministers. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed, and shall 
commission all the officers of the United States. 

Sic. 4. The President, Vice-president, and all civil officers of the United 
States, shall be removed from ofTice on inijieachment for and conviction of trea* 
son, bribery, or other high crimes and misdemeanors. 
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ARTICLE III. 

Op thk Judiciary. 

Section i. The judicial power of the United States shall be vested in one 

Supreme Court, and in such inferior courts as the Congress may Trom time to 
time ordain and cstal'lish. The Judges, hoth of the supreme and inferior courts, 
shall hold their ofticcs duriii;; pood hehavii)r, and «.hall, a! staled times, receive 
fur their services a compensation, which shall not be diminished during their 
continuance in office. 

Sbc. 3. The judicial power shall extend to all cases in law and equity arising 
under this Constitution, the laws of the United States* and treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under their authority ; to all cases affecting ambassadors, 
other public ministers, and consuls; to all cases of admiralty and maritime juris- 
diction ; to controversies to which the United States shall be a party; to contro- 
versies between two or more States, between a State and citizens of another 
State, between cititens of different States, between citicens of the same State 
claiming lands under grants of different States, and between a State or the 
citizens thereof and foreign States, citisens, or subjects. 

In all cases affecting nmhas^arlors, other public mini<;ter«, and consuls, and 
those in which a State shall be par ty, the Suiuenie Court ishall have original juris- 
diction. In all the other cases before mentioned the Supreme Court shall have 
appellate jurisdiction both as to law and fact, with such exceptions and under 
such r^ulations as the Congress shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cxises of imp^chment, shall be by jury; and 
such tri.al shall be held in the State where the said crimes shall have been com< 
mitted; but when not committed within any State the trial shall beatsoch place 
or places as t!u- Congress may by law have liirected. 

Sec. 3. Treason against the United States shall consist only in levying war 
against them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 
No person shall be convicted of treason unless on the testimony of two witnesMS 
to the same overt act, or on confession in open court. 

The Congress shall have power to declare the punishment of treason, but no 
attainder of trea-^nn shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture, except during 
the life of the person attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

M is( Ki.i.ANF.oi s Provisions. 

Sf.ction I. Full faith and credit shall be given in each State to the public acts, 
records, anil judici.il proceedint^'s of every oilier State. And the Congres*; may, 
by general laws, prescribe the tnauiier in which such acts, records, and proceed- 
ings shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 

Sec. 2. The citizens of each State shall be entitled to all privileges and immu- 
nities of citizens in the several States. 

A pcr.son charged in any State with treason, felony, or other crime, who shall 
flee from justice and be found in another State, shall, on demand of the execu* 
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tWe authoritjr of the State from which he fled, be delivered up to be removed to 
Uie State having jurisdiction of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one State under the laws thereof, escap- 
ihg into another, shall, in consequence of any law or regulation therein, be dis- 
chnrped from such service or labor, bur shall be delivered up on claim of the 
party to whom i>uch service or labor may be due. 

Sec. 3. New States may be admitted by the Congress into this Union, but no 
new Stales shall he formed or erected within the jurisdiction of any other State, 
nor anjr State be formed by the junction of two or more States or parts of States 
without the consent of the Legislature of the States concerned, as well as of the 

Congre<i«!. 

The Conf^ress shall have power to fiisjio>e of ami make all needful rules and 
regulations respecting the territory or other property belonging to the United 
States; and nothing in this Constitution shall be so construed as to ptcjudioe 
any claims of the United States or of any particular State. 

Sec. 4. The United States shall guarantee to every State in this Union a re- 
publican form of govci nrnent, and shall protect each of them against invasion; 
and on application ol the Legislature, or of the Executive (when the L^isla* 
ture cannot be convened), against domestic violence. 

ARTICLE V. 

The l"()iitjrc>>, whenever two-thirds of both Houses shall deem it iifci"-sary, 
shall prupu.se amendments to this Constitution, or, on the application of the 
Legislatures of two>thirds of the several States, shall call a convention for pro- 
posing amendments, which, in either case, shall he valid to all intents and pur* 
poaes, as part of this Constitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the 
one nr the other tuode of ratification mny he propo<;ed by the Congress; Prt^ 
videdf That no amendments which may be made prior to the year one thousand 
eight hundred and eight >liall in uny manner atiecl the hrst and fourth clauses 
in the ninth section of the first article; and that no State, without its consent, 
shall be deprived of its equal suifrage in the Senate. 

ARTICLE VL 

All debts contracted and engagements entered into before the adoption of this 
Constitution shall be as valid against the United States under this Constitution 

as under the Confederation. 

This Constitution, and the laws of the United States which shall be made in 
pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or which shall be made, under the 
authority of the United States, shall be the supreme law of the land; and the 
Judges in every Slate shall be bound thereby, any thing in the Constitution or 
laws of any State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The Senators and Representatives before mentioned, and the memliers of the 
several Sfntc Ltt;islnf ures, and all executive and judicial officers, both of the 
United States and the several States, shall be bound by oath or afiirmation to 
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support tht$ Constitution; but no religious test shall ever be required m a quali- 
fication to any office or public iruit under the United States. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The ratitication of the convention <iDf nine States shall be sufficient for tbe 
establishment of this Constitution between the States so ratifying the san^e. 

Done in convention by the unanimous consent of the States present^ t^e 
teventeenth day of September, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-seven, of the independence of the United States of America 
the twelfth.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 



Proposed by Con<;kkss am» Ratified ky the Leoisi.att'res of the Sev- 
eral States, Pursuant to the Fifth Article of 
THE Original Constitution. 



ARTICLE I. • 

CottgreM shRll make no Irw respecting^ an establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibiting the free exercise thereof* or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the 
press, or of the right of the people peaceably to assemble and to petition the 
Government for a redress of grievances. 

ARTICLE II. 

A well-regulated militia being necessary to the security of a free State, the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms shall not be infringed. 

ARTICLE IIL 

No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house without the con- 
sent of the owner, nor in time of war, but in a manner to be preKribed by law. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The right of the peop)le to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
effects against unreasonable s»earchei> and seizures, shall not be violated, and no 
warrant shall issue but upon probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, 
and particnlarly dcMribing the place to be searched and the persons or things to 
be seised. 

ARTICLE V. 

No person shall be held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime 
unless on a presentment or Indictment of a grand jury, except in cases arising 
in the land or naval forces, or in the militia, when in actual service in time 
of war or public danger; nor shall any person ])e subject for the same oftcnse 
to be twice put in jeopardy of life or limb; nor shall be compelled in any 
criminal case to be a witness against himself, nor to be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property without due process of law ; nor shall private property be taken for 
public use without just compensation. 

ARTICLE VI. 

In all criminal prosecutions the accusctl shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial, by an impartial jury of the State and district wherein the 
crime shall have been committed, which district shall have been previously 
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itcertftined by law, and to be informed of the Mtttre and cftuse of tlie accusa* 
tion ; to be confronted with the witnesses against him ; to have compnisorjr pro> 
cess for obtaining witnesses in his favor, and to have the assistance of counsel 
for his defense. 

ARTICLE VII. 

In suits at common law, where the value in controversy shall exceed twenty 
dollars, the right of trial by jury shall be preserved, and no fact tried by a jury 
shall be otherwise re-examined in any court of the United States than according 
to the rules of the common law. 

ARTICLE Vin. 

Excessive ttail shall not be required, nor eaoessive fines imposed, nor crad 
and unusual punishment inflicted. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The enumeration in the Cnn<;titution o^ certain rights shall not be construed 
to deny or disparage others retained by the people. 

ARTICLE X. 

The powers not delegated to the United States by the Constitution, nor pro- 
hibited by it to the States, are reserved to the Stain respectively, or to the peo- 
ple. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The judicial power of the United States shall not be construed to extend to 
any suit in law or equity commenced or prosecuted against one of the United 
States by citisens of another State or subjects of any foreign state. 

ARTICLE XII. 

The Kloctors shall meet in their respective States, and vote by liallot for Pres- 
ident and Vice-president, one of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabitant of 
the same State with themselves. They shall name in their ballots the person 
voted for as President, and in distinct ballots the person voted for as Vice-presi* 
dent, and they shall make distinct lists of all persons voted for as President, and 
of all pcnons voted for as Vice-president, and of the number of votes for each> 
which list they shall sign and certify and transmit, sealed, to the seat of gov- 
ernment of the United States, directed to the President of the Senate; the Pres- 
ident of the Senate shall, in the presence of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be counted. The 
person having the greatest number of votes for President shall be the President, 
if such number be a majority of the whole number of Electors appointed ; and 
if no person have such majority, then from the persons having the highest num- 
ber, not exceeding three, on the list of those voted for as President, the House 
of Representatives shall choose, immediately, by ballot, the President. But in 
choosing the President, the votes shall be taken by States, the representation 
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from each State having one vote ; a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a 
member or members from two*thirds of the States, and a majority of ftll the 
States shall be necessary to a choice ; and if the House of Representatives shall 
not choose a President whenever the right of choice shall devolve upon them, 

before the fourth day of March next following, then the Vice-president shall act 
as Presiflent, in the case of the flenth nr other constitutional disability of the 
President. The per>on having the greatest number of votes as Vite-i>resi(lent 
shall be the Vice-president, if such number be a majority of the whole number 
of Electors appointed ; and if no person have a majority* then from the two 
highest numbers on the list the Senate shall choose the Vice-president ; a quo> 
mm for the ; uri> >-c <ha!l c nsi^t of two-thirds of the whole number of Senators, 
and a majority <>( the whole number shall be necessary to a choice. But no per- 
son con>titutionally ineligible to the office of President shall be eligible to that 
of Vice-president of the United States. 

•ARTICLE XIII. 

SscnoN I. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude* except as a punishment 
for crime, whereof the party shall have been duly convicted* shall exist within 

the United States or any place stihject to their jm isdiction. 

Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by appropriate legis- 
lation. 

tARTICLE XIV. 

Section t. All persons bom or naturalised in the United States and subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and of the States 
wherein they reside. No State shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge 

the privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States ; nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty, or property without due proce=is of law, 
nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 

Sec. 3. Representatives shall be apportioned among the several States accord- 
ing to their respective numbers, counting the whole number of persons in each 
Sute, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote at any election 
for the choice of Electors for President and Vice-president of the United States, 
Representative** in Conpres^, the executive and judicial officers of a State, or the 
members of the legislature tlu-reof, is dcnicil to any of the male inhnhiiants of 
such State being twenty-one ycai» uf age and citizens of the United States, or 
in any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion or other crime, the 
basis of representation therein shall be reduced in the proportion which the 
number of such male citizens shall bear to the whole number of male cittsens 
twenty-one years of age in such State. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be a Senntor or Representative in Congress, or I'.lectnr 
for Prouient or Vice-prcsulenl, or hold any office, civil or military, under the 
United States, or under any Slate, who, having previou^ly taken an oath as a 
member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, or as a member of 
any State Legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any State, to sup-

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port the CoQ«tUattoa of the United States, shall have engaged in insnrrectton or 
rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. Bnt 

Congress may, by ji vote of two-thirds of each House, remove such di<uibility. 

Sec. 4. The validity of the public debt of the United Slates, authorized by 
law, including debts incurred for payment of pensions and bounties for services 
in suppressing iiisurrecti<m or rebellion, shall not be questioned. Bat nather 
the Untied States nor any State shall assume or pay any debt or obligation in- 
curred in aid of insurrection or rebellion against the United States, or any dum 
for the loss or emancipati!<n uf any slave; bat all such debts, obligations, and 
claims shall be held illegal and void. 

Sec. 5. That Congress shall have power to enforce, by appropriate legislation, 
the provbions of this article. 

ARTICLE XV, 

SBcnaN I. The right of eltisens of the United Sutes to vote shall not be de- 
nied or abridged ! y 1 i c United States, or any State^ on account of race or color, 

or previous condition of servitude. 

Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by appropriate l^s* 
lation. 

Declared adopted by Secretary of State, March 30, 1870. 4 



HISTORY OF THE AMENDMENTS. 



Twelve amendments were propoi>ed by Congress September 25, 1789, the last 
ten of which were adopted, and they are the first ten as given above. They 
were proclaimed in force December 15, 1791. 

The rejected articles were as follows: 

I. After the first enumeration required by the first article of the Constltation, 

there shall be one Representative for every 30,000 persons, tintil the number 
shall amount to one hundred ; after wliich the proportion shall be so regulated 
by Congress that there shall not be le»s than one hundred Representatives, nor 
more than one for every 40,000 persons, until the number shall amount to two 
handled; after which the proportion shall be so regulated by Congress that 
there shall not be less dian two hundred lUpresentatives, nor more than one 
Representative for every 50,000 persons. 

II. No law varying the compensation for the services of the Senator? and 
Representatives shall take effect until an election of Representatives shall have 
intervened. 
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The twelve proposed tmendineDts were acted upon m follows:

Aii excepting Articles i. and II. ratified by New Hampshire, New York, and 
ilhode Island — 3. 
All rejected by Connecticnt, Geocgia, and Massachusetts— 3. 
Article XI. was proposed by Congress March 12, 1794, and declared in force 

January 8, 1798. 

Article XIT. wns proposed in the first session of the £ighth Congress, and 
declared 111 force September 25, 1804. 

Ariicic XIII, was proposed by Congress February i, 1865, and declared in 
force December t8, 1865. 

It was ratified by Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut* Florida* Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiaifa, Iowa, Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Mivsouri, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, West Virginia, and Wisconsin — 34. 
Ratified conditionally by Alabama and Mississippi. Rejected by Delaware 
and Kentucky — 2. 

Article XIV. was proposed by Congress June 13, 1866, and declared in force 
July 38, 1868. 

It was ratified by Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Connecticut, Florida, Georgia, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, Ma«.^r>( Inisett^, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, West Virginia, and Wisconsin — 
33- 

Of the ahovc, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Texas, and Virginia first rejected the amendment, but 
finally ratified it. New Jersey and Ohio rescinded their ratification. 

No final action was taken by California — i. 

Rejected by Delaware^ Kentucky, and Maryland— 3. 

Article XV. was proposed by Congress February 26, i869» and declared in 
force March 30, 1870. 

It was ratified by Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, Florida, Georgia, lllln'ii^, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, Massacliusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New York, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Texas, Vermont, 
Virginia, West Virginia, and Wisconsin — 30, 

Of the above Georgia and Ohio first rejected, but finally ratified. New York 
rescinded her ratification. The amendment was rejected by California, Dela- 
ware, Kentucky, Maryland, New Jersey, and Oregon — 6.

WhbreaSi In the yeu eighteen hundred and sixly*one the goverainent of the 
State of Tennessee was seized upon and taken possession of by persons in 

hostility to the United Stnff , ntid the inhabitants of said State, in pur- 
suance "f act of Congress, were declared \n lie in a state of insurrection 
against the United Slates; and, whereas, said Slate government can only be 
restored to its former political relations in the Union hf the consent of the 
law>making power of the United States ; and, whereas, the people of said State 
did, on the tweoty'second of February, eighteen hundred and sixty-live, by 
a large popular vote, adopt and ratify a Coii-^titution of government whereby 
slavery wn^ abolished, anil all ordinances and laws of secession and debts 
contracted under same were declared void; and, whereas, a Slate govern- 
ment has been organised under said Constitution, which has ratified the 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States abolishing slavery, 
also the amendment proposed by the Thirty-ninth Congress, and has done 
other acts proclaiming and denoting loyalty; therefore, 
Be it resch ed hy the Senate and House of Rtpresentctth es. the United States of 
America in Con-^i ess asscDtbled, That the State of Tennessee is hereby restored to 
her furnier proper, practical relaliunti to li»e Union, and is again entitled to be 
represented by Senators and Representatives in Congress. 
Approved July 24, 1866. 



CONSTITUTION OF TENNESSEE-4870. 



This Constitution was framed by a convention which assembled at Nashville, 
January 10, 1S70, and a<lintirned February 23, 1S70; was adopted by a vote of 
the people of 98,128 for to 33,872 against, on the twenty-sixth day of March, 
1870. 

PREAMULE AND DECLARATION. 

Whereas, The jteoplc of tlie territory of the United States south of she River 
Ohio, having the right of admission into the General Govern nieiu as. a 
member State thereof, consistent with the Constitution of the United States, 
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and the met of cession of the State of North Carolinai recognizing the ordi- 
nance for the government of the territory of the United States north*west 

of the Ohio River, by their delegates and repre<(entnM ves in convention as- 
sembled, did, on the sixth day of February, in the year of uur Lord one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-six, ordaui and e?>tablish a Con!>titution 
or fmrn of goveniment, and mutaaliy agreed with each other to form them- 
selves into a free and independent State, by the name of the State of Ten- 
nessee ; and. 

Whereas, The General Assembly of the said State of Tennessee (pursuant to 
the third section of the tenth article of the Constitution), by an act passed on 
the twenty-seventh day of November, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-three, entitled •* An act to provide for the calling 
of a convention," passed in obedience to the declared will of the voters of 
this State, as expressed at the general election of August, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, did authorise and pro- 
vide for the election, liy the people, of delef:;^ate"^ an(! representatives, to 
meet at Nashville, in Davidson County, on the iliird Mtuiday in May, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-four, for the 
purpose of revising and amending or changing the Constitution; and said 
convention did accordingly meet and form a Constitution, which was sub- 
mitted to the people, and was ratified by them, on the first Friday in March, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five; and, 

Whereas, Tlie General Assembly of said State of Tenne>^see, under and in virtue 
of the lii'.i sccliitn uf the first article of tlic Dcciarhtion of Rights, con- 
tained in and furming a part of the existing Coiistiluliuii of llie State, by 

an act passed on the fifteenth day of November, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, did provide for the calling of a 
convention by the people of the State, to meet at Nashville on the second 

Monday in January, ii\ the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy, and for the election of delegates for tlie purpose of amending 
or rcvi:>ing the present Constitution, or forming and making a new Consti- 
tution; and, 

WniftBAS, The people of the State, in the mode provided by said act, have 
called said convention and elected delegates to represent them therein; 

now, therefore, 

We, the delegates and representative'; of the people of the State of Tennessee, 
duly elected, and in convention assembled, in pursuance of said act of As- 
sembly, have ordained and established the following Constitution and form 
of government for this State» which we recommend to the people of Ten- 
nessee for their ratification ; that la to say ; 

ARTICLE L 

DsCLARATIOTt OF RIGHTS. 

Section I. Thai ail power i* inherent in the people, and all free governments 
are founded on their authority and instituted for their peace, safety, and happi- 
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nesk ; for the adv«ncement of those ends they have, at all times, an inalienable 
and indefeasible right to alter, refonn, or abolish the government in snch man- 
ner as they may think proper. 

Sec. 2. Tliat government being instituted fur the common benefit, the doc- 
trine of non-resistance against arbitrary ]>ower and oppression is absurd, slavish, 
and destructive of the good and happiness of mankind. 

Sec. 3. That all men have a natural and indefeasible right to worship Al* 
mighty God according to the dictates of their own eonscienoe; that no man can 
of right be compelled to attend, erect, or support any place of worship, or to 
maintain any minister against his consent ; that no human authority can, in any 
case whatever, control or interfere with the right"! of con«icience ; and that no 
preference shall ever be given by law to any religious establishment or mode of 
worship. 

Sbc* 4. That no political or rdigious test, other than an oath to support the 
Constitution of the United States and of this State, shall ever be lequtred as a 
qualification to any office or public trust under this State. 

Sf.C. 5. That elections sliall be free and equal ; aiid the right of siiffmge, as 
hereinafter declared, shall never be denied to any person entitled thereto, ex- 
cept upon a conviction by a juiy of some infamous crime, previously ascertained 
and declared by law, and judgment thereon by a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

Sec. 6. That the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate, and no religious 

or political te-^t shall ever be required as a qualification for jurors. 

Skc. 7. That the people shall be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
possei»sions from unreasonable searches and seizure?:; and thai general warrants, 
whereby an officer may be commanded to i>earc]i suspected places, without evi- 
dence of the fact committed, or to seixe any person or persons not named, whose 
offenses are not particularly described and supported by evidence, are danger* 
ous to liberty, and ought not to be granted. 

Sec. 8. That no man shall be taken or imprixnied or dissei/ed of his freehold, 
liberties, or priviicge>, or outlawed, or exiled, or in any manner destroyed or 
deprived of his life, liberty, or property, but by the judgment of his peers or 
the law of the land* 

Sbc. 9. That in all criminal prosecutions the accused hath the right to be 
heard by himself and his counsel; to demand the nature and cause of the accu- 
sation against him, and to have a copy thereof; to meet the witnesses face to 
face; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor; and in 
prosecutions by indictment or presentment, a speedy jiuldic trial by an impartial 
jury of the county in which the crime shall have been committed, and shall not 
be compelled to give evidence against himself. 

Sbc. la That no person shall, for the same offense, be twice put in jeopardy 
of life or limb. 

Sfc. II. That laws made for the punishment of acts committed jirevious to 
the existence of such laws, and by them only declared criminal, arc contrary to 
the principles of a free government ; wherefore no ex post JacU) law shall be 
made. 
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Sec. 12. That no conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture of 
estate. The estate of such jier&ons as shall destroy their own lives shall descend 
or vest as in case of natural death. If any person be killed by casualty, there 
shall be bo forfeitttr« in conteqitcnce thereof! 

Ssc. 13. That no pevton amsted and confined in jail shall be treated with un- 
necessary rigor. 

Sec. 14. That no person shall be put to answer any criminal charge but by 
presentment, indictment, or impeachment. 

Sec. 15. That all pri>oners shall be bailable by suflicient sureties, unless for 
capital offenses, when the proof is evident or the presumption great; and the 
privileges of the Writ of habeas tarpm shall not be suspended unless when* in 
case of rebellion or invasion, the General Assembly shall declare tbe public 
safety requires it> 

Sec. 16. That excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposed, 
nor cruel and unusual punishment inflicted. 

Sec. 17. That all courts shall be open, and every man, for an injury done him 
In his lands, goods, person, or reputation, shall have remedy by due course of 
law, and right and justice administered without sate, dental, or delay. Suits 
may be brought against the State in such manner and in such courts as the L^* 
Islature may by law direct. 

Skc. t8. The Legislature shall pass no law authorising Imprisonment for debt 
in civil cases. 

Sec. 19. That the printing presses shall be free to every person to examine 
the proceedings of the Legislature, or of any branch or officer of the Govern- 
ment ; and no law shall ever be made to restrain the right thereof. The free 
communication of thouglus and opinions is one of the invalnable rights of man, 

and every citizen may freely speak, write and print on any •subject, being re- 
spon<;ib1e for the abuse of that liberty. But in pro«;ecutions for the publication 
of papers investigating the ofhcial conduct of officers or men in public capacity, 
the truth thereof may be given in evidence; and in all indictments for libel the 
jury shall have a right to determine the law and the facts, under the direction of 
the court, as In other criminal cases. 

Sec. 20. That no retrospective law, or law impairing the obligations of con- 
tracts, shall be made. 

Sec. 21. That no man's particular services .shall be demanded, or jirojjerty 
taken or applied to public use, without the consent of his representatives, or 
without just compensation being made therefor. 

Sbc. sa. That perpetuities and monop<^es are contrary to the genius of a free 
State, and shall not be allowed. 

Sec. 23. That the citizens have a right, in a peaceable manner, to assemble 
together for their common good, to instruct tlieir rejiresentatis'es, and Jipply to 
thoj»e lavesied with the powers of government for redress of grievances, or other 
proper purposes, by address or remonstrance. 

Sbc. 24. That the sure and certain defense of a free people is a weH-regnlated 
militia ; and, as standing armies in time of peace are dangerous to freedom, 
they ought to be avoided as far as the circumstances and safety of Uie com*

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inunity will ^.drnit ; and that in all caies the military shall be kept in strict sub- 
ordination to the civil authority. 

Smc. 95. ThM no cttiien of thtt Sute, oseept such m tie employed in the 
•my of the United State* or milttin in actual aemee, shall be snbjectcd to pun- 
ishment under the martial or military law. That martial law, in the sense of 

the iinrestriclLMl power of militarv oft'icers or other*? to dispo>-e of the person% 
liberties, ur property of the citizen, is inconsistent with the ]ir;iicipics of free 
government, and is not confided to any department of the guvernment of this 
State. 

Sec. 26. That the dtixens of this State have a right to keep and to bear arms 
for their common defense; but the Legislature shall have power, hy law, to 

regulate the wearing of arms with a view to prevent crime. 

Skc, 27. That no soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house 
witliout the consent of the owner, nor in time of war but in a manner prescribed 
by law. 

Sbc. 38. That no citizen of this State shall be compelled to bear arms, prcK 
vided he will pay an equivalent, to be ascertained by law. 

Sbc. 29. That an equal participation in the free navigation of the Mississippi 

is one of the inliercnt rights of the citi/en-; of fhi-^ State; it cannot, therefore, 
be conceded to any jirince, potentate, power, person or persons whatever. 

Sec. 30. That no hereditary emoluments, privileges, or honors, shall be 
granted or conferred in this Sute. 

Sic. 31. That' the limits and boundaries of this State being ascertained, it is 
declared they are as hereafter mentioned — that is to say: Beginning on the ex* 
treme height of the Stone >f ountain, at the place where the line of Virginia in- 
tersects it, in latitude thirty-six degrees and thirty minutes north ; running thence 
along the extreme heit;ht of the said mountain to the place where the Watauga 
River breaks through it ; thence a direct cuurs>e to the top of the Y ellow Mount- 
ain, where Bright's mad crosses the same ; thence along the ridge of said mount- 
ain, between the waters of Doe River and the waters of Rock Creek, to the 
place where the road crosses the Iron Mountain ; from thence along the extreme 
height of said mountain to the place wliere Xolichucky River runs through the 
same : thence to the top of the liald Mountain ; thence along the extreme height 
of said mountain to the Painted Rock, on French Broad River; thence along 
the highest ridge of said mountain to the place where It it called the Great Iron 
or &noky Mountain ; thence along the extreme height of said mountain lo the 
place where it is called the Unicoi or Unaka Mountain, between the Indian 
towns of Cowee and Old Chota ; thence along the main ridge of the said mount- 
ain to the southern boundary of this State, ns described in the act of cession of 
North Carolina to the United States of America; and that all the territory, 
lands, and waters lying west of the said line, as before mentioned, and contained 
within the chartered limits of the Slate of North Carolina, are within the bound* 
aries and limits of this Stale, over which the people have the right of exerdslag 
sovereignty, and the right of soil, so far as is consistent with the Constitution of 
the United States, recognizing the .Articles of Confederation, the Bill of Rights, 
and Constitution of North Carolina, the cession act of the said State, and the 
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ordinance of Congress for the government of the territory north*west of the 

Ohio ; Prmnded, Nothing herein contained !>hall extend to affect the claim or 
claims of individuals to any part of the soil which is recognized to them by the 
aforesaid cession act; Am! prcr. ided also. That ihc liniit>< and juris<iiction of this 
State shall extend to any other land and territory now acquired, or that may 
het«*lterbe acquired, by compact or agreement with other States or otherwise^ 
eltbongh svch land and territory are not included within the houndariei herein* 
before designated. 

Sec. 32. That the erection of safe and comfortable prisons, and inspection of 
prisons, and the humane treatment of prisoners shall be provided for. 

Sec. 33. That slavery and invuiuntary servitude, except as a punishment for 
crime, whereof the party shall have been duly convicted, are forever prohibited 
in this Sute. 

Skc. 34. The General Assembly shall make no law recognising the right of 
property in man. 

ARTICLE II. 
Distribution of Powers. 

Section i. The powers of the Government shall be divided into three distinct 
departments: The legislative, executive, and indicial. 

Sec. 2. No person or persons belonging tu one of lliesc depai lmeni^ ;*l»all ex- 
ercise any of the powers properly belonging to cither of the others, except in 
the cases herein directed or permitted. 

Thk Lkgislativb Dkfartmbnt. 

Sxc. 3. The legislative authority of this State shall be vested in a General 
Assemblyt which shall consist of a Senate and House of Representatives, both 
dependent on the people* who shall hold their offices for two years from the day 

of the peiirr:i! r«)ertion. 

Sec. 4. An enumeration of the qualified voters and an ap]iortionniL'n l of the 
Reprei»entativei» in the General Assembly shall be made in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-one, and within every subsequent term of ten years. 

Sic* $. The number of Representatives shall, at the several periods of mak- 
ing the enumeration, be apportioned among the several counties or districts, 
according to the number of qualified voters in each, and shall not exceed seventy- 
five until the population of the Stale shall be one million and a half, and shall 
never exceed ninety-nine; Provided^ That any county having two-thirds of the 
ratio shall be entitled to one member. 

Sbc* 6. The number of Senators shall, at the several periods of making the 
enumeration, be apportioned among the several counties or districts, according 
to the number of qualified electors in each, and shall not exceed one-third the 
number of Representatives. Tn apportioning the Senators among the difTercnt 
couTities the fraction that may be lost l>y any county or counties in the apjior- 
tionment of members to the House of Representatives shall be made up to such 
county or counties in the Senate as near as may be practicable. When a district 
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is composed of two or more comities they shall be adjoining, and no counties 
shall be divided in forming a district. 
Sec* 7. The first election for Senators and Representatives shall be held on 

the "second Tuesday in Noveraher, one thousand eight hundred and seventy; and 
forever thereafter elections for members of tl^f ^"leneral Assemhly shall he held 
uncc in two years, on the first Tuesday after ilic iirst Monday in November. 
Said elections shall terminate the same day. 

Sec. 8. The first session of the General Assembly shall commence on the first 
Monday in October, 1S71, at which time the term of service of the meinl>er> 
shall commence, and expire on the fir^t Tuesday of Xovendier !^"2, at w hich 
<se?;«>ion the Governor elected on the second Tuesday in Xnvend)er, 1870, shall he 
inaugurated; and forever thereafter the General Assembly shall meet on the 
first Monday in January next ensuing the election, at which session thereof the 
Governor shall be inaugurated. 

Sec. 9. No person shall be a Representative unless he shall be a cittten of 
the United States, of the age of twenty-one years, and shall have been a dtisen 
of thi^ State for three years and a resident in the county he represents one year 
imiiiedialely precedinf,' the electinn. 

Stc. 10. No person shall be u Senator unless he shall be a citizen of the 
United States, of the age of thirty years, and shall have resided three yeais in 
this Slate and one year in the county or district immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for which he was 
elected, be eligible to any office or place of trust, the appointment to which is 
vested in the Kxecutive or General Assembly, except to the office of trustee of a 
literary institution. 

Sec. II. The Senate and House of Representatives, when assembled, shall 
each choose a Speaker and its other officers; be judges of the qualifications and 
election of its members, and sit upon its own adjournments from day to day* 
Not less than two-thirdsof all the members to which each House shall be en- 
titled shall cdMstiiute a f]unr«m to do business; but a smaller number may ad- 
journ from day to day, and may be authorized by law to compel the attendance 
of ab>^ent members. 

Skc. 12. Each House may determine the rules of its proceedings, punbh its 
members for disorderly behavior, and, with the concurrence of two*thirds, 
expel a member, but not a second time for the same offense; and shall have 
all other powers necessary for a branch of the Legislature of a free State. 

Sec. 13. Senat<)rs and Representatives shall, in all cases except treason, felony, 
or breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest during the session of the 
General Assembly, and ingoing to and reluming from the same; and for any 
speech or debate in either House they shall not be questioned in any other place. 

Sec. 14. Each House may punish by imprisonment, during its session, any | 
person not a member, who shall be guilty of disrespect to the House by any I 
disorderly or conteinptitou'? l)eha\ ior in its presence. \ 

Sec. 15. When vacancies haj'pen in either Housc the Governor for the time | 
being shall issue writs of election to hil such vacancies. 

Sec. 16. Neither House shall, during its session, adjourn without the consent 
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of the other for more than three daysi nor to any other place than that in which 
the two Houses shall be sitting. 

Sbc 17. Bills may originate in either House, but may be amended, altered, 
or rejected hj the other. No bill shall become a law which embraces more than 
one subject, that subject to be expressed in the title. All acts which re| '. re> 
vive, or amend former laws, shall recite in their caption, or otherwise, the title 
or substance of the law repealed, revived, or nincmlL'd. 

Sec. 18. Every bill shall be read once on three ilificrent days, and be passed 
each time in the House where it originated before transmission to the other. 
No bill shall become a law until it shall have been read and passed, on three 
different days, in each House, and shall have received on its final passage, in 
each House, the assent of a majority of all the members to which that House shall 
he entitled under the Constitution ; nnr! ^h.ill hnve been signefl by the respective 
Speakers in open ses-iifm — the fad uf such signing to be noted on the journal; 
and shall have received the approval of the Governor, or shall have been other- 
wise passed under the provisions of this Constitution. 

Sec. 19. After a bill has been rejected, no bill conUining the same substance 
shall be pas'.cd into a law during the same session. 

Sfc. 20. The style of (he laws of the State shall be : **Bt if ertailed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Tennessee.^^ No law of a general nature shall lake 
elTect until forty days after \\.% pa^^age, unless the same or the caption thereof 
shall state that the public welfare requires that it should take effect sooner. 

Sic. 21. Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and publish it, 
except sudi parts m the welfare of the Slate may require to be kept secret ; the 
ayes and noes shall be taken in each House upon the final passage of every bill 
of a general character, and bill> making appropriations of public moneys: and 
the ayes and noes of the member^ on any question shall, at the request of tive 
of them, be entered on the journal. 

Sic. 23. The doors of each House and of committees of the whole shall be 
kept open, unless when the business shall be such as ought to be kept secret. 

Sbc. 23. The sum of four dollars per day, and four doUar^i for every twenty- 
five miles traveling to an<l from the seal of government, shall be allowed to each 
member of the (ieiieral A^Nemlily elected after the ratification of this Constitu* 
tion, as a compensation for their services. But no member shall be paid for 
more than seventy*five days of a rqpilar session, or for more than twenty days of 
an extra or called session; or for any day when absent from his S4»t in the Leg- 
nlature, unless physically unable to attend. The Senators, when sitting as a 
court of impeachment, shall each receive four dollars per day of actual attend- 
ance. 

Sec. 24. No money sliall be drawn from the treasury but in consequence of 
appropriations made by law; and an accurate statement of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the public money shall be attached to and published with the laws 
at the rise of each stated session of the General Assembly. 

Sec. 25. No person who heretofore hath been, or may hereafter be, a collector 
or holder of public moneys, shall have a seal in either House of the General 
Assembly, or hold any other office under the State government, until such per- 
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son shall have accounted for aud paid into the treasury all »uins for which he 
may be accountable or liable. 

Sec. 26. No Judge of any court of law or equity, Secretary of State, Attor* 
ney-general, Register, Clerk of any court of record, or person holding any office 
under the authority of the United States, shall have a seat in the General Asseni* 
bly, nor shall any person in this State hold more dian one lucrative oflRce at the 
same time ; J^rvr u/ii/, That no appointment in the militia, or to the office of 
Justice of the I'eace, .^h.ill be considered a lucrative office, or operative as a dis- 
qualiticaiiou to a seat in either House of the General Assembly. 

Sec. 37. Any member of either House of the General Assembly shall have 
liberty to dissent from and protest against any act or resolve which be may think 
injurious to the public or to any individual, and to have the reason for his di>> 
sent entered on the journals. 

Sec. 28. All property, real, personal, or mixed, shall l)c taxed, but the Legis- 
lature may except such as may be held by the State, by counties, cities, or 
towns, and used exclusively for public or coq)Oration purposes, and such as nay 
be held and ased for purposes purely religious, charitable, scientific, literary, or 
educational, and shall except one thousand dollars* worth of personal property 
in the hands of each tax-payer, and the direct product of the soil in the hands 
of the producer and his immediate vendee. All property shall be taxed accord- 
ing to its value, that value to be a.>certaiued in such manner as the Legislature 
shall direct, so that taxes shall be equal and uniform throughout the State. No 
one species of property from which a tax may be collected shall be taxed higher 
than any other species of property of the same value. But the Legislature shaU 
have power to tax merchants, peddlers, and privil^s in such manner as they 
may from time to time direct. The portion of a merchant'-^ capital used in the 
putt:ha>ef>f merchandise sold by him to non-residents and sent bcyimd the State, 
shall not be taxed at a rate higher than the ad va/arem lax on property. The 
Legislature shall have the power to levy a tax upon incomes derived frcmi stocks 
and bonds that are not taxed advaitnm^ All male citizens of this State over 
the age of twenty-one years, except such persons as may be exempted by law on 
account of age or other infirmity, shall be liable to a poll-tax of not less than 
fifty cents nor more than one dollar per annum. Nor shall any county or corpo- 
ration levy a poll-tax exceeding the amount levied by the State. 

Sec. 29. The General Assembly shall have power to authorize the several 
counties and incorporated towns in this State to impose taxes for county and 
corporation purposes respectively, in such manner as shall be prescribed by law ; 
and all property shall be taxed according to its value, upon the principles estab- 
lished in ret;ard to State taxation. But the credit of no covinty, city, or town 
shall lie given or loaned to or in aid of ai\y person, coniiiany, association, or cor- 
poration, except upon an election to be first held by the qualified voters of &uch 
county, city, or town, and the assent of three-fourths of the votes east at said 
election. Nor shall any county, city, or town become a stockholder with others 
in any company, association, or corporation, except upon a like election, and 
the a.ssent of a like majority. But the counties of CJraingcr. Hawkins, Han- 
cock, Union, Campbell, Scott, Morgan, Grundy, Sumner, Smith, Fentress, Van 
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Buren, and the new county herein anthorisetl to be established out of fractions 
of Sumner, Mncon. and Smith Counties; White, Putnam, Overton, Jackson, 
Cumberland, Anderson, Henderson, Wayne, Cocke, ColTee, Macon, Marshall, 
and Roane shall be exempted out of the provisions of this section, so far that 
the AMent of a majority of the qualified voten of either of Mid conoties voting 
on the question shall be sufficient, when the credit of such county is given or 
loaned to any person, association, or corporation ; Prtnnded, That the exception 
of the counties above named shall not l>c in force beyond the year one thou- 
sand eight huiulrcd and eighty, and after that period they shall be subject lo 
the three-fourths majority applicable to the other counties of the State. 

Sec. 30. No article mannfactnred of the produce of this State shall be taxed 
otherwise than to pa/ inspection fees. 

Sec. 31. The credit of this State shall not be hereafter loaned or given to or 
in aid of any person, association, company, corporation, or municipality ; nor 
shall the State become the owner, in whole or in part, of any bank, or a stock- 
holder with others in any associalton, company, corporation, or municipality. 

Sec. 32. No convention or General Assembly of this State shall act upon any 
amendment of the Constitution of the United States proposed by Congress to 
the several States, nnleu snch convention or General Assembly shall have been 
elected after such amendment is submitted. 

Sec. 33. No bond^ of the State shall be issued to any railroad company which 
at the time of its application for the same shall be in dcfawlt in paying,' the in- 
terest upon the State bonds previously loaned to it, or that shall herealicr and 
before such application, sdl tsx abtdutely dispose of any State bonds loaned to 
it for less than par. 

ARTICLE III. 

ExsctTTtvB Dbpartmbnt. 

Section i. The supreme executive power of this State shall be vested in a 
Governor. 

Sec. 2. The Governor shall be chosen by the electors of the members of the 
General As!<embly, at the time and places where they shall respectively vote 
for the meinhers thereof. The returns of every election for Governor shall be 
sealed up and transmitted to the seat of government by the returning officers, 
directed to the Speaker of the Senate, who shall open and publish them in the 
presence of a majority of the members of each House of the General Assembly. 
The person having the highest number of votes shall be Governor; but if two 
or more shall be equal and highest in votes, one of them shall be chosen Gov- 
ernor by joint vote of both Houses of the Genera! Assembly. Contested elec- 
tions for (iovernor shall be ileieruiiuetl by both iiouses of the General Assem- 
bly, in such manner as »hali be prescribed by law. 

Skc. 3. He shall be at least thirty years of age, shall be a cititen of the United 
States, and shall have been a citisen of this State seven years next before his 
ejection. 

Sbc. 4. The Governor shall hold his office for two years, and until his succes* 
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sot shall be elected and qualified. He shall not be eligible more than six yean 
in any term of eight. 

Sec. 5. He shall be coiniiiander>iB<chlef of the army and navy of the Statt* 
and of the militia, except when they shall be called into the senrice of the 
United States; but the militia shall not be called into service except in case of 
rebellion or invasion, and then only when the General Assembly shall declare 
by law that the public safety requires it. 

Sec. 6. He shall have power to grant reprieves and pardons, after conviction, 
except in cases of impeachment. 

Sbc. 7« He shall, at stated times, receive a compensation for his services, 
which shall not be increased or diminished daring the period for which he shall 
have been elected. 

Sec. S. He may require inf<^>rmntion, in writing, from the officers in the execu- 
tive department upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective offices. 

Sec. 9. He may, on extraordinary occaHion«>, convene the General A^mbly 
by proclamation, in which he shall state specifically the purposes for which they 
are to convene; but they shall enter on no legislative business except that for 
which they were specifically called together. 

Sec. 10. He ^hall take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 

Sec. II. He shall, from time to time, give to the General Assembly informa- 
tion of the i>iate uf the government, and recommend for their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge expedient. 

Sec. 13. In case of the removal of the Governor from office, or of his death 
or resignation, the powers and duties of the office shall devolve on the Speaker 
of the Senate; and in case of the death, removal from office, or resignation of 
the Sp»*nkf^r of t lie Senate, 'hr ]iowers and duties of the office shall devolve on 
the S])eaker of the House o! Krinrscntatives. 

Sec, 13. No member of Congresi., or person holding any office under the United 
States, or this Stale, shall execute the office of Governor. 

Skc. 14. When any officer, the right of whose appointment is by this Con- 
stitution vested in the General Assembly, shall, during the recess, die, or the 
office, by the e.xinratioii of the term, or by other means, become vacant, the 
Governor shall have the power to fill such vacancy by granting a temporary 
commission, which shall expire at the end of the next session of the Legi.siaiure. 

Ssc. 15. There shall be a seal of this State, which shell be kept by the Gov«> 
emor and nsed by him officially, and shall be called the Great SmI of the State 
of Tennessee. 

Sec. 16. All grants and commissions shall be in the name and by the authority 
of the State of Tenn^see, be sealed with the State seal, and signed by the Gov 

ernor. 

Sec. 17. A Secretary of State shall be appointed by joint vote of the General 
Assembly, and commissioned daring the term of four years. He diall keep a 
fair register of all the official acts and proceedings of the Governor, and shall, 
when required, lay the same, and all papers, minutes, and vouchers relative 
thereto, before the General Assembly ; and shall perform such other duties as 
shall be enjoined by law. 
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Sf:r. 1 8. Every bill which may pass both Houses of the General Assembly 
shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the Governor for his signature. 
1/ he approve, be shall sign it^ and the same »hall become a law ; but if lie re* 
fuse to sign it, he shall return iti with his objections thereto in writing, to the 
House in which it originsted, and said House shall cause said objections to be 
entered at large upon its journals, and proceed to reconsider the bill. If, after 
^uch reconsideration, a ma)nrity of all the members elected to that House shall 
aj^ree to pass the bill notwithstanding the objections of the Executive, it shall 
be sent, with said ubjeciions, tu the other House, by which it shall be likewise 
reconsidered. If approved by a majority of the whole number elected to that 
House, it shall become a law. The votes of bodi Houses shall be determined 
by yeas and nays, and the names of alt the members voting for or against the 
bill shall be entered upon the journals of their respective Hou>e^. If the Gov- 
ernor shall fail to return any bill, witli his objections, within five days (Sunday 
excepted) after it shall have been pre>.eiued to him, the same shall Itecome a law 
without his signature, unless the General Assembly, by its adjournment, pre- 
vents its return, in which case it shall not become a law. Every joint resolution 
or order, except on questions of adjournment, shall likewise be presented to the 
Governor for his signature, and before it shall take effect shall receive his signa- 
ture, and on being disapproved by him, shall in like manner be returned ^^ ith 
his objections ; and the same, before it "^hall take effect, shall be repassed by a 
majority of all the members elected to both Houses, in the manner and accord- 
ing to the rules prescribed in case of a bill. 

ARTICI«£ IV. 

Elections. 

Section i. Every male person of the age of twenty-one years, being a cit;7en 
of the United States, and a resident of this State for twelve months, and of the 
county wherein he may otler his vote for six months next preceding the day of 
election, shall be entitled to vote for members of the General Assembly and 
other civil officers for the county or district in which he resides; and there shall 
he no qnalifitttiott attached to the ri^ht of suffrage except that each voter shall 
give the judges of election where he offers to vote satisfactory evidence that he 
has paid the poll-taxes assessed against him for such preceding period as the 
Legislature shall prescribe, and at sm h lime as may be prescribed by law, with- 
out which his vote cannot be received. And all male citizens of the State shall 
be subject to the payment of poIUtaxes and the performance of military duty 
within such ages as may be prescribed by law. The General Assembly shall have 
power to enact laws requiring voters to vote in the election precincts in which 
they may reside, and laws to secure the freedom of elections and the purity of 
the ballot-box. 

Sf.c. 2. Laws may be ])a>.sed excluding from the right of suttrage persons who 
may be convicted of infamous crimes. 

Sec. 3. Electors shall, in all cases except treason, felony, or breach of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest or summons during their attendance at elections, 
and in going to and returning from them.

Skc. 4. In all elections to be uinde l)y the deneral Asscmbiy the members 
thereof shall vote viva voce, and their votes shall be entered on the journal. Ail 
other elections shall be bjr bellot. 

ARTICLE V. 
IllPSACHMENT. 

SEcrroN I. The House of RepresenuiUves shall have the sole power of \m» 

peachment. 

Sec. 2. All impcachmenis nhall he tried by the Senate. When sitting for that 
purpose the Senator- shall be upon oath or affirmation, and the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court, or, if he be on trial, the senior Associate Judge, shall pre- 
side over them. No person shall be convicted without the concuneace of two- 
thirds of the Senators sworn to try the officer impeached. 

Sec. 3. The House of Representatives shall elect from their own body three 
mem])ers whose duty it shall be to prosecute impeachment 5;. No impeachment 
shall be tried until the Legislature shall have adjourned iTMf^ when the Senate 
shall proceed to try such impeachment. 

Skc. 4. The Governor, Judges of the Supreme Court, Judges of the inferior 
courts. Chancellors, Attorneys for the State, Treasurer, Comptroller, and Secre* 
tary of State shall be liable to impeachment whenever they may, in the opinion 
of the House of Representatives, commit any crime in their official capacity 
vhich may require disqualification; but judgment shall only extend to removal 
fioui office and disqualification to till any office thereafter. The party shall, 
nevertheless, be liable to indictment, trial, judgment, and punishment according 
to law. The L^islature now has, and shall continue to have» power to relieve 
from the penalties imposed any person disqualified from holding office by the 
judgment of a court of impeachment. 

Sec. 5. Justice- of ilie Peace, and other civil officers not hereinbefore men- 
tioned, for crimes or mixiemeanors in office, shall be liable to indictment in 
such court<> as the Legislature may direct ; and, upon conviction, shall be re- 
moved from office by said court as if found guilty on impeachment, and shall be 
subject to such other punishment as may be prescribed by law. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Judicial Department. 

Section I. The judicial power of this State shall be vested in one Supreme 
Court and in such circuit, chancery, and other inferior courts as the Legislature 
shall from time to time ordain and establish in the Judges thereof and in Jus- 
tices of the Peace. 'I'he Legislature may also vest such jurisdiction in corpora- 
tion courts as may be deemed necessary. Courts to be holden by Justices of the 
Peace may also be established. 

Sec. 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of live Judges, of whom not more 
than two shall reside in any one of the grand divisions of the State. The Judges 
shall designate one of their own number who shall preside as Chief Justice. 
The concurrence of three of the Judges shall, in every case, be necessary to a 
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deci>!"n. The juri'-ilictton of tliis court shall \)c aiipt-llatc only, uiuler such re- 
strictiinis and regulations ns may from time to time be pre^icrihetl by !n\v ; but it 
may possess such other jurisdiction as is now conferred by law on ihc present 
Supreme Court. Said court shall be held at Knoxville, ^ashviUet and Jackson. 

Sic. 3. The Judges of the Supreme Court shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of the State. The Legislature shall have power to prescribe such rules as 
may be necessary to carry out the provisions of Section 2 of this Article. Every 
Judge of the Supreme Court shall be thirty-five yenrs of age, and shnl!, before 
the election, have l>ecn a resident of the State for hvc years. His term of serv- 
ice shaW be eight years. 

Sbc. 4. The Judges of the Circuit and Chancery Courts, and of other inferior 
courts, shall be elected by the qualified voters of the district or circuit to which 
they are to be a>>igned. Every Judge of such courts shall be thirty years of 
afje, and shall, before his election, have been a resident of the Stale five years, 
and of the circuit or district one year. Hi> term of >ervice shall be eight years. 

Sec. 5. An Attorney-general and Reporter for the State sliall be appointed by 
the Judges of the Supreme Court, and shall hold his office for a term of eight 
years. An Attorney for the State for any circuit or district for which a Judge 
having criminal jurisdiction shall be provided by law shall be elected by the 
qualiHed voters of such circuit or district, and shall hold his office for a term of 
eight year*;, and ^hall have been a resident of the State five year«!, and of the 
circuit or district one year. In all cases where the Attorney for any district fails 
or refuses to attend and prosecute according to law, the court shall have power 
to appoint an Attorney /w ittr^on* 

Sec. 6. Judges and Attorneys for the State may be removed from office by a 
concurrent vote of both Houses of the General Assembly, each House voting 
separately; but two-thirds of the members to which each House may be entitled 
must concur in such vole. The vote shall be determined by ayes and noes, and 
the names of the members voting for or against the Judge or Attorney for the 
State, together with the cause or causes of removal, shall be entered on the 
journal of each House respectively. The Judge or Attorney for the State 
against whom the Legislature may be about to proceed, shall receive notice 
thereof, accompanied with a copy of the causes alleged for his removal, at lea?t 
ten day> before the day on which either House of the General Assembly shall 
act thereupon. 

Sec. 7. The Judges of the supreme or inferior courts shall, at stated times, 
receive a compensation for their services, to be ascertained by law, which shall 
not be increased or diminished during the time for which they are elected. 
Th^ shall not be allowed any fees or perqaisites of office, nor hold any office of 

trust or profit under this State or the United State;. 

Skc. 8. The jurisdiction of the circuit, chancery, and other inferior courts 
shall be as now established by law until changed by the Legislature. 

Sec. 9. Judges shall not charge juries with respect to matters of fact, but may 
State the testimony and declare the law. 

Sec. la Judges or justices of the inferior courts of law and equity shall have 
power in all civil cases to issue writs of tertiorari to remove any cause, or the 
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tran<>cript of the record thereof, from any inferior jurisdiction into such colut of 
law, on sufficient cause, supported by oath or affirmation. 

Sbc. II. No Judg« of the supreme or inferior courts ilutll preside on tlie trial 
of any cause in the event of which he may be interested, or where eidier of the 
parties shall be connected with him by affinity or consanguinity, within such de- 
grees as may be prescribed by law, or in w hich he may have been of coun??el, or 
in which he may have presided in any inferior court, except by consent of all 
the parties. In case ail or any of the Judges of the Supreme Court shall thus 
be disqualified from pr^iding on the trial of any cause or causes, the court, or 
the Judges thereof, shall certify the same to the Governor of the State, and he 
shall forthwith specially commission the requisite number of men of law knowl* 
edge for the trial and determination thereof. The Legislature may, by general 
laws, make j^rovision that special Judges may be appointed to hold any court 
the Judge oi which shall be unable or fail to attend or sit, or to hear any cause 
in which the Judge may be incompetent. 

Sec. 13. All writs and other process shall run in the name of the State of 
Tennessee, and bear test and be signed by the respective Clerks* Indictments 
shall conchtde : **4gamsf tht ptace and dignity of the Stair.** 

Skc. 13. Judges of the Supreme Court shall appoint their Clerks, who shall 
hoKl their offices for six years. Chancellors shall appoint their Clerks and Mas- 
ters, who &hall hold their offices for six years. Clerks of the inferior courts, 
holden in the respective counties or districts, shall be dected by the qualified 
voters thereof, for the term of four years. Any Clerk may be removed from 
office for malfeasance, incompetency, or neglect of duty, in such manner as may 
be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 14. No fine shnll be laid on any citizen of thi.s State that shall exceed 
, fifty dollars, unless it shall he as<;essed by a jury of his peer>, who >hall assess 
the fine at the time they tind the fact, if they ihiuk the tine should be more 
than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 15. The different counties of this State shall be laid off, as the General 
Assembly may direct, into districts of convenient size, so that the whole number * 

in each coxtnty ^^hall not be more than twenty-five, or four for every one hundred 
square miles. There shall be two Justices of the Peace and one Constable 
elected in each di.strict by the qualified voters therein, except districts including 
county towns, which shall elect three Justices and two Constables. The juri^ 
diction of sud officers shall be oo<extensive with the county. Justices of the 
Peace shall be elected for the term of six and Constables for the term of two 
years. Upon the removal of either Of said officers from the district in which he 
was elected his office shall become vacant from the time of such removal. Jus- 
tices of the Peace shall be commissioned by the (iovernor. The T egi«!lature 
shall have power to provide for the appointment of an aadiuuiiai number of 
Justices of the Peace in incorporated towns. 

ARTICLE VII. 

State and CofXTV Officvks. 

Seci ION I. There shall be elected in each county, by the qualified voters 
therein, one Sherifi', one Trustee, one Register — the Sheriff and Trustee for two 
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years and the Register for fuur years; but no person shall be eligible to the 
office of SberiflF more than six yean is any term of eight yean. There shall be 
elected for each county, by the Justices of the Peace, one Coroner and one 
Ranger, who shall hold their offices for two years. Said officers shall be re* 
moverl for malfeft»ance or neglect of duty, in such manner as may be prescribed 
by law. 

Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur subsequent to an election in the office of 
SherifT, Trustee, or Register, it shall be filled by the Justices ; if in that of the 
Clerk to be elected by the people* it shall be filled by the courts; and the per- 
son so appointed shall continue in office until his Successor shall be elected and 
qnaliHed ; and such office shall be filled by the qualified voten at the fint elec* 
tion for any of the county officers. 

Sec. 3. There shall be a Treasurer or Treasurers and a Comptroller of the 
Treasury, appointed for the State by the joint vote of both Houses of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, who shall hold their offices for two yean. 

Skc. 4. The election of all officen and the filling of all vacancies not other* 
wise directed or provided by this Constitution shall be made In such manner as 
the Legislature shall direct. 

Skc. 5. Elections for judici.il and other civil ofiiccrs shall be held on the first 
Thursday in August, one thousand eight hundred and seventy, and forever there> ♦ 
after on the first Thursday in August nest preceding the expiration of their re> 
spective terms of service. The term of each officer so dected shall be computed 
from the first day of September next succeeding his election. The term of office 
of the Governor and other executive officers shall be computed from the fifteenth 
of January next after the election of the Governor. No apjiointment or election 
to fill a vacancy shall be made for a perirul extending beyond the unexpired 
term. Every officer shall hold his office until his successor is elected or ap- 
pointed and qualified. No special election shall be held to fill a vacancy in the 
office of Judge or District Attorney but at the time herein fixed for the biennial 
term of civil officers; and such vacancy shall be filled at the next biennial elec* 
tion recurring more than thirty days after the vacancy occun. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

MlUTIA. 

Section i. All militia officers shall be elected by persons subject to military 
duty within the bounds of their several companies, battalions, regiments, bri- 
gades and divisions, under such rules and regulations as the Legislature may, 
from time to time, direct and establish. 

Sec. 2. The Governor shall appoint the Adjutant-general and his other staff 
officen; the Major»feneral, Brigadiers.general, and commanding officers of 
regiments, shall respectively appoint their staff officen. 

Sec. 3. The Legislature shall pass laws exempting citizens belonging to any 
sect or denomination of relli^ion, the tenets of u lticli are known to be Opposed 
to the bearing of arms, from attending private and general musters.

ARTICLE IX. 

DiSQUAUFtCATIONS. 

SEcrioM I. Whereas, ministers of the gospel are, by their profession, dedi- 
cated to ()(h\ and the care of souls, and ought not to be diverted from the great 

duties of ilieir functions; therefore, no minister of the gospel, or priest of any 
denomination whatever, shall be eligible to a seat in either Uoiue of the 
lature. 

Skc. 8. 'No person who denies the being of God, or a future sute of rewards 
and punishments, shall hold any office in the civil department of this State. 
Sec!. 3. Any person who shall, after the adoption of this Constitution, fight a 

duel, or knowingly be the bearer of a challenge to fight a duel, or send or accept 

a challenge for that purpose, or be an aider or abettnr in fighting a duel, shall 
he tlcprivcd of tlic rij^lu to hold any office of honor or profit in this Siaie, and 
i>hall be punished otherwise, in such manner the legislature may prescribe. 

ARTICLE X. 

Oath»— Bkibbrv of Elsctors— New Counties. 

Section t. Every person who shall be chosen or appointed to any office of 
trust or profit under this Constitution, or any law made in pursuance thereof, 

shall, before entering upon the duties thereof, take an oath to support the Con* 
slitution of this State and of the United States, and an oath of office. 

Skc. 2. Each member of the Senate and House of Reprcscniali\cs shall, be- 
fore they proceed to business, take an oath or affirmation to support the Consti- 
tution of this State and of the United States, and also the following oath: 
— " ■ do solemnly swear [or affirm] that, as a member of this General Assem- 
bly, I will, in all appointments, vote without favor, affection, partiality, or 
prejudice; and that I wil! not propcie or assent to any bill, vote, or resolution 
T\hich shall apiicar to mc injurious to the pcoi>lc, or consent to any act or thmg 
whatever that shall have a tendency to lessen or abridge their rights and privi- 
leges as declared by the Constitution of this State." 

Sec. 3. Any elector who shall receive any gift or reward for his vote, in meat, 
drink, money, or otherwise, shall suffer >uch punishment as the laws shall 
direct; and any person who shall, directly or indirectly, give, promise, or bestow 
any such reward to be elected, shall thereby he rendered incapable for six years 
to serve in the office for which he was elected, and be subject to such further 
punishment as the Legislature shall direct. 

Sec. 4* New counties may be established by the Legislature, to consist of not 
less than two hundred and seventy-iive square miles, and which shall contain a 
population of seven hundred qualified voters. No line of such county shall ap- 
proach the court-house of any old county from which it may lie taken nearer 
than eleven miles, nor shall such old county l)c reduced to less than live hundred 
square mdes; but the following exceptions are made to the foregoing provis- 
ions, vis. : New counties may be established by the present or any succeeding 
Legislature out of the following territory, to wit: Out of that portion of Obion 
County which lies west of the low-water mark of Reelfoot Lake ; o«t of frac- 
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tions of Samner* Macon, and Smith Countiei, but no line of such new county 
shall approach the court-house of Sumner and Smith Counties nearer than ten 

mile*?, nor include nny part of Macon County lying within nine and a half miles 
of the court-house of said county, nor shall more than twenty sijuarc miles of 
Macon County, nor any part of Sumner County lying due west of the western 
boundary of Macon CouBtyi be taken in the formation of said new county ; out 
of fractions of Grainger and JeSerson Counties, but no line of such new county 
shall include any part of Grainger County north of the Ilolston fUver* nOr 
shall any line thereof approach the court-house of Jefferson County nearer than 
eleven raile<< (such new county may include any other tecritory which is not 
excluded by any general provision of this Constitution) ; out of fractions of Jack- 
son and Overton Counties, but no line of such new county shall approach the 
court'house of Jackson or Overton Counties nearer than ten miles, nor shall 
such county contain less than four hundred qualified voters, nor shall the area 
of either of the old counties be reduced below four hundred and fifty square 
miles; out of fractions of Roane, Monroe, and T^lounl Counties, around the 
town of London, but no line or such new county shall ever approach the towns 
of Maryvilie, Kingston, or Maiiisonville nearer ilian eleven mile:>, except that 
on the sooth side of the Tennessee River said lines may approach as near as ten 
miles to the court-house of Roane County. The counties of Lewis, Cheatham, 
and Sequatchie, as now established by legislative enactments, are hereby de- 
clared to be constitutional counties. No part of P>ledsi>c County shall be taken 
to form a new county, or a part thereof, or be altachc<i to any adjoining county. 
That portion of Marion County included within the following boundaries : He- 
gioning on the Grundy and Marion County line at the Nick-a-jack Trace, and 
running about six hundred yards west of Ben. Posey's to where the Tennessee 
Coal Railroad crosses the line; mnnii^ thence aoutit-east through the Pocket, 
near William Summers*, crossing the Battle Creek Gulf at the corner of lliomas 
Wooten's field; thence running across the Little Gi//ard Gulf to Raven Point; 
thence in a direct line to the bridge cro>.sing the bij; l iery ( ii/zavd ; thence in a 
direct line to the mouth of Holy Water Creek; ttience uj) said creek to the 
Grundy County lin^ and thence with said line to the beginning, is hereby de> 
tadied from Marion County and attached to the county of Grundy. No part of 
a county shall be taken off to form a new county, or a part thereof, without the 
consent of two-thirds of the qualified voters in such part taken off ; and where 
an old county is reduced for the purpose of forming a new one, the seat of jus- 
tice in said old county shall not be removed without the concurrence of two- 
thirds of both branches of the L^islature; nor shall the seat of justice of any 
county be removed without the concuneace of two>thirds of the qualified voters 
of the county. But the forgoing provision requiring a two-thirds majority of 
the voters of a county to remove its county seat, shall not apply to the counties 
of Obion and Cocke. The fractions taken from old counties to form new coun- 
ties, or taken from one county and added to another, shall continue liable for 
their rata of all debts contracted by their respective counties prior to the 
separation, and be entitled to their proportion of any stocks or credits belong- 
ing to such old counties. 
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Stc. 5. The dtisens who may he induded in any new county shall rote with 
the county or counties from which they may have been stricken olT for members 

of Congress, for Governor, nnd for mcmhcr<; of the General A'-^omblv, until the 
next apportionment of members of the General Assembly after the establish- 
ment of such new county. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Miscellaneous Provisions. 

Section T. All laws and or(linance> now in force ami use in this State, not in- 
consistent with this Constitution, .shall continue in force and use until they shall 
expire, or be altered or repealed by the Legislatare. But ordinances contained 
in any former Constitution or schedule thereto are hereby abrogated. 

Sic. a. Nothing contained in this Constitution shall impair the validity of 
any debts or contmct^, or affect any rights of property, or any suits, actions, 
rights of action, or other proceedings in courts of justice. 

Sic. 3. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution may be proposed 
in the Senate or House of Representatives ; and if the same shall be agreed to 
by a majority of all the members elected to each of the two Houses, such pro- 
posed amendment or amendments shall be entered on their journals, with the 
yeas and nays thereon, and referred to the General Assembly then next lo he 
chosen, nnd sliall be published six months previous to the time of making such 
choice; and if, m the General Assembly then next chosen as aforesaid, such pro- 
posed amendment or amendments shall be agreed to by two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each Home, then it shall be the duty of the Genersl Assem- 
bly to submit such proposed amendment or amendments to the people in such 
manner and at such times as the General Assembly shall prescribe. And if the 
people shall approve and ratify such amendment or amendments by a majority 
of all the citizens of the State voting for Representatives voting in their favor, 
such amendment ur amendments shall become a part of this Constitution. 
When any amendment or amendments to the Constitution shall be proposed in 
pursuance of the foregoing provisions, the same shall, at each of the said ses- 
sions, be read three times on three sevend days in each House. The Legislature 
shall not propose amendments to the Constitution oftener than once in six years. 
The !,ef,'islature shall have the right, nt any time, by law, to submit to the peo- 
ple the question of callini,' a convention to alter, reform, or abolish this Consti- 
tution; and when, upon such submission, a majority of all the votes cast shall 
be in favor of said proposition, then delegates shall be chosen, and the conven> 
tion shall assemble in such mode and manner as shall be prescribed. 

Sec. 4. The L<^islature shall have no power to grant divorces, but may 
authorize the courts of justice to grant them for such causes as may be specified 
by law; but such laws shall be general and uniform in their operation through- 
out the State. 

Sec. 5. The Legislature shall have no power to authorize lotteries for any 
purpose, and shall pass laws to prohibit the sale of lottery tickets in this State. 
Sbc. 6. The Legislature shall have no power to change the names of persons, 
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or to pai&ii acu adopting or legitimatizing persons, but shall, by genera] lawti 
confer this power on the courts. 

Sic. 7. The Legislature ihell fix the rate of intereit» and the rate so estab* 
lished shall be equal and uniform throughout the State; but the Legtslatnre nay 
provide for a conventional rate of interest, not to exceed ten per cent, per 
annum. 

Sec. 8. The Legislature ^hall have no power to suspend any general law for 
the benefit of any particular individuals, nor to pass any law for the benefit of 
individuals inconsistent with the general laws of the land; nor to pass any law 
granting to any Individual or individuals rights, privileges, immunities, or ex* 

emptions other than such as may be by the same law extended to any member 
of the community who may be able to bring himself within the provisioiT^ cf 
such law. No corporation shall be created, or its puwers increased or diniimslic I 
by special laws, but the General Assembly shall provide by general laws for the 
organisation of all corporations hereafter created, which laws may at any time 
be altered or repealed ; and no such alteration or repeal shall interfere with or 
divest rights which have become vested. 

Sec. g. The Legislature shall have the right to vest such powers in the courts 
of Mistire, with regard to private and local aflfairs, as mnv he t^xpcdient. 

She. 10. A well-regulated system of internal improvciuenl is calculated to 
develop the resources of the State and promote the happiness and prosperity of 
her citisens ; therefore it ought to be encouraged by the General Assembly. 

Sic* II. a homestead in the possession of each head of a family, and the 
improvements thereon to the value, in all, of one thousand dollars, shall be ex- 
empt from sale under legal process during the life of such head of a family, to 
inure to the benefit of the widuw, and shall he exempt during the minority of 
their children occupying the same. Nor bhall said property be alienated with- 
out the joint consent of the husband and wife when that relation exists. Hus 
exemption shall not operate against public taxes, nor debts contracted for the 
parchasC'money of such homestead or improvements thereon. 

Sec. 12. Knowledge, learning, and virtue being essential to the preservation 
of republican instiftitton5, and the diffusion of the opportunitie"? nnd advan- 
tages of education thruughuut the dilTerent portions of the State being highly 
conducive to the promotion of this end, it shall be the duty of the General As- 
sembly, in all future periods of this Government, to cherish literature and 
science. And the fund called the common school fund, and all the lands and 
proceeds thereof, dividends. Stocks, and other property of every description 
whatever, heretofore liy law appropriated by the General Assemhly of this State 
for the Use of common schools, and all such as shall hereafter he appropriated, 
bhall remain u perpetual fuiul, the principal of which shall never be diminished 
by legislative appropriation ; and the interest thereof shall be invitrfably appro- 
priated to the support and encouragement of common schools throughout the 
State, and for the equal benefit of all the people thereof; and no law shall be 
made anthorizing said fund, or any part thereof, to be diverted to any other use 
than the support and encouragement of common sclumls. The State taxes de- 
rived hereafter from polls shall be appropriated to educational purposes, in such 
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mftimer as the General AisemUy shall, from lime to time, direct by law. No 
school eatablifthed or aided nnder this section shall allow white and negro chil- 
dren to be received as scholars together itt the same school. The above provis- 
ions shall not prevent the Legislature from carrying into effect any laws that 
have been passed in favor of the colleges, universities or academies, or from 
authorizing heirs or distributees to receive and enjoy escheated property under 
sttch laws as may be passed from time to time. 

Sbc 13. The General Assembly shall hare power to enact taws for the pro> 
tection and preservation of game and fish within the State, and snch laws may 
be enacted for and applied and enforced in particular counties or geographical 
districts designated by the General Assembly. 

Sec. 14. The intermarriage of while persons with negroes, mulattues, or per- 
sons of mixed blood, descended from a negro to the third generation, inclusive, 
or their living together as man and wife* in this State, is prohibited. The I.eg- 
islature shall enfore this section by appropriate legislation. 

Sec. 15. No person shall, in time of peace, be required to perform any serv* 
ice to the public on any day set apart by hi> religion as a day of rat. 

Sec. 16. The declaration of rights, lierelo prefixed, is declared to be a part of 
the Couatiiuiion of this Stale, and shall never be violated 011 any pretense what- 
ever. And to guard against transgression of the high powers we have dele- 
gated, we declare that every thing in the bill of rights contained is excepted out 
of the general powers of the Government, and shall forever remain inviolate* 

Sbc. 17. No county office created by the Legislatiure shall be filled otherwise 
than by the people or the County Court. 

SCHEDULE. 

Section i. That no inconvenience may arbe from a change of the Constitu- 
tion, it is declared that the Governor of the State, the members of the General 

Assembly, and all officers elected at or after the general election of March, iSyo^ 
shall hold their offices for the terms prescribed in this Constitution. 

Officers appointed by the cnurt'^ shall be filled by apjiointment, to be made 
and to take effect during the first term of the court held by Judges elected under 
this Constitution. 

All other officers shall vacate their places thirty days after the day fixed for 
the election of their successors under Uiis Constitution. 

The Secretary of State, Comptroller, and Treasurer shaU hold their offices 

until the first session of the present General Assembly occurring after the ratifi- 
cation of this Constitution, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

The officers then elected shall hold their offices until the fifteenth day of Jan- 
uary, 1873. 

Sbc. 2. At the first election of Judges under this Constitution there shall be 

elected six Judges of the Supreme Court, two from each grand division of the » 
State, who shall hold their offices for the term herein prescribed. 

In the event any vacancy shall occur in the office of either of said Judges at 
any time after the first day of January, 1873, shall remain unfilled, and the 
court bhall from that time be constituted of five Judges.

Every Judge and every ofticer of the executive dcparimcnt of this 
State, and every Sheriff holding over under this Constitution, shall, within 
twenty days after the ratification of this Constitution is proclaimed, take an oath

The time which has elapsdl since llie sixth >Iay of May, 1S61, until 
the first day of January, 1S67, ^hn]] not he com]>utcil in any cases atiected by 
the statutes of limitation, nor shall any writ of error be aiTected by such lapse 
of time.*

Section i. Be it oriah9ed fy the GmmMAni, That it shall be the duty of the 
teveral officers of the State authorised by law to hold elections for members of 

the Geticml Assembly and other officers, to open and hold an election at the 
place of holdiiij^' >aid elections in ilieir respective counties, on the fourth Satur- 
day in March, 1870, for the purpose of receiving the votes of such qualified 
voters as may desire to vote for the ratification or rejection of the Constitution 
recommended by the Convention, and the qualifications of votenin said election 
be the same as that required in the deetion of delates to thn Convention. 

Sbc. 2. It shall be the duty of sud returning oflicers in each county in this 
State to enroll the name of each voter on the poll-books prepared for said elec- 
tion, and shall deposit each ballot in the ballot-boxes respectively. Each voter 
who wishes to ratify the new Constitution shall have written or printed on his 
ticket the words "New Constitution," or words of like import; and each voter 
who wishes to vote against the ratification of the new Constitution shall have 
written or printed on his ticket the words ■* Old Constitution," or words of like 

import. 

Sr.c. 3. The election shall be held and the judges and clerks shall be appointed 
as in the case of the election of tlie members of the General Assembly; and the 
returning ofBcers, in the presence of the judges or inspectors, shall count the 
votes given for the "New Constitution,*' and of those given for the "Old Con- 
stitution," of which they shall keep a correct estimate in said poll-books. They 
shall deposit the original poU-books of said election with the Clerks of the 
County Courts in the respective counties; and shall, within five days after the 
election, make out aecurate statements of the number of votes in their respective 
counties for or against the *' New Constitution," and immediately forward by 
mail one copy of said certificates to the Governor and one to the Speaker of the 
Senate. So soon as the poll-books are deposited with the County Court Clerks, 
they shall certify to the President of the Convention an accurate statement of 
the number of votes cast for or against the "New Constitution," as appears 
on said poIUbooks; and if any of said returning officers shall fail to make the 
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retnnu herein provided for within the time required* the Governor <hall be 
anthorieed to send special messengers for the resnlt of the vote in those connties 

whose officers have so failed to make retnms. 

Sec. 4. Upon the receipt of >^.\v.(] returns it shall the duty of the Governor, 
Speaker of the Senate, and the President of this Convention, or any two of them, 
to compare the votes cast in said election ; and if it shall appear that a majority 
of all the votes cast for and against the new Constitution were for ** New Con- 
•tittttion/' it shall be the dnty of the Governor, Speaker of the Senate, and 
President of this Convention, or any two of them, to append to this Constitution 
a certificate of the result of the votes, from which time the Constitution shall be 
established .15; the Constitution of Tennessee, and the Governor shall make 
proclamation of the re2>uU. 

Sec. 5* The Governor of the State is required to issue his proclamation as to 
the election on the fourth Saturday in March, 1870^ hereto provided for.

Touching the Duty of the Speakkr. 

1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour to which the House 
shall have adjourned ; shall immediately call the members to order, and, on the 
appearance of a quorum, i^hall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of order in 
preference to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose. He diall 
decide iinestionf of wder, subject to appeal to the House by any two members, 
on which appeal no member shall speak more than twice, unless by leave of the 
House. 

3. He shall rise to jnit a (jucsiion, bvii may state it sitting. 

4. Questions shall be put directly in this form: "Representatives in favor of 
[then state the proposition] say <Aye;"' and, after the affirmative will is ex* 
pressed, " Representatives who are opposed say * No.' *' If the Speaker doubt, 
or a division be called for, the House shall divide. Those voting in the affirma* 
tive of the question shall first rise from their seats, and afterward those in the 
negative. 

5. The Speaker shall examine and correct the journal before it is read. He 
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shall have general direction of the ReprMMUtive H»l\, invite ptnom within 
the bar of the Honse, and assign them sents. 

6. He sliall have a rij,'ht to name any nieinlicr to perform the liuties of the 
Chair, bm such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment, unless he 
be Mck or is necessarily absent, when the House shall be empowered to name 
any member to perform the duties of the Chair nntil snch time as he may be 
able to appear in the House. 

7. He shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise directed by the Hous^ 
in which case the committee shn!! lie r-i^jiointed by a rtr-a voce vote of the House; 
and if, upon the first ballot, tliere be no election, a second ballot shall be taken, 
in which a plurality of votes shall elect. 

8. In aU other elections a majority of votes shall be necessary to a choice. 

9. In case of any duturbance or disorderly conduct in the lobby, the Speaker 
or the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, shall have the power to order 
the same to be cleared. 

Order op Busimsss. 

la As so<m as the journal is read, the Speaker shall, through the Cerk, call 
for— 

(1) Petitions and memorials. 

(2) Reports from standing committees* 

( yi i\<i]iorts from select committees. 

(4) iutruduction of bills and resolutions, provided that resolutions shall be 
called for first, and then bills. The Speaker shall call the single counties, Uien 
the floterial districts; and when the name of the county or district is called, the 

Representative or Representatives shall introduce his resolutions and bills as pro* 
vidcd for in said rule, antl the call shall be completed before commencing the 
roll ajj'ain. And when the above call is completed, any member who failed to 
respond when his county or district was called may then introduce his bills or 
resolutions. 

(5) Resolutions already introduced. 
(1^ Senate bills on their third reading. 

(7) Senate bills on their second reading. 

(8) Senate bills on their first reading. 

(9) liouse bills on their third reading. 
(10) House bilU on their second reading. 

Op Decorum and Derate. 

11. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter 
whatever to the House, he shall rise from his appropriate seat and respectfully 

address himself to "Mr. Speaker," and awaiting the notice of the Speaker, 
shall, after he is recognized by tl;e Chair, proceed in liis remarks, confining him« 
self strictly to tlic (jucstion un<!ei debate, and avoiding all personalities. 

12. Any member who, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules of the 
House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call him to order; in which case 
the member so called to order shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to 
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explain; and the Hoiue slial!, if appealed tit, dedde in the case withoat debate. 
If there be no appeal, the decision of the Chair shall be submitted to. If the 

decision be in f.-ivor of the member called to order, he shall be permitted to pro- 
ceed without leave of the House; if <Jllicrwi>c, he shall not be permiued to 
proceed, in caotc any member objects, without leave of the House; and, if the 
case require it| he shall be liable to the censure of the House. 

13. If a member be called to order by a Representative for words spoken, the 
exceptionable words shall immediately l)e taken down in writing by the Clerkp 
that the Speaker may be better enabled to judge of the matter. 

14. No member shall absent himself from the service of the House without 
leave tn:»i obtained ; and in case a less number than a quorum of the House 
shall convene, they are hereby authorized to send the Sergeant^tt^arms, or any 
Other person or persons, for any or all absent members, as the majority of mem- 
bers present shall agree; this shall be done at the expense of such absentees, 
respectively, unless such excuse for non-attendance shall be rendered as the 
House, when a quorum is convened, shall deem sufficient. 

15. No member ^hall be allowed to speak more than fifteen niinulci, except 
with the consent of the House, in his opening speech, and not more than ten 
minutes in his rejoinder, on any matter before this body. 

16. No member shall smoke tobacco within the House during the hours of 
session* 

Of Motions. 

17. No motion shall be debated until the same is seconded and stated by the 

Speaker. 

18. When a motion shall be made and seconded, it shall be reduced to writ- 
ing if desired by the Speaker or any member, delivered at the table, and 
read, before the same shall be debauble. 

191. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but to ad- 
jonm, lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day certain, 
commit, or amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which lieveral motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arrangcl. 

20. When a motiun lu iay on the table an amendment, in the Bist or second 
degree, to a pending bill, resolution, or other matter, prevails, it dudl be a final 
defeat of the tabled amendment; and the further consideration of such bill, 
resolution, or other matter, may be at once proceeded with. 

21. "When, by order of slie House, the Speaker has risen to submit a question, 
or when there is a call of the ayes and noes, or count of the House, no motion 
shall lie in order until the decision of the Hou^e i» declared by the Chair. At 
all other times a motion for adjournment shall be in order. 

32. If the question in delMte contains several points, any member may have 
the same divided ; but on motion to strike out and insert, it shall not be in order 
to move for a division of the question ; but a rejection of the motion to strikeout 
and In-^ert one proposition shall not prevent a motion to strike out and insert a 
different jiroposition, nor jucvent a subsequent motion to simply strike out; nur 
shall the rejection of a motion simply to strike out, prevent a subsequent motion 
to stnke out and Insert.

24. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is objected to hf 
any member, it shall be decided by a vote of the House without debate. 

Of OftDU. 

25. Every member shall address the Chair from his appropriate table ; and no 
member shaU be recognised by the Speaker unless he be, when he addresses 

him, in his proper place. In al] cases the member who shall first rise and ad- 
dress the Chair shall he entitled to ?;peak first ; l)Ut when two or more incmher? 
shall rise and address the Chair at the same lime, the Speaker shall name the 
member w ho s>haH speak first. 

26.. When the ayes and noes shall be called for, by any five members, each 
member called upon shall, unless for special reasons he be excused by the Houses 
declare openly and witbont debate his assent or dissent to the question. 

27. In taking the ayes and noes, upon the call of the House, the names of the 
Representatives sliall he taken alj^habetically. 

28. When the ayes and noes shall he taken on any que'ition, in pur^wance of 
the above rules, or by virtue of the Constitution, no member shall be permuted 
to change or record his vote If without the bar of the House, under any circum^ 
stances whatever, after the decision is announced from the Chair, unless by eon* 
sent of two*thtrds of the House ; but in no case If his vote change the result. 

Oh Rkconsideration. 

29. When a question has been made and carried in the aihrmalive or negative, 
it shali be in order for any member voting with the prevailing side to move for 
a reconsideration thereof, at any time the same day or the two next succeeding 
days of actual session; and no motion to reconsider a reconnderation shall be in 
order. The Clerk shall transmit to the Senate no bill, resolution, message, re* 
port, amendment, or motion, nor shall the Committee on Fni-olled Bills present 
any bill or resolution to the (Governor for hi> action, until the time for moving a 
reconsideration shall have expired, unless otherwise expressly ordered by the 
House. 

Of Fbtitions and Memorials. 

JO. Before any petition or memorial addressed to the House shall be received 
and read at the table, a brief statement of the contents of the petition or memo- 
rial shall be verbally made by the introducer. 

Or Hi M.S. 

31. Every bill shall be introduced by motion or leave, or by an order of the 
House on the report of the committee ; and all bills shall be dispatched in the 
order they were introduced unless when the House shall otherwise direct. 

31. The first reading of a bill shall be for information ; and, if opposition be 
made to it, the 'nifstion shall be, "Shall this bill be rejected?*' If no opposi- 
tion be made, or if the question to reject be negativcfl, the bill shall go to the 
second reading without question, and shall be acted upon on its second reading 
before being referred to any committee of the House. 
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53. All bills prawnted slitll hnt indorsed on the beck the title thereof, the 
name of the committees to which the introducer desires the same referred, the 

name of the introducer at the bottom of the same; and all bills shall he so re- 
ferred unless otherwise ordered by the Hou-i". All 1>ill§ may be referred to a 
standing or select committee, or to the (Joinmiuce of the Whole Hou>e ; and if to 
a Committee of the Whole, the time for the consideration of the same shall be 
fixed at the time of s«ch reference. 

34. No bill or other matter upon which a report or action of committee is re- 
quired shall remain lodged with any regular committee for a longer time than 
ten days, except by a vote of two-lhirds of the members of the House. 

35. After commitment an<l report thereof to the House, at any time before 
its passage, a bill may be recommitted. 

36. All bills ordered to be engrossed &hall be executed in a fair hand. 

37. No amendment by way of rider shall be received. 

38. When a bill shall past it shall be certified by the Clerk, noting the day of 
its passage at the foot thereof. 

39. Bills coming from the Senate shall have precedence of bills in the Home 
on the same subjects. 

COMMITIKK uF THK WmOLR. 

40. In forming a Committee of the Whole, the Speaker shall leave the chair, 
and a Chairman be appointed by the Speaker to preside in committee. 

41. Upon bills committed to Committee of the Whole, the bill shall be read 
thronghout by the Clerk, and then again read and debated by clanses, leaving 
the preamble to be last considered. The body of the bill shall not be defaced 
or interlined, but all amendments, noting the page and the line, shall be duly 

entered by the Clerk on a separate paper, as the same shall he agreed to by the 
committee, and so reported to the H<nise ; after report, the bill shall again be 
subject to be debated and amended by clause before its hnal passage. 

42. All amendments made to an original motion in committee diall be incor> 
poratcd with the motion, and so reported. 

43. All amendments made to a report committed to a Committee of the Whole 
shall be noted and reported as in cases of bills. 

44. All qtiestions, whether in committee or in the House, shall be propounded 
in the order in which they were moved, except that of hlling up blanks. 

Op RmLts. 

45. The rules of the Honse shall be observed in Committee of the Whole so 
fv as applicable, but no member shall speak twice to My. question until every 

member choosing to »^peak shall have spoken. 

46. No standing rule <;r order of the IIou>c shall be rescinded or changed 
without one day's notice being given of a motion thereof; nor shall any rule be 
suspended, except by a vote of at least two-thirdt of the members present. 

47. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills to report at any 
time. 

4S. An amendment to an amendment in the third degree shall not be in order. 
49. A motion to ** postpone indelinitely," or *'to strike out the enacting 
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clftuse of a bill,** or *< the teiolving clause of a resolution," if concvrxed in» is 

equivalent to a rejection. 

50. A motion to adjourn, to lay on the tabloi and for the preriovs qoesttoo* 
shall l)e (lecifled without debate. 

51. Messages may be received ai any state of business, except while a ques-> 
tion is being put, while the ayes and noes are being taken, or while voting in an 
election. 

52. There shall be the following standing committees, to wit: 

(1) Finance, Ways, and Means. (14) Charitable Institutions. 

(2) Claims. (15) Agriculture and Manufactures. 

(3) Education and Common Schools. (16) Tn corporations. 
(41 Judiciary. (17) Elections. 

(5) Internal Improvements. (18) Commerce. 

(6) Military AiHairs. (if^ Immigration. 
<7) Mew Counties and Conn^ Lines. (ao| Retrenchment. 

(8) Penitentiary, (21) Sanitary. 

(9) Bank (22) Public Printing, 

(10) Federal Relations. (23) Railroads. 

(11) Public Roads. (24) Labor. 

(12) Enrolled Bills. (25) Liquor Traffic. 

(13) Public Grounds and Buildings. 

$3. No special committee shall be appointed for any purpose when there is a 
standing committee on the same subject. 

54. That no committee of this House shall remain in session during the 
sessions of the House unless by permission of the House. 

Of tr« Prcvious QuasnoN. 

55. The previous question shall be in this form: "Shall the main question be 
now put?" It shall only be admitted when demaikted by two-thkds of the 
members present. And if the.call is made and sustained, its effect shall be to 
preclude all future amendments and terminate all debate; but it may be applied 

to the main question, or to the main question and amendment, or the main 
question, amendment, and amendment to the amendment, and shall bring the 
House to a direct vote on the question in the order in which they stand, and 
from the point where the call was applied. But in all debates u])on resolutions 
or bills immediately prior to their final passage on third reading, the mover or 
author of the resolution or bill shall have the right to close the debate thereon;

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58. All bills passed in the House shall, before they afe sent to the Senate, be 
examined by the Committee on Enrolled Bills, whose duty it nhall be to exam- 
ine all bills, amendments, resolutions, or motions before they cut of the 
po«<>ession of the House, and to make report that they are correctly eAgros»ed, 
which report shall be entered on the journal. 

59. When a House bill is returned from the Senate with an amendment, or a 
substitute for the Honse bill, the ayes and noes shall be called on the passage of 
laid amendment or substitute, and entered on the jonmal of the House. 

6a When any bill, resolution, or motion is laid on the table by a vote of the 
House, it shall require a two-thirds vote to take it up from the table. But it shall 
only require a majority of the vote"? (a quorum being present) to reconi>ider a vote 
rejecting a bill, resolution, or motion. 

61. When the yeas and nays are being called the members shall not crowd or 
sund about the Clerk's desk. 

62. Special orders may be set by a two-thirds irote, but a majority may post> 
pone the same. 

63. If any question shall arise which is not provided for in these rules, the 
same shall be governed by ** Roberts' Rules of Order," which is hereby adopted. 

64. The porters of the House shall be subject to the orders of the Door-

RULES OF ORDER FOR THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE SENATE OF TENNESSEE. 

sissiOM or 1889. 



« DtrriES OF thb Spbakeh. 

1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hour to which the Senate 

shall have adjourned; shall immediately call the members to order, and cause 
the roll to 1>e called; and on the nppenranoeof a quorum, shall cause the journal 
of the preceding day of sittinj^ to he read. 

2. He shall preserve order and Uccurum ; may speak to points of order in 
preference to other members, rising from hu seat for that purpose; he shall de> 
cide questions of order, subject to appeal to the Senate by any member, on 
which appeal no member shall speak more than twice, unless by leave of the 
Senate. 

3. He shall rise to state or put a question. 

4. Questions >hall he put directly in this form: "Senators in favor of [then 
state the propoMtionJ say 'Aye;'" and, after the affirmative Mill is expressed, 
** Senators who are opposed, say * No." If the Speaker doubt, or a division be 
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called for, the Senate shall divide ; thoie voting tbe affinnative of the qnestion 
shall first rise from their seats, and afterward those in the negative; or die ques- 
tion may be decided by a call of the roll. 

5. He shall have a right lo name any member to perform any duties of the 
Chair i but such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

6. He shall appoint all committeesi nnless otherwise especially directed by 
the Senate, in which case they shall be appointed by the Senate twa vou; and 
if, upon the first time of voting, there is no election, there shall be a second 
voting, in which a plurality of votes shall prevail. 

7. In all other elections a majority of the whole number of Senators shall be 
necessary to a choice. 

S. In case of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the chamber or gallery, 
the Speaker or the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole* shall have the 
power to order the same to be cleared. 

9. He shall procure (or appoint a oonunittee for that purpose) a minister of 
the gospel, or other suitable person, to open each day's sitting of the Senate 
with prayer, 

OltDCIt OP BtmNBSS. 

10. As soon as the journal is read the Speaker shall, through the Clerk, call 
for— 

(1) Petitions and memorials. 

(3) Reports from standing committees, 

(3) Reports from select committees. 

11. After the morning business i'4 c^nue through, the business before tbe Senate 
shall be taken up in the following order: 

(1) Introduction of bills and resiolutions. 

(a) Resolutions whidi have been introduced shall be considered. 

(3) House bills on their third reading. 

(4) House bills on their second reading, 

(5) House bills on their first reading. 

(6) Senate bills un their third reading. 

(7) Senate bills on their second reading. 

13. ffilb coming from the House of Representatives shall Cave precedence of 
bills in the Senate on the same subject. 

Of Decorum and Debate. 

13. When nnv niember is abont to speak in debate, or deliver any matter 
whatever to tlie ."senate, he shall rise from his appropriate seat, anti respectfully 
address himself lo "Mr. Speaker,'' and shall, after he is recognized by the 
Oiair, proceed in his remarks, which may be nuuie, at his option, in front of 
the Clerk's desk, confining himself strictly to the qnestion under debate, and 
avoiding all personalities. 

14. No member shall speak more than twice on the same subject without 
leave of the Senate, and Senators who have once spoken shall not again be en- 
titled to the tloor (except for purpose of explanation) to the exclusion of soother 
who has not spoken. 
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15. Any member who, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules of the 
Senatet tbe Speaker shall, or luiy member may, call him to order, in which case 
th« member so called to order shall immediately sit down, when the point of 
order shall be at once decided by the Chair, svbject to an appeal to the Senate ; 

after the decision is rendered* the member having the floor can proceed, subject 

to the decision made. 

16. Tf a member he called to order by n Senator for words spoken, the words 
excepted to shall be immediately repeated by the Senator excepting, and re- 
dnccd to writing by the Clerk. 

17. No member shall absent himself from the service of the Senate without 
l^ve first obtained ; and in case a less number than a quorum of the Senate 
shall convene, they are hereby authorized to send the Door-keeper, or any other 
person or i)ersons, for any or all absent members, as the majority of such mem- 
bers present shall agree (at the expense of i>uch members respectively), unless 
such excuse for non-attendance shall be made as the Senate, when a quorum is 
convened, shall judge sufficient ; and the Sergeaat-at*atms, or his assistants, are 
authorised and empowered to arrest absent members, and to use all the force 
and means necessary to effect said arrest, and for this purpose may summon all 
needed depiitie<(, and do all things necessary to Secure the presence of the ab- 
sent members in the Senate ("hamber. 

18. Every member shall address the Chair from his appropriate table, and no 
member shall be recognized by the Speaker unless he be, when he addresses him, 
in his proper place ; but when recognised by the Speaker, he may take his place 
in front of the Clerk's desk. In all cases, the member who shall first rise and 
addre<is the Chair shall be entitled to speak first ; but when two or more mem- 
bers sh.i!l rise and address the Chair at the same time, the Speaker shall name 
the member who shall speak first. 

Of Motions. 

19. No motion shall he debated until the same is seconded. 

20. When a motion shall be made and seconded, it shall be reduced to writing 
if desired by the Speaker or any member, delivered at the table, and read before 
the same shall be debatable. 

31. When a question is under debate no motion shall be received but to ad> 
Joum, lie on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day certain, 
commit, or amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged. 

22. Tlu- previous question shall be in tlii^ form: "Shall the main question be 
now put?" It shall be admitted only when demanded by a majority of the 
members present. If the previous question is sustained, its effect ^hall be to 
preclude all future amendments, and terminate all debate, and bring the Senate 
to a direct vote upon the subject or matter to which it was applied in the call, 

23. When, by order of the Senate, the Speaker has risen to submit a question, 
or when there is a call for the aye« and noe<!, or a count of the Senate, no motion 
shall be in order until the decision of the Senate is declared by the Chair. At 
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an other tines a notton for adjoummeBt diall be in order, provided Kme bari- 
nes» lia« been traniaeted since the last motion to adjoura. 

Anj Senator may call for the division of a qaestion, which shall be 
divided if it comprehend propositions in substance so distinct that, one beings 
taken awav, n substantive proposition shall remain for the decision of the Senate. 
But on nioiion to strike out and insert, it shall not he in order to move for a 
division of that question; but a rejection of the motion to strike out and insert 
one proposition shall not prevent a motion to strike out and Insert a diffetent 
proposition, nor prevent a svbseqnent motion simpljr to strike out; nor shall the 
rejection of a motion umply to strike out, prevent a subsequent motion to strike 

out and insert. 

25. An amendment to an amendment in the third degree &haU not be in 
order. 

26. In 6IItng up blanks, the largest sum and longest time ^all first be put. 
ay. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is objected to by 

any member, it shall be decided by a vote of the Senate without debate. 

Of Ordbr. 

28. When the ayes and noes shall be called for by any five members* each 
member called upon shall, unless for fpecial reasons he be excused by the Senate, 
declare openly and without debate his assent or dissent to the question. 

29. In taking the nycs and noes, upon the call of the Senate, the names of the 
Senators shall be lakcu alphabetically. 

30. When the ayes and noes shall be taken on any question in pursuance of 
the above rules, no member shall be permitted to change his vote under any 
circumstances whatever after the decision is announced from the Chair unless by 
consent of a majority of the Senate. 

31. All questions, whether in committee nr in the Senate, shall be propounded 
in the order in which they were moved, except that of filling up blanks. 

Of RECONSli>liRAiION. 

32. When a question has been made and carried in the affirmative or negative, 
it shall tie in order for any memi)er voting in the majority to move for a recon- 
sideration thereof at any time the same day or the two next succeeding days of 
actual session; and no motion to reconsider a reconsideration shall be in order. 
The Clerk shall transmit to the House no bill, resolution, message, report* 
amendment, or motion, nor shall the Committee on Enrolled Bills present any 
bill or resolution to the Governor for his action, until the time for moving a re- 
consideration shall have expired, unless otherwise expressly ordered, by the 
Senate. 

Ok rtrmo.NS and Memorials, 

33. Before any petition or memorial, addressed to the Senate, shall be received 
and read at the table, a brief statement of the contents of the petition or 
memorial shall be verbally made by the introducer. 
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Of Bills. 

34. All bilb and tetolutioiii shall be written on not less then half sheet of 
l^al cap paper. 

35. Every bill shall be introduced by motion or leave, or by an order of the 
Senate on the report of the committee : and all bills shall be dispatched ia^e 
order they were introduced, unlei>& when the Senate shall otherwise direct. 

36. The Erst reading of a bill shall be for information; and if opposition be 
made to itg the questtcm shall te, **^aU this bill be rejected?" If no opposi- 
tion be made, or if the question to reject be n^tived, the bill shall pass its first 
reading, and be placed on the calendar for its second reading* unless its author 

demands its commitment. 

37. Before the third reading; uf the bill the Speaker shall >tate it as ready for 
commitment; and, if committed, the question shall be "Whether to a select or 
Standing committee or to a C<Hnmittee of the Whole?" . If to a Committee of 
the Whole, the Senate shall determine on what day. 

38. After commitment and report thereof to the Senate, at any time before 
its passage, a bill may be recommitted. 

39. All bills ordered to be engrossed shall be executed in a fair hand, without 

interlincatirm. 

40. No hill or other matter upon which a report 01 action of cuiumiiice is re- 
quired shall remain lodged with any committee for a longer time than ten days, 
except by a vote of the Senate. 

41. No bill shall embrace more than one subject, that subject to he embraced 

in the title. All bills to repeal, revive, or amend former laws shall recite in 
their captions, or otherwii»e, the title of the law to be repealed, revived, or 
amended. 

43. When a bill shall pass it shall be certified by the Clerk, noting the day of 
its passage at the foot thereof. 

CottMtms OP TBK Wkols. 

43. In forming a Committee of the Whole, the Speaker shall leave the chair, 
and a Chairman be appointed by the Speaker to preside in committee. 

44. Upon bills committed to Committee of the Whole, the bill shall be read 
throughout by the Clerk, and then .n^^ain read and debated by clauses, leaving 
the preamble to be last considered. The body of the bill shall not be defaced 
or interlined; but all amendments, noting the page and line, shall be duly en- 
tered by the Clerk on a separate paper, as the same shall be agreed to by the 
committee, and so reported to the Senate ; after report, the bill shall again be 
subject to be debated and amended by dause before the question to e'tagrose it 
be taken. 

45. All amendments made to an original motion In committee shall be incor* 
pM'ated with the motion, and so reporter!. 

46. All amendments made to a report committed to a Committee of the 
Whole shall be noted, and reported as in cases of bills. 
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Op Rulks. 

47. The rules of the Senate shall be observed in Committee uf the Whole, so 
far as applicable; but no member shall tpeak twice to aiif qnestMHi until everj 
member ebooiing to speak shall have spoken. 

48* No standing rule or order of the Senate shall be rescinded or changed 
without one day's nutirc being given of the motion thereof; n r: shall any rule 
be suspended excc[)t by a vote of at least two-thirds of the n,Lir.l)Li^ - resent. 

49. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills to report at an]r 
time. 

Sa A motion to *' postpone indefinitely/' or "to strike out the enacting 
clause of a bill,** if concurred, in, is equivalent to a rejection. 

51. A motion to adjourn, to lay on the table» and for the previous question^ 

shall be decided witluml debate. 

52. Messages may be introduced at any state of business, except while a ques- 
tiuu lii being put, while the ayes and noes are being taken, or while voting in an 
dection. 

53« There shall be the following standing committee^ to wit : 

(1) Finance, Ways, and Means. (I3) Enrolled Bills. 

(2) Claims. (13) Public Grounds and Buildings. 

(3) Education and Otmmon Schools, (14I C haritable Institutions. 

(4) Judiciary. (15) Agriculture, Manufactures, Mining, 

(5) Railroads. and Immigration. 

(6) Military Affairs. (16) State Debt. 

(7) New Counties and County Lines. (17) Public Printing. 

(8) Penitentiary. (l% Privileges and Elections. 

(9) Bank^. (19) Corporations. 

(10) Federal Relations. (20) Rules. 

(11) Public Roads. (21} Sanitary. 

» 

Resolutions and Bills. 

54. When a bill is withdrawn for amendment the same shall be returned 
within three days thereafter. 

55. All resolutions shall lie one day on the table before they receive the action 

of the Senate, unless by a suspension of the nile. 

56. All bills passed in the Senate shall, ' cf'^re they are sent to the House of 
Representatives, l)c examined by a committee oi three members, whose duty it 
shall be to examine all bills, amendments, rebolutiuns, or motions before they 
go out of the possession of the Senate, and to make report that they are cor* 
rectly engrossed, which report shall be entered on the journal. 

57. No member or other person shall smoke tobacco within the Senate Cham- 
ber during the hours of session. 

58. The Sergeant-at-arm<> shall admit no person into the Senate Ch.imber 
except the officers of the Stale, uHicers and members of the Senate, and such 
persons as may come by invitation of Senators, officers and members of the 
House, and repwters properly authorised to represent the various newspapers of 
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the country: and that all visitors and spectators shall have access in the gallery 
SO long ajs ihey preserve order, liut the Speaker shall have power to su<>penil 

this rule at pleasiire. 

S9. The foregoing roles way be altered or amended hy a two-thirds vote after 
lying over one day* 



JOINT RULES FOR THE GOVKRNMFNT OF 
BOTH HOUSES WHEN IN CONVENTION. 



1. A joint assembly shall be fonned by a union of the hcnaie and House of 
Representatives in the hall of the latter, at such times and for snch specific pur* 
pose only as may be expressed in a concurrent resolution of both Houses, and 
may adjourn from time to time during the session of the Geneml Assembly. 
The President of the Senate shall, in all cases, preside over, and the Clerks of 
the Senate and Ho«?;c «hall officiate as Secretaries of every joint assembly. 

2. The proceedingH uf every joint ai>»cmbly, including the resolution ordering 
the same, shall also be published with the journals of the two Houses. 

3. The rules of the Senate, as far as applicable, shall be observed in r^ulat> 
ing the proceedings of every joint assembly, and each convention shall determine 
the order in which pending business shall be disposed of. 

4. The committees of the Senate ant! House of Representatives to whom the 
subject-matter shall have been referred, may, for the ]nirpn>e of facilitating 
business, meet together a.s a joint conunitlee, and make a joint or separate report 
to either or both Houses, as they may think expedient. 

5. In every case of disagreement between the Senate and House, if either 
shall request a conference and appoint a committee on its part, such committee 
shall meet at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by the chairman, and state 
to each other verbally, or in writing, the rea«ons nf each House for its vote in 
the subject-matter of disagreement, confer fully thereon, and make a report of 
their doings to the respective Houses as soon as convenient. 

6. Committees of conference shall consist of an equal number from each 
House, and shall return the papers referred to them to that House which last 
voted upon the subject-matter of disagreement. 

7. After each Hou>e shall have adhered to the vote of disagreement, the bill 
or resolution shall be lost. 

8. A joint committee of three Senators and three Representatives shall be 
appointed by the presiding ofRcers of the two Houses respectively, to be desig- 
nated the Committee on Joint Rules.*' 

9. Each House shall transmit to the other all papers in which any bill or reso- 
lution shall be furnished, and when a bill or resolution which shall have passed 

11 
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one House is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the House 
in which the same shall have passed ; and all such rejected bills or resolutions, 
with the accompanying papers, shnll be returned to and left in the custody of 

the House which first acted upon them. 

10. When a message shall be sent from the Senate to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, it shall be announced at the door of the House by the Door*keeper, 
and shall he respectfully communicated to the Chair by the poson by whom it 
may be sent, and it shall be the duty of the person delivering such message 
in communicating it to the Chair, to state the number of the bill and its title 
or caption, and the number of the re>olution and its siil)ject-matter or object. 

11. The same ceremony shall be observed when a message shall be sent from 
the House to the Senate. 

13. Messages shall be sent from one House to the other by their respective 
Cleriup or other suitable persons. 

13. At a joint meeting of the two Houses seats shall be provided as follows: 
For the Speaker of the Senate, the Speaker's chair; for the Speaker of the 
House, a chair immediately upon his left; for the Senators, chairs in the body 
of the House in front of the presiding othcers. The Representatives will retain 
their own seals ; the Clerks at the desk of the Clerk of the House; the other 
officers upon either side of the Speaker's platform. 



LEGAL HOLIDAYS IN THE VARIOUS STATES. 



In Tennessee, in addition to days indicated below, all days set apart by law 
for holding county. State, or national elections throughout the State are made 
legal holidays. All negotiable paper falling due on any legal holiday in this 
State is due and payable the lirst business day preceding same. Wlien any 
statutory holiday fidk on Sunday, then the following Monday is to be substituted 
for -irime. See Acts of 1889, Chapter 63.

December 2$. — Christmas Day : In all the States, and in South Carolina the 
two succeeding days. 

Sundays and Fast Days (whenever appointed) are legal holidays in nearly all 
the States. 

Arbor Day is a legal holiday in Maho and Kansas, the day being set l>y the 
Governor. In Nebraska April 30, and in Colorado April 18, 1890. Arbor Day 
is also a legal holiday in Rhode Mand, bnt docs not affect the payment of 
notes, etc* 

In Minnesota, Washington's Birthday and Memorial Days are the only general 

holidays expressly provided by law. As to the maturity of bills and notes the 
following days arc, by implication, holidays: Thanksgiving Day, Good Friday, 
Christmas, January 1, and July 4. As to schools, Christmas, January i, July 4, 
and Tliankiigiving Day. 

In New Mexico there are no legiA holidays established by statute. 
Every Saturday after I3 o'clock noon is a legal holiday in New York.

TREASURERS FROM 1796. 



The act of April 13, 1796^ and Territorial act of September, 1794, Chapter 

9^ prtjvided for two District Treasurers, viz. : Districts of Mero and Washington 
and Hamilton. Act of October 25, 1813, changed the name of Treasurer of 
Washington and Hamilton to Treasurer of East Tcnnes.see, and Treasurer of 
Mero to Treasurer of West Tennessee. The district of Mero was also known 
as the district of Mero, Robertson and Winchester. Act of November t, 1827, 
created the office of Treasurer of Western District, at Jackson, Tenn., office of 
Treasurer of Washington and Hamilton and East Tennessee at Knoxville, and 
office of Treasurer of Mero at Nashville. The Constitution of 1834 provided 
for one Treasvircr for the State, elected by tlie Legislature for two years.

PENITENTIARY. 

ltA«tVIU,«, TSMMBMSS. 



The Penitentiary is located in the western portion of the city of Nashvilfc; 
was establi.shct! by Chapter 2 \ of the Acts of 1829, and embraces about fourtetn 
acres, inclosed by a rock w.iil twenty-five feet high. James Campbell, Senatir 
from Franklin and Warreu Counties, introduced the bill providing for its ers* 
tioB. Robert C. Foster, Sr., Joseph Woods, end Moses Ridlejr, of Devidsm 
Cbanty, were the Building Commissioners. It was completed sufficient for <]> 
cupancy in 183 1, and in August, 1831, had thirteen prisoners incarcerated in i:. 
Tt is built of limestone, with a center building, and two wings running back 
In the inclosure are shops suitable for the employment of the convicts in wagoi> 
making, which is the chief business in which they are at present employed. 

The management of the Penitentiary consists of a Superintendent, Warden 
Physician* and Chaplain, appointed bj the Governor. Tlie Secrete^ of State, 
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ComptroUtrt And TfMsarar are «r Board of PenitentiMy latpecton. The 

convicts are leased at present — the Tennessee Coal, Iron, and Railroad Com* 
pany bein^ the lessees. Besides the main prison, there are four hranch prisons, 
situatcil at Tracy City, Grundy County ; Ininan, Marion County; and Coal Creek 
and Oliver Spruigs, Anderson County. They each have a Warden, Physician, 
and Chaplain, appointed by the GoTemof* The Snperintcndent has the ap* 
pointing power of a saffideat nnmber of guards at each prison. 

The office of Superintendent of Prisons was created in 1871 » and the following 
have filled said office:

TENNESSEE SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND. 

NASHVILLE, TSMNKSSRB. 



This "ichool was fuu; le i in 1844. The State made first appropriation to it in 
1846. Rev:». J. T. Edgar, R. li. C. liowcll, and J. T. Wheat were its first Trus- 
tees. Previous to 1850, the school had five Superintendents, to wit: James 

Champlin, W. H. Churchman, E. W. Whalen, Jacob Berry, Fortescae. In 

November, 1850, J- M. Sturtevant, of Massachusetts, was made Superintendent, 
and served until his death, in December, 1SS2. The Slate, in 1851, made its 
first appropriation for a building, and had expended to 1861, $25,000 on buiid- 
ings and grounds. In 1861 Confederates took the school-buildings for a hospital, 
and they were med, when the Federals invaded Nashville, for the same purpose 
by them. By order of General St. Clair Morgan, Chief of Engineers of the 
*'Anny of the Ohio," United States, the buildings were demolished in November, 
1862. In October, 1867, the school was reorganized after the war. In October, 
1872, Judge John M. Lea, of Nashville, purchased the pre«tent site, then known 
as the "Claiborne Residence," for $15,000, together with seven acres of land, 
on Fillmore Street, in the south-eastern part of the city of Nashville, and do- 
nated it to the Sute for a blind school. The Legislatures of 1873 and 1875 <^P* 
propriated $70^000. This, together with $14,000 saved from annual appropriar 
tions for running the school by frugal management of the trustees, was em> 
ployed in building the present handsome and complete structure. In 1880 a 
building was erected for the cfilored blind at a lost of $8,000. S. A. Higelow 
was Superintendent from January, 1883, to 1886. In August, 18SO, S. A. Link, 
present Superintendent, took charge. There are now eighty-seven pupils. 
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They are pupils, not inmates. They go home during vacAtion, and leave school 
when their education is c<)ni|>letcd. They learn, according to their talents, lit- 
erature, music, and handicraft, and few have failed to make a living for them- 
selves when turned out into the world. The following have served as Presideats 
of ib« Board of Trutte«ftt Revs. J. T. Ed^ar, R« B. C. Howell, Judge E. H. 
East, John M. Lea, and J. G. Hoiutpn— all of Davidson County, Tennessee. 



THE TENNESSEE SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF 

AND DUMB. 

KKOXVILLB, TBNMBSSBB. 



This school is situated in the city of Knoxville, and its grounds embrace eight 
acres, beautifully and tastefully kept. The first Board of Trustees was ap« 
pointed by Governor James C. Jones, and organised July 37, 1844. In the 
spring of 1845 school opened in temporary quarters. In 1848 the present main 
building was erectedt the corner-stone being laid on May 13. Additional build> 
ings have been erected from time to time to meet the demands of increasing 
pojiulation. In 1880 and 1SS5 the State purchased a handsome tract of afiout 
thirty acres, with suitable building, for the colored department, about two 
miles east of Knoaville* The Governor appointo the tmstees, who elect the 
officers annually. There are one hundrOd and twenty*five white and twenty- 
two colored pupils in attendance at school at present. The students are in* 
strutted in the common school branches, in printing, in shoemaking, and other 
handicraft. The Principals, of the school hnve hpcn T. C. Mclntyer, O. W. 
Morris, H. S. Gillett, Kev. James Park, Josepii H. Ijams, and Thomas L. 
Moses, present incumbent, Rev. R. B. McMuUen, Rev. W. D. Karnes, James 
C. Moses, John L. Moses, and John M. Boyd (present incumbent) have served 
as Presidents of the Board of Trustees. 



TENNESSEE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

KMOXVttXB, TSMWaSSBB. 



The University of Tennessee, situated on a beautiful bluff overlooking Ten< 
nessee River, in the western part of the city of Knoxville, was chartered in 
l794t by the First Geneml Assembly of the "Territory South of the Ohio** as 
"Blount College,*' named for Governor William Blonnt. In 1807, under act of 
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Congress, providing for tho esubUshment of two eoHeges in Tennessee, "£asf 
Tumesue CMx»" wm chartered, and the property and franchises of Blonnt ' 

College transferred to it. In 1826 •* East Tennessee College" was located at tl»e 
present site, then knowti as Barbara Hill," named for a daughter of Governor 
Blount. In 1640 ihe name was chanfjed from East Tennessee College to East 
Tennessee University. In 1S69 the Legi!»laturc gave iti lru«>l to tlie university 
the proceeds of the sale of public lands donated hj act of Congress of July 3, 
l86a, **to the several States and Territories which may provide agricttltural 
and mechanical colleges." In 1879 the Legislature changed the name to " Uni- 
versity of Tennessee," and aut!ir)ri/.ed the Governor to appoint a Board of Vis- 
itors to the university of three from each grand division of the State. In 1S87 
the university was made the recipient of the appropriations made by the United 
States Congress to agricnltnral experiment stations. The university has ten 
laige buildings in a campus of forty acres; is 1,100 feet above the level of the 
tea, and the drainage and sanitary conditions are perfect. The faculty, as now 
organized, consists of twelve proressors and associate professors, two assistant 
professors, and five instructors. The university has academic, scientific, njTii- 
cultural, anrl mechanical departments; a school of military science and tacucs; 
also medical and dental departments at Nashville. It has a college farm, at 
which the students are given practical lessons in agriculture, stock raising, etc. 
This farm is one of the finest in the State, and equipped with improved stock 
and machinery. The State has established 375 scholarships in the agricultural, 
mechanical, and academic departments, to which each State Senator can appoint 
two, and each Kcpresenlalive two. iiie students thus ai)])ointed must he at 
least fifteen years of age, and are furnished free tuition. These appointments 
are good for one year. 

The following are the Presidents of the university, with their terms of office :

William B. Reese, LL.D., from 1850 to 1853; Rev. George Cook, A.M., from 
1853 to 1857; Rev. William D. Carnes, A.M., from 1858 to i860; Rev. J. J. 
Ridley, D.D., i860 to 1862; Kev. Thomas W. Humes, A.M., LL.D., from 1865 
to 1883; Charles W. Dabney, Jr., Ph.D., LUD., from 1887. 



TENNESSEE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 

NASHVlUa, TKHUBSSaa. 



This school, known first as the Randall Cole Indu>>triai School, was established 
by an act of the Legislature, pass^ed February 17, 1885. T. A. Atchison was 
made President; John C. Ferriss, First Vice>president; G. P. Thruston, Second 
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Vice>president; and T. P. Weakley, Secretary. It was opened December 15, 
1886, and was supported until March 36, i9^f, at the private expense of Col. E. 

W. Cole, of Nashville* T«Utt| at which time the ninety-two acres of land, with 
the improvements thereon, were doiinteH by Colonel Cole to the State, the act 
creating the Tennes.see Industrial School being apprnvcil the same date. 

This school is located three miles south-east of the city of Nashville, on the 
Murfreesboro turnpike, and it arranged in four departments, aa follows: 

I. Department for white boys who have committed no crime. 

3. Department for colored boys who have not committed crime. 

3. Department for girls who are willful and incorrigible, and those who have 
no homes. 

4. Reformatory department for boys who have committed oflenses, and whose 
sentences have been commuted. 

The colored and white departments are kept separate. There are 125 boys ia 
the school. It is no prison, but a well-ordered school, where children ate given a 

good English education, and are taught to work and the trades. The object of 

the school is to educate and to tench habits of industr)'. I.arjje revenue is derived 
from the work of the l)oys in chair-making, carpentering, gardening, etc. T. J. 
Latham is the President, and W. C. Kilvington, Superintendent. 



THE STATE NORMAL COLLEGE. 



This school is situated in the southern part of the city of Nashville, and is 

also known as the "Peabody Normal College" and the ♦'University of Nash- 
ville," and was chartered by the State of North Carolina, December 26, 1785, 
eleven years before Teniie»i»ee wai admitted into the Union, and endowed by 
the North Carolina Legislature with 240 acres of land now embraced in South 
Nashville. The name it then bore was Davidson Academy.** In 1S06 its 
name was changed to ** Cumberland Collie," and in i8a6 to "University of 
Nashville." By an arrangement made with the Trustees of the Peabody Educa> 
tional Fund nnd the State Board of Education of Tenne<;see, on April 26, 1875, 
the University of i<ashvi!le was converted into the jiresent State Normal Col- 
lie. In 1867 Montgomery Bell made a bequest with which a preparatory de- 
partment, knows as ** Montgomery Bell Academy,'* was added to the Unlvtitity 
under the management of its Trustees. In 1S75 the Medical Department of the 
University of Nashville was united with the Medical School of Vanderbilt 
University. The State Normal College was opened at the capitol with appro- 
priate ceremonies on December 1, 1875, and is dc-igncd for the professional 
training an<l education of teachers. Il derives its MijijHirt from the Peabody 
Kducational I'und and appropriations made by the State. Students must not 
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be under sixteen nor over thirty years of age. There are fourteen scholarships, 
wofth two hundred dollars each per annunit given to this school by the Peabudy 
Fnnd, to which Tennessee students are eligible. There is also an annual appro* 
priatiun made by the State of $3,300 for the normal education of colored people. 
Tile Slate appropriates $lO,ooo per annum for whites to this college. The fol- 
lowing have '-erved as Presidents: Rev. Thomas B, Craighead, from 1785 to 
iSo6i Dr. James Priestly, LL.D., from 1809 to 1S21 ; Dr. Philip Lindsley, D.D., 
from 18196 to 1850; Dr* J. Berrien Lindsley, D.D., from 1850 to 1855: Generab 
Bttshrod Johnson and A. P. Stewart, from 1855 to 1861; Gen. E. Kirby Smith, 
from 1865 to 1875; Eben S. Steami, D^D., from 1875 ^ I^7> WiUiam H. 
Ptsyne, LUD., from 1887 to date. 



INSANE ASYLUMS. 



CE^^^RAL hospital for the insane. 

Lec«t«d at H asbvitle. 

As early as 1830 the attention of the General Assembly was called to the 

necessity of an institution of this kind, and by act of October 19, i8j2, Chapter 
31, Building Conimi-.sir.ner*! — II. R. VV. Hill, Francits Porterfield, Joseph Woods,' 
Jame« Rocine, 1 <.'l;x Robertson, and Samuel Hogg, all of Davidson Cf itnty — 
were appointed, and $10,000 appropriated, to erect a State Lunatic Asylum. A 
commodious stone structw« of moderate capacity was «ected in the suburbs of 
the city of Nashville, which served as the State Lunatic Asylum until the open- 
ing of the present institution, March i, 1852. An act of February ao, 1836, 
appropriated $2,500 to complete and furnish same, and named Robert Woods, 
John Shelby, Felix Robertson, and James Overton as Commissioners to superin- 
tend the same. By Chapter 128, Acts of 1837-38, passed January 20, 1838, 
$15,000 was appropriated in aid of the a.sylum, and Boyd McNairy, Thomas 
Jennings, R. C. K. Martin, James W. Combs* and Pelia Robertson were made 
Commisnoners, with power to choose one of their number as Superintendent. 
Drs. Boyd McNairy, John D. Kelly, and John T. McNairy acted as attendant 
physicians to the old asylum. Chapter 1 63. Acts of 1845-46, gave the Governor, 
Secretary of State, Comptroller, and Tre r urcr power to sell out the old asylum 
and purchase a new site of not less than tour hundred acres. iJuriug the i»ession 
of the General Assembly of 1847-48 it was visited and addressed by a memorial 
from Miss D. 1^ Dix, a lady philanthropist, in behalf of the unfortunate insane, 
and under her touching and forcible appeals, the act was passed which organized 
the "Tennessee Hospital for the Insane." Governor Neil S. IJrown, then Gov- 
ernor, appointed Alexander Allison, Lucius J. Polk, Andrew ICwing, Thomas T. 
Flayer, John J. White, Henry S. Frazter, Daniel S. Doneison, J. J. B. Southall, 
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and Samuel D. Morgan, Commisstioners to purchase a site and erect the hospital. 
Alexander Allison was Chairman and Andrew Ewing, Secrelai7. This Boatd, 
in 1848, purchased a beautiful farm sitet ux and a half miles south-easterlf from 
NashvilletOn the Murfreesboro pike, containing two hundred and fifty-five acres. 

They appointed Adolphus Helmnn anliitect and Dr. John S. Young superintend- 
ent of construction, who construc ted a building which, with the extension?, is 
four hundred and seven feet in frontage from east to west, and of the castellated 
order of architecture. Under an act of 1855 the Trustees purchased two hun- 
dred acres additional, which make the farm now comprise four hundred and 
fifty-five acres. This asylum is furnished, run, and kept up to all the modern 
requirements of such institutions, and can accommodate comfortably from 350 
to 400 insane. In 1866 an asylum for the colored insane vva"; erected on a beau- 
tiful eiuiueiice several hundred yards «ioiith-wcstcrly from the main hospital build- 
ings, and is run under the same management, thuugh separately. 

The following have servol as Superintendents : Dr. W. A. Cheatham, from 
March 1, 1852, to July I, t86l; Dr. W. P. Jones, from July i, 1862, to Januaiy 
I, 1870; Dr. John H. Callender, from January I, 1870, to date. 

The following have served as President of the Board of Trustees: S. R. 
Cockrill, from 1852 to t862; E. H. East, from 1862 to 1865; T. A, Atchison, 
from 1S63 lu iHjJi II. li. liuckner, from 1^77 10 uate.

EASTERN HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 

Located at Knoxvillc. 

This asylum is located Bve miles below Kuoxville, on a beautiful eminence 
called Lyon's View," overlooking the Tennessee River, one of the most beauti* 
fttl spots in Tennessee; it was opene^or the reception of patients March a6, x886. 

By the act of March 30, 1873, the L^slature appropriated ^5,000 to erect 
an asylum in East Tennessee, and C. M. McGhee, John G. King, and Dr. P. D. 
Sims were appointed Commissioners to select a site. They purchased the 
••Lynn's View" farm of about 400 acres, and began thu vuriv of building, but 
on account of a stringency in State liiiances work was abainioncd by order of the 
General Assembly in 1875. Chapter 145, Acts of 1883, appropriated $80,000^ 
and authorised the Governor to appoint three Building Commissioners to erect 
an asylum on the "Lyon's View" nte. Columbus Powell, J. C. Flanders, and 
Robert A. Armstrong, of Knox County, were appointed. C. Fowcll wn Chiir- 
man, ami K. A. Armstrong, Secretary and Treasurer, Dr. Michael Campbell 
was made Medical Superintendent of Construction. 

The building is of the castellated style of architecture^ and cosU complete, 
about $300,000, and will accommodate comfortably from 275 to 300 insane pap- 
tieutSy and is built and furnished up to the most improved requirements of such 
character of institutions. Dr. Michael Campbell has served as Superintendent 
of same from its opening. I'restdents of Board of Trustees: C. Powell, from 
1885 to 1889; J. C. Flanders, from 1889 to date. 
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WESTERN HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 
Locmtcd Bi Bolivmr. 

In 1873 the General Assembly made a move lookiog to the erection of an 
insane asylum in West Tennessee. Goveraor John C. Brown appointed W. B. 
Rogers, of Shelby; John A. Gardner, of Weakley; and George W. Day, of 

Gibson, Commissioners to stkct a Stte. John A. Gardner declined to serve, and 
H. F. Cummins, of Henry, was appointed, but resigned, and General William 
Conner, of Lauderdale, was appointed ; and Rnhert I. Chester, of Madison, n?<-^ 
George W. Day, resigned, was appointed. In Chapter 74, Acts of 1885, John 
M. Lea, John H. Gdlender, and W, P. Jones, all of Davidson County, were 
appointed Commissioners to select a site for an asylum in West Tennessee. 
John M. Lea declined, and Hon. E. H. East, of Nashville, was a])pointed in his 
place. This act appropriated $85,000 to erect said hospital. This commission 
visited and examined sixty-three sites, and, December 24, 1885, chose a trnrt of 
land lying two and a i|uarter miles west of Bolivar, for which they paid $8,000; 
the State, however, paying only $5,000 of this, the citiiena of Bolivar paying 
the other $3,000. Under joint resolution of the General Assembly, this com- 
mission appointed Austin Miller, of Bolivar; John R. Godwin, of Memphis; 
and A. W. Brockway, of Brownsville, as Commissioners of Buildinj,'. Austin 
Miller was made Chairman, and A. W. Hrockway, Secretary, Dr. J. R. Jones 
was elected Medical Superintendent of Construction, and McDonald Brothers, 
of Louisville, Ky., architects. The building is in six ditferent sections, com- 
prising a fottr^tory center building, with two wings on wh side, connected bj 
foe-proof towers, is beautifully and tastefully planned and built, and cost about 
$300,000^ and will accommodate from 300 to 350 patients. By joint resolution 
of the General Assembly the Building Coinmissioners purchased 200 acres of 
additional land, so that the farm now comj)nscs 300 acres. Dr. J. B. Jones is 
Superintendent, and has been since the date of the reception of patients, De- 
cember 24t 1889. Austin Miller has served as Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
from that date. 



THE CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS' HOME. 

NBSMrrAOB, TSMNBSSaa. 



Bj act approved April 4, 1889, "The Hermitage'*— General Andrew Jackson's 
farm, owned by the State, situated twelve miles east of Nashville, on the Nash« 
ville and Lebanon Taropike, and consisting of about Bve hundred acres of land, 

except the mansion-house and twenty-five acres, which were conveyed to the 
Ladies' Hermitage Association — was conveyed in trust for the term of twenty* 
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five ytut to t board of nine tnuteet» to be appointed hj the Governor upon the 
recommendation of the Association of Confederate Soldien. Tennenee Diviaaon, 

for the purpose alone of providing,' homes for indigent and disabled soldiers who 
volunteered in the service of the Confederate States, their widows and orphan 
children, {)rorate(i anionj; the various congressional districts of the State accord- 
ing to their pupulatiun. Ten thousand dollar!* were appropriated by the Slate 
for the purpose of placing the farm in proper cmdition, to be so managed aa to 
make the farm as near self*sastainlng as pomible, and the establishment of sndi 
industries as may be adapted to the capabilities of the beneficiaries. By the 
terms of the act c^tabli'^hing same, the Board of Trustees are to be selected as 
follows: Two from Kasi Tennessee, two from West Tennessee, and five from 
Middle Tennessee. They serve without compensation; elect a President and 
Secretary, restdeot in Nashville, and llanager for the farm, and look after the 
welfare and comfort of the beneficiaries.

The Governor is elected by the people for two years. In case of death, re- 
moYal, impeachment, resignatioiit or other disability of Uie Governor, the 
Speaker of the Senate acts as Governor (Constitution, Article III., Section t2). 

The Secretacy of State, Comptroller, Treasurer, and Librarian are elected by 

the Legislature for two years, except the Secretary of State, who elected for 
four years. Tlie other officers are apj'ointetl by the (lovcrnor, and all hold for 
two years. The terms of all expire January, 1891, except the Secretary of 
Sute, who holds to 1893.

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POLITICAL PLATFORMS. 1890. 



THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

Whereas, the Democratic party has heretofore contributed so much to the ex- 
tension and material growth of the country, .ind has always favored the interests 
of the laboring and producing classes; therefore, the Democracy of Teonessee 

in cnnvention assembled, reaffirms \v<. nrlherence to the fundamental principles of 
free government as enunciateU by the fathers and practiced by the party, for 
long years approved by the people, and recently declared by the national Dem- 
o^atic platform of i888( and pledges itself to the administration of public af- 
fairs in strict accordance therewith. We indorse the administration of Grcvcr 
Cleveland President of the United States, and the present administration of 
Gov. R. I,. Taylor in respect to our State Government. 

We declare that the a|;;nculttiral interests are tbe main-Jay and Mi]i]5(M t (*f our 
dual system uf government, State and Federal, and we arraign and condemn the 
Republican party for its l^islative discrimination against this class, which has 
greatly reduced the price of farm lands and products; for its corrupt grant of 
large subsidies to special corporations ; for its revolutionary methods to perpetu- 
ate its power; for its reckless squandering of public money for party purposes; 
for its corrupting and debaiichinrj of the American franchise; for its efforts to 
foment sectional strife, and thus disturb the business tranquillity of the country ; 
for its efforts to foster combinations, unlawful trusts and monopolies, so oppress- 
ive to the great mass of the people ; for its attempt to pass a Federal election 
law, or force bill, designed to engender a conflict between the races of the South 
and to strengthen intrenched monopoly ; for its utter disregard of the will of 
the people in unseating duly and lej^ally elected Democratic Representatives, 
and it^ shamelessness in denying the right of statehood to Territories fully (jual- 
itied for admission by the number uf their ctlizens, because they are Democratic, 
while they admit into the Union other Territories as States, with a much smaller 
population, for the reason only that a majority of their voters are Republicans ; 
and in contrast with all this, and the weak, vacillating, selBsh, Strife-producing, 
and labor-dissatisfying administration of Benjamin Harrison, we present with 
pride the administration of Grover Cleveland, marked, as it was, by high moral 
courage, exemption from nepotism, jobbing, and speculation. 

We denounce the McKinley tariff bill, recently passed by the Republicans of 
the lower House of Congress without full debate and doe consideration, in 
which taxes are heavily laid on the necessaries and but lightly on the luxuries 
used by the rich, and which prevents importations, curtails exportations, and, at 
the same time, increases taxes, thereby oppressing the farmers and laborers of 
the country. 

We demand a currency of gold and silver, also of paper, convertible into coin 
at the option of the holder ; and we demand the free coinage of silver on the 
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Iwsis ortgiMlly fixed hj law, *and that it and tbe gold dollar shall be equally a 

unit of value. 

We demand that the public lands shall be held sacred for homesteads for 
American citizens, and we condemn the policy the Republican party in its 
extravagant donations of many millions uf acre^ to corporation;*. 

We denounce the importation of pauper labor, which comes into competition 
with and lowers the wages of American working-men. 

With respect to State affairs, the Democracy of the Slate, beheving that the 
prosperity of a free State depends upon the intelligence and virtue of it^^ people, 
have inaugurated and inniniaincd a system of free schools for the benefit of all 
the children of the State; ami we pledge ourselves to continued effort to increase 
and extend the facilities of this beneficent system. 

We declare in &vor of strict economy in die management of all State affairs, 
and that no more taxes shall he collected from the people than are absolutely 
necessary to meet the wants of the State Government so administered, and that 
all persons, corporations, and property subject to taxation under the Constitution, 
should bear their just and equal proportion of the same. 

In the past the Democratic party has enacted such lien law.-* as have i^ecured 
the rights of the laborer and mechanic, and we pledge ourselves to such other 
additional legislation as may be appropriate and necessary to secure thehr full 
protection in the future. 

Good public roads we regard as a necessity to the rapid and steady develop* 
meat of the State, and we favor such l^slation as will tend to their establish'^ 
ment. 

We welcome labor and capital to our. Slate which comes to identify themselves 
with our industries, development, and social progress. 

We favor a modification of our penal system so that there may be a proper 
classification of convicts, to the end that minors and those committing' small 
ofTenses may he kept 5;cparatc from hardened criminals, and so that convict labor 
may not come in contlicl with or antagonize the hone«;t labor of the country. 

We believe that government is the best, among a free, self-reliant people, 
wlUch governs least, consistent with social order, and which, believing in the 
people, leaves them to work out their own destiny. 

We denounce all trusts which are, or may be, formed to increase the price of 
the school-books used by the children of the State in obtaining an education. 

The Democratic party heartily sympathiyps with the Irish people, and all 
others, in iheir struggles to obtain the blessings of home rule in their govern- 
mental affairs, this being a cardinal tenet of Democratic faith and the sheet' 
anchor of constitutional liberty. 

On the past record of our party, our belief for the present, and hope for the 
future, as herein declared, we go before the country in the present canvass, and 
invite the co-operation of all people who favor honest government, equal rights, 
and human liberty. 
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THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 

We, tlie RepublicMis of tbe State of Tennescee in convention assembled, do 
hereby affirm our allegiance to the Republican principles as expressed in tbe last 

national platform, and we hereby indorse the administration of President Har- 
rison as beiiifj wise, patriotic, and statesmanlike. And we fully indorse the 
action of our representatives in Congress io their efforts to carry out the pledges 
made to the people in said platform. 

We especially indorse the effort to enact a protective tariff taw that will restore 
and maintain confidence in the business policies of the Republican party, protect 
and build up home industries, afford constant and profitable employment to our 
people and a home market for the surplus products of our farms, and, at the 
same time, yield sufficient revenue for the nee<ls of the Covcrnmcnt. 

We also recognize the right and duty of Congress to pass such ctTcclive national 
election laws as will insure to every citizen the right and privilege of casting a free 
and honest ballot, and of having the same counted and returned as cast, to the 
end that a republican form of government may be maintained and every device 
designed to undermine the same punished by penalties commensurate with the 
offenses committed. And we have confidence in the wisdom and patriotism of 
the kcpuhlicaii party, which has by its wise Ici^islation built up the material 
prosperity of the country, that they will not pass any law that would unsettle 
the business interests of any section of our common country. 

We congratulate the country upon the wise solution of the silver question, be- 
lieving that the bill recently formulated and pa' ' ' ' v a Repulilican Congress, and 
approved by the Rej^ublican President, justly and wisely settles this nuich vexed 
question, and will aitord ample currency for the needs of commerce and maintain 
the parity of gold and silver as money. 

We are opposed to all unlawful combinations, commonly known as trusts, which 
have for their object the creation and maintenance of unjustly high prices to the 
consumer, and which are intended to hamper and oppress the farmer and laborer; 
and we most heartily approve the law recently passed by the Republicans in 
Congress, which was promptly approved by the President, and which makes all 
such trusts and combines a high misdemeanor. 

We denounce the administration of the Democrats of this State as weak, short- 
sighted, non-progressive, and unpatriotic* It has failed, during peace and pros^ 
parity among the people, to lessen the burdens of taxation; it ha» permitted our 
State debt to be increased; it has injured our public credit abroad ; it has forced 
upon the people, and is maintaining, the infamous penitentiary lease monstros- 
ity, which is a disgrace npon our civilization ami a blij^ht u[i-ai ilie prosperity 
of every community wherever operated. It ha.s, by a system of mean and oppress- 
ive election laws, discriminated in every instance against the poor and iUit* 
erate citizens of the State. They force the poor man to pay his poll-tax because 
he exercises the right to cast his vote, but say nothing against the rich man's 
property-tax. They compel the unfortunate illiterate man of every station in 
life to o1)ey the laws, but take from him all voice in the election of men who 
make the laws or the officers who enforce them. They have forced upon the 
people a road law that is as mean and unjust as it is ineffectual. It unjustly 
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heaps the burden of making and repuringfoads upon theindiTidaalcidsen, with- 

out reference to his ability to bear the harden thus heaped upon him ; and, worst 
of all, make hiin a criminal if he fails to perform the labor required of him. 

Believing that ihc small property owners bear an unjust proportion of the 
burden of taxation^ we arc in favor of an amendment to the Constitution which 
will exempt from taxation $i,ooo on valuation, whether real or penonaL 

Xesphedj That this convention heartily indorse the patriotic action of Speaker 
Reed in counting members present when they were in their seats, thos transact- 
ing with facility the public business of the country and destroying the obatmction 
tactics of the Democratic party in the House of Representatives. 

After the platform was unanimously adopted, the following resolution was 

offered : 

Resolvcdy Tiiat we, the Repulilicans of iLiincsste in conv'ention a-.senibled, 
cordially indorse the I'cderal election bill thai recently passed the lower House 
of Congress, and that we earnestly but respectfully request its prompt passage 
by the Senate, with such amendments and modifications as the wisdom and 
patriotism of that body may suggest, to more eSeCtually secure a free ballot and 
a fair count in all national elections. 

The re'^olutton was adopted, the vote being about three*fifths for and two- 
fifths against. 

THE PROHIBITION PLATFORM. 

Whereas, the two dominant political parties have, by their declarations and 
by their acts, placed themselves on the side of perpetuating the liquor 'traffic 
under license, thus entailing on the country a fearful I^acy of vice, pauperism, 
and crime; therefore, we, the Prohibition party of Tennessee in State conven- 
tion assembled, June 4, 1890^ acknowledging Alm^hty God as the source of all 
power in human government, do declare: 

First. -~'V\\'x\. the legalized trafhc in intoxicating liquors as a beverage is the 
most enormous and dangerous political outrage of the age, and the suppression 
of the entire traffic as a beverage by local, State, and national authority is the 
most important question of political economy before the American people. 

jif«win/>— That the recent United States Supreme Court original package de« 
cision in the Iowa case is a startling invasion of the right of a State to self- 
government and self-protection, placing; the people of the several States at the 
mercy of a colossal combination of British and American brewers and distillers. 
This grave matter having aroused the country as never before, has forced prohi- 
bition foremost in national politics, to be settled finally and aright only in the 
arena of national legislation. 

Third, — That we ratify and indorse all the utterances of the national Prohi- 
bition party, as expressed in the national platform of 1888. upon the subject of 
the tarif?. 

fourth. — That we declare the modern trusts, and other combinations for main- 
taining artificial prices, to be conspiracies against the common welfare of the 
people, which should be suppressed by the strong arm of the law. 

^l^.'^That we hail with pleasure the organisation of farmers and working* 
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men, and the intelligent and just demands they make for the abolition of class 
and monopoly legislation in tbc interest of the honest toiler and wealthy pro- 
dncer; and we most earnestly invite the coH>peration of farmers, working*men, 
and all wage^araers to help us in our efforts to save to the people of this State 

not less than $15,000,000 annually -wor^e than wasted in the support of the 
li'iuur tratliL ; a business that rob& the masses of the means to buy the products 
of the farmer and mechanic. 

Sixtk. — ^That die public sdiool system should he more liberally supported; 
that not less than nine months schooling be given the children of the State. 
The fact that more than 1 00,000 voten in the State are illiterate shows that the 
State school system is not meeting the deman<U of safe government. 

Siventh.'—Thtii we arraign the Democracy, the dominant party in the State, 
for the non-enforcement of the law against gambling, and the sale of liquor to 
minors, drunkards, and on the Sabbath day. 

^^kih. — ^Tbat our immigration laws should be so amended and enforced as to 
prevent the introduction into our country of contract labor, convicts, inmates of 
dependent institutions, and others physically incapacitated for self-support. 

Ninth. — That the convict labor of the State should not be brought into COm* 
petition with any hoiic-.t labor- not even the hiinible«»t. 

Tenth. — That no person should be allowed to vote who has not been a resi- 
dent of the United States ten years. 

We favor ballot reform as expressed in what is known as the Australian ballot 
4y*tem* 

A resolution was also adopted indorsing the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union in their attack on the saloon, and assuring them of sympathy and support. 

Another resolution was adopted that the original packi^e decision, if it estab> 
lishes any thing^, e<;tablishes the fact that Congress must give States power to 
prohibit the importation of liquor; commenting on the fact that Senators Harris 
and Bate had voted against the Wilson bill, and continuing: "This makes a 
clearlynlefined issue, which the Prohibition party of the State accepts, and will 
appeal from this record of their votes to the people of Tennessee to see if they 
stand prepared to surrender State authority to Federal usurpation, to the protec- 
tion of the National I.iq\ior League. " 

Another resolution was adoptcl for the holding of the fourth of July rallies 
in each county, and a reconsecration of all to the Prohibition cause.
